THE NEW YORK NOMINATIONS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 27.—The executive 
session to-day was chiefly devoted to the read- 
ing of Arthur’s reply to Secretary Sherman. 
Conkling contented himself with making a 
formal report of the action of his Committee, 
which was adverse in the cases of Merritt for 
Collector and Burt for Naval Officer, but 
in the case Graham, nominated for 
Surveyor in place of Merritt, as this was the 
tilling of a vacancy, the Committee reported in 
favor of confirmation. In the cases of Arthur 
and Cornell, Mr. Conkling said the Committee, 
after careful consideration, had decided that no 
good reasons existed under proper Civil-Service 
rules for their removal. He sent Arthur’s 
defense against the Secretary’s charges to 
the desk, and asked to havg it read. 
At the conclusion of the reading Mr. Conkling 
did not move to take any further steps, as he 
was doubtless satisfied that in case he proposed 
action objections would carry the matter over. 

The Vice-President then submitted a letter 
from Secretary Sherman asking to bave 

A COPY OF ARTHUR’S REPLY 
furnished him. The Secretary remarked in 
this letter that he learned from the newspapers 
that Gen. Arthur and Mr. Cornell had sent to 
the Commissioner replies to his former com- 
munication to the Senate. The Secre- 
tary said that he last Friday ad- 
dressed a note to Mr. Conkling asking 
that he de furnished with a copy 
of those communications, and that he also be 
given an opportunity to answer them. Tothis 
note he said he had received no reply, and he 
now asked the Senate that the Committee be in- 
structed to comply with his ‘request. At 
this Mr. Conkling rose and called at- 
tention to the fact that he had 
sent this letter from Arthur to the desk to be 
read before he had even heard of the existence 
of the Secretary’s letter to the Senator. This 
statement of Conkling is regarded as 

SOMEWHAT DOUBTFUL, 
fact that such a letter had been 
written by the Secretary to the Senate 
was announced in the morning papers 
as the fact had also been printed that Conkling 
had received a request from Sherman, and had 
not seen fit tonotice it. Conkling, upon hear- 
ing Sherman’s request read, charged that it was 
only adding one to the insults the Administra- 
tion bad tried to put upon him. Conkling then 
moved a resolution removing the injunction 
of secrecy from all the papers. This gave rise 
to considerable debate. Senators Edmunds and 
Merrimon made the most opposition to it on 
the ground that 

THEKE WAS NO PRECEDENT 
for such action, and that it was dangerous to 
estabish one. To this it was replied that all 
the important points of the correspondence 
had already been printed in the newspapers, so 
that the removal of the injunction of secresy 
would be more formal than actual, and would 
certainly dono harm. Mr. Conkling’s motion 
was carried, only about half a dozen Senators 
voting in the negative. 

Mr. Thurman made a rather significant speech 
during the session. He said that the Commit- 
tee on Commerce had not made an investigation 
such as was called for by the letter of Secretary 
Sherman, and that the Senate had the right to 
ask the Committee to do so. He was disposea 
on the face of the case to support the Pregi- 
dent, but if the Secretary’s assertions were not 
sustained then he migat uote the other way. 
Thehe Committee ought to 

MAKE AN INQUIRY 
into these matters, and report the result of it to 
the Senate. 

The papers in the cage were turned over to 
the Associated Press. It was also ordered that 
they be printed for the use of the Senate, and 
when they were ready the question of con- 
firmation will be taken up. In the meantime 
it is expected that Secretary Sherman will have 
the full reply to Arthur’s letter reaay, and this 
will probably be made part at once of the public 
record. ö 

The Secretary declares that be will be able to 
make good every charge made iu his first letter 
toJthe Senate. and that he can 

ESTABLISH EACH ONE 
to the full satisfaction of every fair-minded man. 
There is a strong effort being made among 
the Democrats to unite their side for a solid 
vote in favor of confirmation, the chief argu- 
ment being that such action in theSenate would 
make the most trouble between the Republicans 
and the President, and for the Republicans in 
New York especially. Another argument that is 
Being used with considerable effect is, that the 
President has the right to remove without con- 
sulting the Senate, and without giving his rea-

SHERMAN’S COMMUNICATION. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 27.—The following 
are the main points of Secretary Sherman’s com- 
munication to the Senate in regard to the New 
York Custom- House nominations: 

The Secretary states that ne having the hearty 
support of the President in the measure for at- 
tempted reforms in the customs service gener- 
ally, notably at New York, it appeared that for 
a series of years from 1872 the receipts from 
customs at that port has constantly diminished, 
while the expenditures have, with the exception 
of but a single year, steadily increased. 

First—The report of the Jay Commission 
showed the number of employes in the New 


- nature of bribes. 


York Custom-House could be reduced 20 per 
cent This reduction was opposed by Collector 
Arthur, who states that a reduction of more 
than 12 per cent could not be made in dull times 
without injury to the efficieney of the system 
and to business of merchants, Notwithstand- 
ing this opposition, the reduction was sub- 
stantially carried into effect by my order, 
making 
AN ANNUAL SAVING OF $235,230, 

and increasing the efficiency of the service, 

Second—The report shows that it was the com- 
mon practice among entry clerks, weighers, 
gaugers, inspectors, and storekeepers to receive 
from importers and brokers irregular fees, 
emoluments, gratuities, and perquisites in the 
This practice was a matter of 
general notoriety in the Custom-House, and it 
does not appear that any effort was made by 
the Collector, Naval Officer, or Surveyor to sup- 
press it. The Commission suggested a remedy 
ior this state of affairs, but Mr. Arthur thought 
eit might involve annoying results to importers 
by delays.“ It has, however, DOW been adopted 


with gratifying results. 

Third—The report shows that the gravest ir- 
recularities existed in the departments of 
Weighers and Gaugers. Persons were borne on 
the pay-roll as laborers as reward for political 
services who performed no service except to 
sien their names to the rolls and receive their 
pay. By reason of irregularities the cost of 
weighing and gauging imported goods at the 
port of New York has increased to the enormous 


sum of $346,524 per annum, 
These evils were known to Collector Arthur, 


yet he made no attempt during bis term of 
office to remedy them. . On the contrary, in the 
letter to me he stated he was confident that the 
Commission wholly failed to appreciate 
the amount of work done by the 
weigbers, and have by their general 
assertions done great injury to them. The ex- 
istence of all these irregularities was subse- 
quently rectified by independent investigations 
made under my direction. The reforms pro- 
posed by the Commission in the weighers and 
gaugers’ department were subsequently 
CARRIBD OUT BY MY ORDER, 

and effected a reduction of over $300,000 per 
annum in the ost of tnis branch of the service 


alone, besides securing a great saving to the 
Government in increased duties. It also ap- 
pears, froin the evidence ou file in this Depart- 
ment, that a vicious practice has for a long time 
existed of granting free permits for im- 
ported goods without authority of law. 
These permits were usually granted by 
Deputy Collector Lydecker, and the value of 
goods thus illegally delivered free of duty 
amounts to a very large sum. I prepared to try 
to execute the reforms proposed with Mr. 
Arthur io the office rather na stranger. The 
President acquiesced in this view, but it grad- 
ually became evident that neither Arthur nor 
Cornell were in sympathy with the recommen- 
dations of the Commission, and could and did 
RESIST THEIR FAIR EXECUTION. 

The President became entirely satisfied that it 
was his duty to make a change in both offices. 
While Arthur held his position, the same 
system, the same persons, and the same in- 
fluences prevailed as before. From the nature 
of things it was difficult for the Collector long 
associated with the chief subordinates under 
bim to believe evil of them. 

_Lydecker, Deputy Collector, was practically 
Collector. Gen. Arthur did not give that per- 
sonal attention to the business ot the office that 
would seem necessary for the proper discharge 
of its duties. He did not usually arrive at his 
office until afternoon. Continued complaints 
came in from other ports of entry that uncon- 
stitutional discriminations were made in favor 
of the Port of New York by methods of con- 
ducting business at that port; that allowances 
for damages not permitted at other ports were 
made; and a system of undervaluation prevail- 
od. and by these means im portant branches of busi- 
ness were turned from their usual course 4] most 
exclusively to the Port ot lige York, causing a 
reduction of reveuue tice to other 
ports and to the people of the United States. 

MORE TESTIMONY. 

The Secretary calls attention to the report of 
General-Appraiser Meredith and Special Agents 
Bingham and Hinds on the New York Custom- 
House, which says: In this connection we 
would respectfully call attention to our special 
report iu relation to certain practices of Special- 
Deputy Lyuecker, and to several reports in rela- 
tion to him of a similar character, which, as w 
are informed, have heretofore been submit 
to you. We were surprised to learn that Col- 
lector Arthur. after having been advised of the 
connection of Special-Deputy Lydecker with 
schemes to defraud the Government, and after 
proofs of such official misconduct had been sub- 
mitted to bim, still appears to repose in Ly- 
decker 

THE MOST IMPLICIT CONFIDENCE, 

and to allow him to practically control the busi- 
ness management of the office. We found that 
the more honest and intelligent officials in the 
Custom-House had long had reason to distrust 
Lydecker’s integrity, and that the influences ex- 
ercised by nim over the Collector had been for 
a long time the subject of comment. 

Since Gen. Merritt has been Collector a gen- 
eral improvement has taken place. The reduc- 
tion of the force contemplated in the Gaugers’ 
Department and in several divisions of 
the Custum-House have been fully car- 
ried into effect. the result of which will 
be a large saving to the Government 
in salaries alone. It is respectfully 
submitted that under the circumstances the 
restoration of Arthur and Cornell would be a 
serious injury to the public service, involving a 
loss of public revenue and increased expendi- 
tures. ‘To require this business tobe performed 
by persons in hostility to the general policy of 
the Administration would create discord and 
contention where there ought to be unity and 
harmony. It would be unjust to the President 
aud personally embarrassing to me in the dis- 
charge of my duties to have the office of Col- 
lector of Customs at New York held by one who 
will not perform his duties according to the gen- 
eral policy of the Department. 

Gren. Arthur’s term of service expires Dec. 17, 
1877, and his restoration would be but tem- 
porary: even if the President should not avail 

imseif of his legal power to send another name 
to the Senate, or to suspend bim after the ad- 
jourument of the Sevate. The very marked 
success of the administration of Collector Mer- 
ritt and Naval-Officer Burt would seem to en- 
title them to the recogpition of the Senate, and 
of their confirmatien. I have the honor to be,

ARTHUR’S DETENSE. 

Gen. Arthur makes a very lengthy reply to 
Secretary Sherman’s letter, the chief points of 
which have been already published. He thinks 
he shall have no difficulty in satisfying the Sen- 
ate that if the Secretary’s communication con- 
tains all that can be said against his ad- 
ministration bis suspension was directly 
contrary to all professions of the Ad- 
ministration, and in violation of every 
principle of justice. Arthur says a careful 
examination of the testimony taken will show 
it wholly fails to bear out the sweeping and gen- 
eral allegations of the Jay Commission. Gen. 
Arthur adds that the facts will show that the 
complaiut of Secretary Sherman as to bis fail- 
ure to seek to prevent the payment of fees to 
entry clerks or others is not only unfounded, 
but insincere and at. variance with his own acts. 

Gen. Arthur argues to show that the charges 
of Secretary Sherman are unfounded, and that 
there was no ground for bis removal. 

MK. CORNELL 
writes a short letter iu reply to Seeretary Sher- 
man, in which he says the letter of the Secretary 


contains no ailegation of impropriety or negiect | 
of duty during service as a paval officer, nor 


can any such allegation be trutafully main- 
tained. 

‘lhe Senate in executive session placed the 
subject of the New York Custom-House nom- 
inatious on the calendar for future action.

WAR CLAIMS, 
WHAT MITCHELL WANTS. 
Bneciai Pispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasuinoton, D. C., Jan. 27.—There was an 


interesting discussion in the Senate this after- 


poon on the cotton claims of Warren Mitchell, 
amounting to $128,692, which has been in years 
vast rejected by Congress, by the Court of 
Claims, and by the Supreme Court. He claims 
to have been a loyal citizen of the United States, 
but admits that while within the Confederate 


lines he was a sub-contractor for supply the 


Rebel army with pork. This Mr. McCreery, in 
his irresistibly droll way, said was a providen- 
tial act, for when the Army of the Cumberland 
arrived at Mitchell’s slaughter-house in 
a famishing condition, they found a 
supply of pork, and the fumes of fried 
pork rose with their grateful thanksgiving. 
Beck, of Kentucky, advocated the payment 
of the claim, but it was opposed by Morgan, 
of Alabama, and Ben Hill, the latter giving a 
humorous illustration of the manner in which 
one Georgia woman who married a Federal 
officer became loyal and trumped up an enor- 
mous claim. Hil) declared himself opposed to 
the payment of all war claims, except per- 
haps those for thé destruction of religious 
and educational establishments. The claim 
went over until to-morrow, as the Senate de- 
sired to go into executive session. 
WARREN MITCHELL 

was, in 1861, when the War broke out, a mer- 
chant in Louisville, and a partner in two firms 
doing business there in July of that year. 
About the time of the battle of Bull Run, 
Mitcheil, on the pretext that he wished to go 
South to collect debts due him, got a pass 
through the army lines, and he remained in the 
South and within the Confederates lines until 
the latter part of 1864, substantially during the 
whole War. While both sides were fighting he 
was trading, and he was so shrewd a business 
man that when Savannab was captured by Gen. 
Sherman Mitchell managed to have lying there 
cotton which was afterwards sold for the sum 
he now demands, and to transport which cotton 
to the seaboard it appears that he had the help 
of the Confederate agents of transportation. 
He claims the proceeds of this cotton now as a 
loyal citizen, althongh it is in eri 
dence that in July, 1865, he obtained 
frem the President a full pardon 
and amnesty for all offenses by him committed 
arising from participation director implied in the 
Rebellion, and he had reason to desire this par- 
don, for it is also an evidence that he had not 
been very long within the Confederate lines 
when be became a sub-contractor to supply the 
Rebel army with pork, and he bimself admits 
that ne for about six weeks engaged in buying 
hogs and superintending a slaughter-house for 


this purpose. 
HILL’S SPEECH. 


To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Jan. 27.—In the Senate, 
after disposing of the morning business, and 
passing several bills on the calendar, the bill to 
pay Warren Mitchell for cotton taken during 
the War was taken up, and a long discussion 
followed. 

Mr. Edmunds moved that it be indefinitely 
postponed. Rejected—yeas, 21: nays, 23. 

«Mr. Hill, in opposing the bill, said he would 
vote against it because it was a warclaim. He 
was oppused to the payment of all war claims, 
whether they be from loyal or disloyal persons. 
He might prubably except a few religious and 
educational institutions whose property was de- 
stroyed. To pay these war claims would bank- 
rupt the Government, and, as we could not 
pay all, it would be an unjust discrimi- 
nation to undertake to pay some, 
Senators on the Republican side said Warren 
Mitchell was disloyal and should not be paid, 
while Senators on the Democratic side said he 
was loyal and should be paid. What was meant 
by the word “‘lovalty ’? Did it mean a man 
devoted to the States under the Constitution? 
lt was an easy matter for a man in Maine or 
New York to oroclaim his devotion to the Union 
during the War, but farther dowu, where the sun 
is warmer, it requires courage for a man to say 
he was devoted to the Union. He (Hill) knew 
thousands and tens of thousands of men in the 
South who stood up and proclaimed their fide)- 
ity to the Union to the very last moment. 
There were many men who fought secession un- 
til it bocame a fact, aud submitted to disunion 
as they submitted to the death of a father or 
sun. When secession came, the only thing 
could do was to go with their people. 

question of lovalty had not received a proper 
definition. He knew thousands of men in the 
South who would at any timeduring the War have 
terminated it upon the basis of honest reunion. 
He believed the greatest possible calamity 
which could happen to this country would be 
one section exercising the power of the con- 
queror over another. Since be bad been in Con- 
gress be had beard men denouuce Southern 
people as disloyal thirteen years after War, and 
he believed in his heart if these men had been 
South they would have rivaled William L. 
Yancey in their devotion to secession, because 
they were men of the same temperament. The 
people of this country ougut to wake up to the 
conviction that the late War was an honest war. 
It was a war fought on account of the conviction 
that they were rigut. This perpetual talk about 
Rebels and fidelity to the Union aid vot come 
from a maguanimous spirit. The War is over, 
the Union is restored, and it was time that we 
should leave the passions of war behind. The 
maimed Southern soldier would néver ask Con- 
gress fora pension. His widow and orphan 
would never ask for it. They accepted their 
losses as the penalty for failure, as brave 
men should do. The sooner the people of the 
South were taught to revair their losses by 
work, by frugality and industry, the better it 
would be for them and the country. Let the 
losses of the War go, and if the people desire to 
avoid such Josses in future they must avoid war. 

Mr. Hill, continuing, said be was the humbiest 
man in the Democratic party. That party was 
row about to return full-fledged to power, be- 
cause the people were satisfied that the Repub- 
lican party was no longer competent to remain 
in power. There were four things which the 
Democratic party ougbt to proclaim to the world, 
and adhere to them with fidelity: First, he 
would not pay auy War claims, whether parties 
were loyal or disloyal. Second, he would 
vote no more public money or lands 
to butid up ratiroad corporations. Third, 
he vould, in good faith, pa every 
dollar of the public debt, principal and interest, 
in good mouey-standard value. Fourth, be 
would restore the Constitution of the country, 
and honesty in its administrations. Do these 
things, and in Ae judgment the child was not 
born who wound witness the termination of 
Democratic rule in this country.

SENATOR EDMUNDS’ CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENT. 


The following is the full text of the proposi- 
tion by Mr. Edmunds to-day from the Senate 
Judiciary Committee as a substitute for the 
constitutional amendment on the same sub- 
ject, proposed by a joint resolution which pass- 
ed the House under a suspension of the rules 
the last day of the last session: 

Arr. 16. No claim against the United States 
shall ever hercafter de sustained or allowed by 
Congress, or any department, officer, or court of 
the United States, or money id by the United 
States or from their funds, whether as damages, 
compensation, or otherwise. from or on account 
of any property, real. personal, or mixed, taken, 
used, injured, or destroyed by the Umted States 
troops, or by or through any officer, civil or military, 
orother person acting or professing to act under 
or by authority of the United States, or of their 
enemies, or taken, used, injured, or destroyed 
from any other cause whatever during the exis*- 
ence of the late in«urrection or rebellion against 
the Government of the United States, unless the 
owner thereof (and in case of any corporation its 
governing authority and management) was during 
all the time of such tnsurrection or rebeilion loyal 
in fact to the Government of the United States, 
and gave neither aid nor encouragement to the 
enemy. No pension, bounty, grant, pecuniary m- 
demnity. or pecuniary benefit shall ever be given 
or provided for by or under authority of Congress 
orany State fororon account of any military or 
other service performed or injury suffered in hoe- 
tility to the Government of the United States. No 
pardon or amnesty, past or future, shall have any 
effect to take any person, case, or claim out of the 
purview of this article.

— ‘TELEGRAPH MBN EXAMINED.

Wasninetor. D. C., Jan. 27. 

Committee to-day began its investigation of the 
cipher telegrams. 

Clarence Carey, the attorney for the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, testified that cer- 
tain telegrams were placed in his charge when it 
was proposed to issue subdeonas for their pro- 
duction before the Investigating Committee. 
The purpose of placing the telegrams in bis pos- 
session was to avoid, if possible, their delivery 
for public inspection. It was thought that a 
subpeeva would not be issued to him, owing to 
his position. He was finally, however, directed 
by the Executive Committee to deliver the mes- 
sages to Capt. Whitney, the Manager of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company at Wash- 
ington. His instructions with regard to picking 
out the dispatches were to take all of a political 
character, the collection, when first made, being 
for the sole purpose of getting them out of the 
way of the subpena. 

ö FLOYD GRANT, 
who made the selection of the dispatches in 
New Lors, said that he thought of the 29,000 
about 300 were in cipher. 

The Manager of the Wsstern Union Tele- 
graph Company at Wasbington, in compliance 
with a request by Mr. Potter, produced a 
schedule showing over 300 telegrams delivered 
to the Morrison Committee. He thought that 
Morrison had returned the dispatches. Other 
schedules were produced, showing that various 
telegrams had been delivered to the Senate 
Committee on Privileges and Elections. These 
were delivered in twodifferent packages. When 
the trunk was returned to the witness the 
schedules previously prepared were not verified 
by the contents of the trunk, it being immedi- 
ately shipped to New York per order of Presi- 
dent Orton. Mr. Van Horn gave a verbal order 
in his (Whitney's) office to collect all political 
telegrams from the files and forward them to 
New York.

In mat- 
ters of Colonial and Indian history he was well 
yersed, probably better than any man in the 
State, if not in the West. He was about 71 
years old.

from his old familiar baunts in Boston, and, 
although he regained such a degree of health 
as to be able to walk with the aid of a crutch, 
he never recovered the use of bis right arm, 
and was eompelled to abandon Mterary exer- 
cises except as they could be performed by an 
amanuensis. 

Tais affliction was especially poignant to the 
sufferer from the fact that it compelled him to 
give up the preparation ot the memoir vf George 
Ticknor, on which he was at the time engaged 
with characteristic earnestness. He had already 
completed the first ten chapters, and it was a 
severe trial to him to forego the pleasure he 
had anticipated from paying this tribute to 
the memory of dis friend. Fortunaiely, 
bis mind soon regained its active power and he 
was able to exercise a eral supervision of the 
remainder, giving finally to the world one of 
the most instractive and entertaining biographies 
which has ever been isgued from the American 
press. Since then his life has been passed quiet- 
ly at Longwood, without incident, but happy in 
the keen enjoyment of the beautjes of Nature 
and grateful for the affection of thé friends who 
were permitted to minister to bis necessities. 
We should be ungrateful for the blessing which 
such a life has been to the world if we were sel- 
fish enough to mourn that in the fullness of 


time it has come to a peaceful end.

The command crossed, advanced down 
the valley, and the fires that had been kindled 
in the timber sprang up. On reaching the tim- 
ber some shots were fired by the troops, proba- 
bly to draw the Indians’ fire. Reaching the tim- 
ber, the command dismounted. On the way to 
the timber no Indians, as far as he could see, 
opposed the progress of the command. When 
the troops fired into the timber he didn’t hear 
any response from that quarter, although he 
thought he would have heard or seen the balls 
if there had been any. Witness and scouts dis- 
mounted at alittle swale, and sat around a 
the Indians being too far off to hit. Rey- 
and Girard were with bim, and one of the 
crowd proposed to shoot at one Indian, who was a 
good piece off. Witness didn’t shoot at a raised 
t, but the others did,—at probably 700 or 
yards. The Indian wasn’t hit, however. At 
this point they thought they didn’t need their 
horses, and took them to the timber. where he, 
Reynolds, and Girard separated. returning, 
the Indians were working wound, coming with- 
in thirty or forty steps of him. He shot several 
times, received three or four shots from them, 
heard no shots from the troops, and thought 
he’d better get out. He got his and did 
60, and saw a — r drawn up in line facing 
the general course of the stream. Witness 
said he haa been in the Indian country about 
ten years, and had been in several heavy en- 
gagements. At the time the Indians were com- 
ing in at that one point where he fired at them, 
he thought ten men could have stopped them 
kept them out. 
ben he got upto the company, Reno was 
sitting on his horse. An Indian was near him. 
Just a volley was fired by the hostiles, the 
Indian fell, anda soldier was hit. Reno or- 
dered the men to dismount, but they hadn’t any 
more than struck the ground. than he ordered 


’ them to mount, and then they began to run. 


The indian who was killed was Bloody-Knife, 
the scout. He saw the command start to leave 
the timber, all going as fast as spurs would 
make an American horse go. Witness followed, 
but bis borse went down,—either fell, slipped, 
or was hit. Probably twenty Indians dashed 
over him as he feil. When he got up be went 
back to the timber, on nearing which he heard 
an officer call out, 

“ COMPANY A, HALT; LET’S FIGHT THEM. DON’T, 
: FOR GOD’S SAKE, RUN.”’; 

One man, coming out of the timber, saw he 
was left behind, and threw his gun away. Wit- 
several men in the timber, and at his 
advice they stayed there. No Indians were in 
the timber then, and they were not molested by 
any Indians while there. Everybody was a good 
deal frightened when he got in there, but they 
remained two hours, and had time to cool off, 
clean their guns, and get ready for further 
business, if there was to be any. Having been 


dn there about half au hour, he heard firing 


down the stream, in volleys, from the direction 
in which Custer was afterwards found. This fir- 
ing might have lasted an hour During the 
time, he did not bear any firing across the 
stream. When be heard this finog down the 
stream, bis impression was that it was Custer, 
and that impression had since been confirmed. 
At the time Reno left the timber, Custer must 
have been about half way from where he started 
to the place where he made bis hght,—that is, 
about opposite the command in the timber, and 
probably about two miles away from the place 
“where he made his battle. 
Witness and the rest left the timber late in 
the afternoon, and joined the command across 
the riveron the bluff. Twomen out of the 
eleven who were with him remained in the tim- 
ber. These two were not wounded; only three 
in the whole company were wounde¢c. Oncom- 
ing out of the timber they met tive Indians, 
fired at them, and they ran awav. When he got 
up on the bill, the pack-train bad arrived. He 
in that nicht, having 
when his horse fell, 
got wet in crossing 
the river. The next day also found him among 
The water was up to a man’s 
shoulder in fording, and the banks very steep. 
saw Reno, after getting upon the hill, and 
ted to him Halt-Yellow-Face’s opinion 
as to what the Indians were going todo. That 
nu was that the Indians were going away. 
ards they appeared to be coming back, 
and Reno mentioned the matter to the Indian. 
Whether ne got any satisfaction or not, witness

out, the men were going across the prairie on a 
dead run. Just where Reno was at that time 
whether he rode right past the edge of the tim- 
ber or not—he did not know. He didn’t see 
Capt. Moylan at all in the fight, and so couldn’t 
have seen him talking with Reno. While in the 
timber those two hours he did not see Girard. 
As to where Custer left Reno’s trail he did 
not know, If the gray-horse column was about 
Opposite (at point No. 2) when the skirmish- 
line was formed, then at the time Reno left the 
timber the gray-horse column would have had 
time to a mile easily. From Reno’s point 
on the hill, one could see down stream as far as 
Weir's hill, near point No. 2. Witness did not 
think there was any fighting at the lower ford 
„B,“ and thought the firing he heard during 
the time he was in the timber was further down 
the stream. 

The scout said he did not know as to the 
troops having rations with them. He thought 
each man had 100 rounds of ammunition before 
the fight began. He saw little or nothing of 
Reno while in the timber; in fact, about all he 
saw of him was when he gave those two orders. 
Benteen was the senior officer, but might have 
been second in command. 

On the redirect, witness said Cook might 
have given an order to Reno for Custer without 
his having heard it. In response to the Re- 
corder’s question, be again -described the 
topography of the country, and told of his hav- 
ing traveled over it a year afterwards for the 
p of discovering, if possible, any dead 

odies that bad not then been found. 

The re-cross was exceedingiv brief, and 
brought out nothing pew cr important. 

COL. MERRITT 


had some questions to put regarding the lay of 
the land, particularly the ford B.“ The wit- 
ness was asked why he concluded there was 
no fighting there, and replied that if there had 
been he would have heard it, because he was 
near cnough to have done so. 

From your knowledge of the country,” 
asked Col. Merritt. what do you think was the 
probable ronte of the command led by Gen. 
Custer? Did they probably come to the water- 
ing-place B,“ or strike the river lower down?”’

CAPT. J. SCOTT PAYNE, 


of the Fifth Cavalry, now on leave of absence 
on account of sickness, was the next witness, 
—one whom Maj. Reno had had subpœnaed. He 
testified to having measured, in August last, the 
distance from the point E, where Custer is 
supposed to have been killed, to the point of 
Reno’s position on the bill. At the first point 
there were evidences of a hard struggle,—the 
bones of dead bodies scattered around. The 
ascertained distance was four miles and 160 
yards, and the measurement, made by the 
lariat, was reasonably accurate. The line 
measured was practically a straight line, and 
would have been practicable as a route. The 
ford B“ was not on the line measured, and 
he had made no reference to this point. 

On the cross-examination, witness said he 
watered his horse at B,“ where the banks 
were not so high as further up stream. The 
bank on neither side presented any serious ob- 
stacle to fording. The place, in short, was a 
practicable ford, though not by any meansa 
very good one. 

Being asked as to the character of the coun- 
try about E.“ witness entered into a pretty 
ruil deacription of the tpposraphy. It was 
about the highest in the immediate vicinity, 
but he would hardly call it a good defensible 
position against Indians. A command of the 
size of Custer’s, say 100 men, against, 
say, 1,500 Indians, would have stood 
very little chance whatever, the character 
of the country being such that from the 
lay of the ground, the Indians could Gre upon 
the troops without any danger of firing upon 
each other. At the point **D” there was also 
uo cover for the troops, nor was there any cover 
det ween D and E.“ 

Do you know whether any guns were fired 
at E' while you were on the ground at the 
point ‘E’?” 

„Only from hearsay.’’ 

“ What was the nature of the evidence that 
you received that there had been firing at E, 
or about that point, while you were at ‘C’?” 

“What I reierred to was not at that point, 
but while I was descending from the top of the 
hill (Reno’s position) down into the valley. As 
I went into the camp I heard some of the men 
talking about gun-shots baving been fired over 
on the battle-field. I heard none myself.“ 

What was the state of the atmosphere!“ 

„Clear.“ 

„What direction was the wind blowing?“ 
asked Lieut. Lee on the re direct. 

I don’t remember positively, but think there 
was little or no wind.”’ 

Do you mean to say that B' was always a 
practicable ford, or that it was such only at the 
time you were there?”’ 

**] simplyindicate my opinion that a cavalry 
column cou have crossed: there just as we 
cross a good hany other streams on the plains 
that we have Beyer crossed before.“ 

ou state that 100 men could not long resist 
a large number of Indians on that bill (E). 

HOW LONG, IN YOUR OPINION 


as an officer, could 100 men with 100 rounds of 
ammunition per man successfully resist 1,000 
Indians in a position similar to that you have 
described? How long would they keep up the 
fight? Would they necessarily go down in ten 
minutes, an hour, or two hours?“ 

“That would depend on the enemy and not 
onthe men. If tne enemy pushed them, I 
think it would be a very short time.”’ 

„% At E there appeared to be no protection 
or cover, and, therefore, the 100 men could not 
make any successful resistance!“ 

„ think not.“ 

I would like,“ said Mr. Gilbert, addressing 
the Court, to ask him what, in his judgment, 
was the length of time that a column of the size 
of Custer's, placed where it was, surrounded 
and attacked as it was, lasted. I can see the 
objection to a question of this kind, but I sub- 
mit it to the Court. The witness went there, 
as a soldier, to examine the ground with the 
eve of a soldier, and to form bis judgment as 
such.“ 

Lieut. Lee said that the number of the In- 
diaus around Custer was a problem, and always 
would remain one. The estimates were all the 
way from 1.500 to 9,000 or 10,000, and he did not 
know that the witness could give an opinion 
with avy degree of accuracy. He did not care 
particularly about objecting. but the question 
would open up such a wide latitute of opinion 
from persone who were not there. 

The Court considered the mattera few mo- 
ments and decided that the witness might 
auswer. 

The estimated number of Indians,“ said the 
witness, ranges so widely that the answer 
would depend somewhat on what estimate we 
take. 

„Take that estimate of Indians,“ said Mr. 
Gilbert which, upon examination, has recom- 
mended itseif to your mind as more likely to 
represent the size of the hostile force.“ 

„ Well, sir, I have supposed that there were 
about 2,500 Indians, from the best opinions tbat 
I could form from the various accounts, and I 
hardly feel qualified to auswer a question of 
this sort. But I should think that it would take 
very few minutes to dispose of a command 
twenty or thirty, perbaps; sonewhere between 
twenty minutes and three-quarters of an hour 
—of 200 men. 

LIEUT. L. R. HAIR. 


Seventh Cavalry, serving at Fort Lincoln, next 
took the stand, and testified to the starting out 
on the morning of the 25th, the fording of the 
river, and the ride down to thetimber. Before 
the skirmish-line was formed at that point, 
about fifty Indians ran across their front, and 
after it was formed there were probably 500 
hostiles around them. As fast as the Indians 
came out of the timber they rode around, firing 
as they rode, to the foot-hills. By this means 
they would get out of range for a while, and 
then ride up. and return to thejattack. In his 
opinion there were 200 Inaians in Reno’s front 
constantly, and probably more. He didn't hear 
Reno give an order while he wasin the bottom. 
The first he heard of the command's moving was 
when a man came to him with a horse and told 
him the troops were leaving. Witness had at 
first sat own on the right of the 
line. He then had no command and the Indians 
had all left him. He fired an occasional shot 
when he got achance, and remained there until 
the man came up and told him the troops were 
moving. His position was uot as good for ob- 
servation as it micht have been. If the man 
hadn't come he (witness) would probably have 
been left in the timber. This man’s name was 
Clairo, a private who was afterwarus killed. It 
seemed to him there were fully 1.000 Indians in 
the fight. and a continuous fire might be said to 
have come from about 250. He saw Reno only 
once, and be was then coming from the timber 
to the skirmish-live, dismounted. She command 
was between thirty and forty minutes iu the 
timber and on the line, when it retreated. The 
retreat was in good order. His first idea of the 
movemeot was that it was a charge, bat 
be soon saw they were making for the 
bill. He joined them at the river and 
c below, jumping his horse over 
av eight-foot bank. The Indians were scattered 
along the richt flank from the timber to the 
river, and 9 or 100 yards off. No one was en- 


gaged in covering the crossing, and the 


but spurs to hie horse, and, when witness came: 


Indians were near there and firing away at the 
troops. He didn’t think the movement to the 
river was a run, — ut it was a pretty fast retreat. 
[Laughter. Witness didn’t get to the top of 
he hill until most of the command got up, and 
Reno was supervising the formation of the line. 
There was firing all this time ‘from ans 
on the bluff on the right bank, and three or four 
men were killed. : , 

The command, he continued, was scattered on 
reaching the top of the hill, but he aid not 
think it was demoralized, judging from the 

rompt way in whicn it formed into line. In his 
judgment the command in the timber could 

ave resisted the Indians until Benteen came 
up, although the position on the hill was 
much better for defense. The difference in 
position, he thought, would more than compen- 
sate the loss of the men in gaining the bill. If 
the Indians had ed right down on the men 
in the timber, the latter couldn’t have stood 
them two minutes. But Indians didn’t general- 
ly do that, and, under the circumstances, he 
thought the command could have staid there 
for probably thirty minutes. There were 100 
rounds of ammunition per man, and the witness 
in his position expended about a dozen, though 
the troops might have expended more per man. 

This did not close the direct examination, but 
it was already after 2 o’clock and the Court or- 
dered an adjournment until this morning at 11. 


RELIGIOUS. 


PENTECOST AND STEBBINS. 

The nooa prayer-meeting in Farwell Hall yes- 
terday was very well attended, notwithstanding 
the rain, there being between 400 and 500 peo- 
dle present. 

As an opening, Am I a soldier of the cross?” 
was sung, Mr. Stebbins leading. 

Prayer was offered by Dr. Willing, who asked 
God to cleanse the hearts of all, that the Com- 
forter might abide in them. Power was asked 
for the evangelists, that the thousands in this 
city who were in the broad way might be led to 
the feet of Jesus. 

Mr. Pentecost called attention to the twenty- 
second, twenty-third, and twenty-fourth verses 
of the tenth chapter of Hebrews, in which were 
three exhortations to the cultivation of the three 


great Christian graces,—faith, hope, and charity 
or love. These covered the whole Christian life. 
He dwelt on that in the twenty-third verse,— 
Let us hold fast the profession or open declara- 
tion of our hope without wavering.’’ We had 
in all these exhortations the idea of association. 
Nothing was more important. Our faith was 
strengthened by each other. Christians were 
always stronger when standing together. We 
should stand by our bope without wavering, in 
spite of assaults of the Devil or of man, in spite 
of trials and afflictions, questions and doubts. 
As good soldiers, we should stand, no matter 
though we were in fear and darkness and trem- 
bling. Our encouragement was that God would 
not forsake us. The Church, if it needed auy- 
thing else, needed a faith that amounted to as- 
surance, a faith that took hold of God, and dealt 
witb His word, a hope that wonld stand by, and 
a community of purpose to stimulate and help 
and encourage each other. 

Mr. Stebbins sang Hold fast till I come.“ 

Dr. Hatfield praved for strength to withstand 
the wiles of the enemy, and for the conversion 
of sinners by hundreds, a blessing being asked 
on the work of the evangelists. 

The Rev. Mr. Everest followed, beseeching 
God that his people might be willing to forget 
self, and be willing to remember others, — 
out a hand to those who were straying off. 

Dr. Gibson said Christians needed to realize 
that. in the midst of questions and doubts, they 
could fall back on Christ Himself. We should 
commune with Him, increase our acquaintance 
with Him. He prayed that the labors of the 
evangelists might result in the warming, feed- 
ing, and stimulating of the Church of God. 

Ihe Rev. Mr. Little believed that if we re- 
mained at the front, in fighting trim, and felt 
that we were in the teeth of the enemy every 
day and every hour — abounding ip the 
work of * hope would hardly fail us. 

The Rev. Mr. Crafts said, in whatever afflic- 
tion or trouble we found ourselves, we ought to 
feel that God was our God. 

An old gentieman, who had served the Devil 
for sixty years, rejoiced that he was now serving 
the Lord. He appealed to all who were out in 
the ocean of sin to pull for the shore. 

The Rey. Mr. Van Schlinback said we would 
be kept out of difficulty if we held on to the 
Gospel. 

Dr. Goodwin remarked that it helped one 
when in difficulty to know that the Master’s eye 
was on the humblest. We were never reinforced 
in ourselves, but always in God. 

A convert thanked God that his hope was in 
Christ, who was a great comforter. 

Mr. Stebbinssang ** While foes are strong, and 
danger’s near. 

After the announcement of meetings every 
night this week, except Saturday, in the first 
Congregational Church, etc., the audience was 
dismissed. 


CONGREGATIONALISTS. 

Are Congregational mivisters of the country 
in danger of losing their standing for morality 
and doctrinal orthodoxy? President 8. C. Bart- 
lett, of Dartmouth College, thinks they are, 
and wrote three articles in the Congregationalist 
to prove his positions. It was the business of 
the Pastors’ Union to review the arguments of 
the distinguished Professor. The following may 
represent the general positions of the ministers 
on the subject: in the first place, it was 
thought that the President’s assumption as to 
the proportion of immoral men finding their 
way into the Congregational ministry was mis- 
leading and injurious. It was admitted that 
there were occasionally men who found their 
way into the pulpit who were impostors. But 
the proportion of such characters to the whole 
number of Congregational ministers was very 
much less than that of any other denomina- 
tion and other professions. As a body, the 
Congregational ministers were to-day, as 
they always bad been, a body of exceptionally 
intelligent, manly, and upright men. To imply, 
therefore, that they were not, was unfair as 
well as unkind. It was thought, however, sdme 
methods might be devised for ascertaining more 
fully the antecedents of ministers, especial! 
those coming in from other denominations an 
other countries. 

The second charge respected. the doctrinal 
looseness of Congregational ministers. Presi- 
dent Bartlett had claimed in his articles that 
Oongregational ministers were more and more 
disowning their allegiance to orthodox standard 
oftruth. To this it was replied that Congrega- 
tionalism was composed of the Lord's free 
people,” and that these [ree people were not to 
be kept in order by any bangman’s whip of con- 
ventional orthodoxy. They must expect and 
ought to have 2 — of views if they were to 
have a healthy development. But that their 
diversities of belief at the present 
time amounted to heresy was denied. On the 
contrary, it was affirmed that the great body of 
Congregational clergymen in this country were 
as loval to the faith as they ever were. If the 


denomination had less precipitate methods of 


dealing with disscuters from the standards, it 
was because the interest of orthodoxy itself re- 
quired such conservatism. 

‘The discussion was made particularly animated 
by the testimony of several who had served in 
other deuominations in former years. Upon 
the whole, it was thought that while they 
necded to take special precautions in looking 
after the character and orthodoxy of their 
representative men, yet there was special 
danger threatenivg us from the standlag of 
their ministers at the present time. 


PRESBYTERIANS, 

The Presbyterian ministers met yesterday at 
their rooms in McCormick Block at the usual 
hour. The meeting was opened with praver by 
the Rev. W. C. Young, who presided. The Rev. 
D. W. Poor, D. D., Secretary of the Presbyte- 
rian Board of Education, was introduced to the 


members for the purpose of making a statcment 
in regard to education. This was deferred to 
hear from the Rev. J. M. Worrall, who read a 
paper on the regular subject for the day, which 
was the amount of subscription to the “‘stand- 
ards that should be required from applicants 
for admission to the Church. The subject 
was continued until next week. Dr. Poor then 
made some remarks on the subdjcct of education. 
He called attention to the great need of more 
ministers and the necessity of fitting them 
properly for the work before them. He also 
commented on the management of the different 
seminaries, and brougbt up the question as to 
whether beneficiariés of the Board should be al- 
owed to receive aid in addition from the sem- 
inaries or other sources. 

The members were notified of the death of 
the wife of the Rev. E. N. Barrett, and several 
of the members expressed their sorrow and sym- 
pathy with the bereaved husband. The Secre- 
tary was instructed to write a letter of condol- 
ence to Mr. Barrett, in the name of the Associa- 
tion. It was then decided that during the coming 
meetings the subject of education for the ministry 
should be discussed in all its bearings. The 
pastor of the Tbiré Church brought up the 
question of marriage licenses, and stated that 
be had in several instances received a list of 


questions to be answered by the parties before’ 


marriage. He was of opinion that all this 
should be done in the County Clerk’s office,

MISCELLANEOUS, 

The members of the Oriental Institute held a 
semi-monthly meeting in the Sherman House 
club-room yesterday afternoon. The Rey. Dr. 

The object of the 
meeting was a discussion Of portions of the 
Old Testament teaching the immortality of the 
soul. The Seventy-third Psalm was taken up 


and debated at some length, at the conclusion 
of which the meeting adjourned for two weeks. 


The Methodist ministers assembled in regular 
weekly meeting in their rooms, No. 69 Wash- 
ington street, at 11 a. m. yesterday, Dr. Willing 
in the chair. Devotional exercises were led by 
the Rev. Mr. Crafts, of Trinity Church, after 
which the order of exercise’ was taken up. 
This consisted of a paper oa “The Cireum- 
stances and Methods Under which We Shouid 
Hold Protracted Meetings u Our Churches,” 
read by the Rev. Dr. John Williamson, wno was 
followed by Mr. Miller in a few remarks upon 
the subject of revival meetings. Both urged the 
importance of revivals and protracted meeti 
in the Methodist Churches, and spoke of the 
good that had been done by these methods of 
devotion in winning souls to Christ. The Busi- 
ness Committee reported as the order for next 
week, “Scriptural Fasting, and Its Bearing on 
Spiritual Character and Aggressive Work,” to 
be led by the Rev. T. F. Marsa. The report was

The Baptist clergy held their regular weekly 
meeting yesterday morning, the Rey. C. E. 
Hewett Moderator. The Rey. Samuel 
Baker, Jr., of the Wheaton Baptist 
Church, being called upon to outline his ser- 
mon of Sunday, answered that he had re- 
signed his pastorate and preached from the text 
“There was rejoicing in that city.“ This was 
received as a clerical joke, but the speaker, in 
the course of his remarks, stated that he 
should preach his farewell sermon next 
Sunday. Me was going to Austria.

Posscesion Is a Big Thing, Says Ryan—The 
Fidelity Creditors—Report of Judgments, 
New Suits, Criminal Business, Etc. 

A curious little piece of business on the parf 
of Ma:tin Ryan in connection with that huge 
fraud, the Protection Life-losurance Company, 
came to light yeeterday in a petition filed by the 
Receiver, E. D. Cook, in the bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings against the Company. He savs that 
io February, 1877, the Company, being the owner 
of a fine marble-front house on the east side of 
Ashland avenue, just south of Van Buren street, 
and the Jot on which it stood, pretended to sell 
it fop’$16,000 to Martin Ryan, its Secretary. 
He “executed back a mortgage for $8,000, and 
this mortgage was sent to Springfield to make 
up the $100,000 securities required by law to be 
deposited there by the Company. As a mater 
of fact, however, the property was not sold 
to Ryan at all, but was leased to him 


at $50 a month, and the mortgage was given 
merely to make a show of assets at Springfield. 
After the Company collapsed the Receiver call- 
ed on Ryan to reconvey jthe property, offering at 
the same time to surrender the note and mort- 
gaze. Ryan, however, refused unless the Re- 
ceiver would also relinquish all claims for back 
rent, and also give bim the free possession of 
the house until next May. It is alleged he 
has not the slightest claim to it nor to make 
such a demand, but it will cost a lawsuit or two 
to get possession of the property. Ryan is also 
alleged to be insolvent, and no execution would 
be availing. The Receiver therefore thought 
Ryan’s request should be complied with, as it 
would save money. Judge Blodgett therefore 
entered an order allowing the compromise to 
be made so that the Receiver can get full title to 


the house and lot again. 
THE FIDELITY. 


Judge Moore was engaged a while yesterday 
afternoon in hearing objections to the last re- 
port of Dr. Turpin, Receiver of the Fidelity 
Savings Bank. 

The chief objections were made by Felix J. 
Griffin, who claims to represent a number of 
creditors, and his complaint was that the report 
was not sufficiently explicit in its statements, 
and that vouchers should have been nied for the 
expenditures; also, that the item of attorneys’ 
fees was too large. 

Judge Moore said the report was not in the 
nature of an account, but more of a memorapn- 
dum for the information of the public. It would 
embarrass the Receiver materially in his settle- 
ment of the estate to compel him to make a 
showing now of every disbursement he had 
made, and might interfere greatly with his mak- 
ing advantageous settlements. He would: how- 
ever, be ready to give all information desired 
to any interested parties who chose to call on 
him. The Judge was in favor of closing the 
estate up soon, and selling the bank building, if 
it could be done withoutaloss. When the 
final settlement came the Receiver would have 
to make a full and particular account of all his 
doings, and file all vouchers of his disburse- 
ments. 

After some further discussion the further 
consideration of the objections was postponed, 
or probably, in fact, dropped, it being under- 
stood that the parties interested would call on 
the Receiver and get their doubts removed and 
any information given which they might want.

Wavuxkgean, III., Jan. 27.—Pnrsuant to call a 
meeting of the citizens of Waukegan and vicini- 
ty, in favor of memorialing Congress for an ap- 
propriation for building a harbor at Waukegan, 
and for the purpose of taking other necessary 
steps in that behalf, was held at Phenix Hall 
Saturday evening, Jan. 25. 

William B. Dodge, Chairman of a general 
committee, appointed at a previous meeting, re- 
ported the action they had taken to the present 
time, and recommended the appointment of 
committees in behalf of the objects of this meet- 
ing, as set forth in the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the Chairman appoint a commit- 
tee of three to interest the Boards of Trade of Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee in behalf of building a harbor 
of refuge at Waukegan. 

Resoived, Thatthe Chairman appoint a commit- 
tee of three to secure the co-operation -of the 
marine interests of Lake Michigan in behalf of 
building a harbor of refuge at .I 

Resolved, That a committe of five appointed 
by the Chairman to interest the lumber, iron, and 
manufacturing interests of Chicago and Milwaukee 
in behalf of building a harbor of refuge at Wauke- 
gan. 

The resolutions were adopted, and the Chair- 
man appointed the committees as follows: 

To canvass the Boards of Trade—A. J. Den- 
nison, William B. Doge, and George Kirk.

caring the necessary steps to be taken in relation 
thereto; and this meeting further expresses its 
opinion that no Representative can calculate upon 
the support of this coustitnency who shall neglect 
so evident and paramount a duty.

The Senate yesterday had an interesting 
debate on a Southern war-claim which has 
been rejected by the Court of Claims, the 
Supreme Court, and by Congress.

The chief feature of the discussion was the 
speech of Ben HL, who emphatically op- 
posed the whole business of Southern war- 
claima, whether of Rebels or Union men. He 
professes a strong desire to see removed for- 
ever the distinction between loyalty and dis- 
loyalty, and to hear no more about Confed- 
erates and Union men,—a hope which will 
never be realized so long as Congress is con- 
tinually called upon to pay some old and 
worn-out war-claim. 5 
By the action of the Senate yesterday in 
voting to remove the customary injunction 
of secresy regarding the papers connected 
with the New York Custom-House that con- 
test is now made public, and it 
will be the fault of Secretary Suen- 
“mum if de does not conduct his 
end of it with the vigor and

bitterness shown by Mr. Conxiina and his 
anti-Administration friends. Senator Tnun- 
man touched upon what should be considered 
& very essential point in the controversy 
when he declared that the Committee on 
Commerce had not made the investigation 
called for in Secretary SHerman’s letter em- 
bodying the charges against Gen. ARTHUR, 
and that the Senate had the right to insist 
that such an investigation be made before 
voting upon the nominations. The fight, is 
now an open one, Senatorial precedent hav- 
ing been set aside by removing the bar to 
publicity, and the people will judge of the 
merits of the case. 

Ex-Secretary Hamruron Fisn, in the in- 
teresting interview with a New York 7ridune 
reporter printed elsewhere, explains how 
Gen. Grant found the funds to take a 
European trip. About the time he left 
office he speculated in California mining 
stocks, and cleared $25,000 in gold by the 
operation. This $25,000 he at once set 
apart to defray his traveling expenses, and 
he will come back when it is spent. He has 
been so generously treated since he went 
abroad that in all probability a large part of 
his original fund is still unspent. He may 
have to stay abroad a long time to get rid of 
it; However, we fancy it will be gone, and 
he will be back in the country by 1880.

The fact that the Pension-Arrears bill has be- 
come a law by the signature of the President, 
and the immediate demand that will be made 
upon Congress for immense appropriations 
to meet the requirements of this new law, 
will considerably impair the prospects for 
carrying through the Southern subsidy 
schemes, and especially the pet projects of 
the Texas Pacific.Rai and the Missis- 
sippi mud-bank improvement. While there 
is a prospect that the ‘* pension-arrears ” 
will exhaust $150,000,000 of the public 
moneys, far in excess of the current surplus 
revenues, and requiring a material increase 
in the national debt, no Congressman who 
has the smallest regard for the Government 
credit or hopes to maintain a specie basis 
will lend his assistance to any further 
depletion of the Treasury or pledge of the 
Government’s liability. The Pension-Bonus 
law will be a stumbling-block in the way of 
all subsidies, and in this capacity it will be 
welcomed even by those who were opposed 
to its passage on its own merits. Conserva- 
tive men, not influenced by the interests of 
the demagogues or the appeals of the claim- 
agents, have opposed this gratuity measure 
as a reckless and unjustifiable assault on the 
taxpayers, but nearly all such persons will 
unite in giving preference to a division of 
this amount of money among the men who 
sacrificed their health, and the heirs of those 
who laid down their lives, in helping to save 
the Union, over every scheme for subjecting 
the public revenues to the plunder of con- 
struction rings. 


THE INDIAN PROBLEM. 

The report of the four members of the 
Joint Committee of the two Houses of Con- 
gress, favoring the transfer of the manage- 
ment of the Indians from the Interior to the 
War Depariment, sets forth some very strong 
arguments bearing upon the solution of the 
Indian problem. It assumes, what very few 
will care to deny, that the management of 
the Indians trom the very outset has been 
characterized by frauds, peculations, and 
general confusion, and that even prior to 
1849, when it was in charge of the War De- 
partment, it was little better off, because 
neither the Secretary of War nor any officer 
in the War Department had the appointment 
of. Agents, nor was the War-Office charged 
with the duty of supervising or con- 
trolling them up to 1834. After that date, 
and until the formal transfer to the Interior 
Department in 1849, the system was not 
much better, because the President was only 
permitted, not compelled, to select military 
men. The result was a pressure which led 
to the appointment in the majority of cases 
of civilians who were thus rewarded for their 
partisan services. From that time to this, 
the effort to civilize and restrain the 
Indians has been marked by failure, and 
frauds and irregularities of every description 
have crept into the system, until at last a 
Ring has been formed with the deliberate 
purpose of swindling both the Indians and 
the Government, which they are enabled to 
do with impunity because the system itself 
is so weak and confused that they cannot be 
circumvented. The minority of the Com- 
mittee, therefore, are of opinion that the 
evils complained of under this system will 
continue until the care of the Indians is 
given to the War Department, becanse there 
are fewer abuses in this Department than in 
any other branch of the service. It believes 
that officers of the army can perform the 
duties pertaining to Indian management 
more honestly and efficiently than civil 
agents; that they can purchase as cheaply; 
that their means of transportation are supe- 
rior; that the systems of inspection are 
equal; and that army officers, not being par- 
tisans, and holding office for life, have not 
the same motives or temptations for dishon- 
esty that surround the civilians. Hence the 
conclusion that not only will justice be se- 
cured for the Indian, but, that the present 
expense will be greatly reduced. 

The four members of the Committee who 
want the transfer make a strong showing in 
its favor, and it may be added that the oppo- 
nents of the transfer also make a strong show- 
ing, and that Secretary Scnunz in his famous 
controvery with Gen. SHermayn made a very 
vigorous defense of the management by his 
Department, and a very sharp criticism of 
the ability of the War Department to per- 
form the duties with any more efficiency or 
honesty than the civilians. While, however, 
arguments are being piled up and controver- 
sies are raging, the confusion will continue, 
and the outlook is not promising. Secretary 
Sonunz undoubtedly is doing his best for 
honest management, has detected some of 
the scoundrels‘ and guillotined them, and 
accomplished some reforms; but Indian 
Rings outlive Cabinet officers. Secretary 
Scnvrnz has but two years of off. 
cial life in .the Cabinet left, and 
must then make room for his suc- 
cessor. If he should be a Republic. 
au, there is no certainty that he will have 
the capacity or the eourage to continue the 
reform business, which is at best spasmodic 
in character, no matter where it is attempt- 
ed; and if he should be a Democrat a swarm 
of hungry and rapacious cormorants would 
be let loose upon the Indians who would not 
only steal all they have, but rob the Govern- 
ment blind. Hence the same miserable and 
infamous frauds and scoundrelism confront 
the country in the future that it has had to 
endure in the past, unless some way out of 
it can be found. 

It is a defect in all the suggestions and 
reports thus far officially made that they do 
not sufficiently recognize the fact that it 
takes two departments to manage the In- 
dians. ‘The civilian work is done by the In- 


terior Department and the police work by 


the army, and the civilian work is done un- | 
der so loose a system that the demand for 
police work is al nost constant. As the ci- 
vilians cannot do the police work, and will 
not do their own work as they should, it fol- 
lows as a matter of course that 
the Indians cannot be managed without 
the services of the War Department, hence 
the army is constantly called upon to correct 
the grievances occasioned by the mismanage- 
ment of the civ.lians. If some system can 
be inaugurated which will obviate the neces- 
sity of employing either Department at all, 
we may then hope for a simplification and 
responsibility in management which will lead 
to good results. We believe such a system 
can be put in operation by treating the Iu- 
dians as citizens, not as foreign nations. The 
whole tribal system should be broken up. 
They should be collected and placed on 
reservations and made to adopt civilized 
habits in dressing, education, and labor. 
They do not need naturalizing. They were 
citizens here before we were, but they do 
need to be dismounted, disarmed, and set to 
work, and made to go to school, and obey 
the laws. like white citizens. They should 
no longer be considered as wards of the Gov- 
ernment, with the privileges of annuities, and 
supplies, and treaty stipulations to fall back 
upon, They should be dealt with as En- 
gland deals with her African colonists, who 
are every way as fierce and much 
more ignorant than our Indians. En- 
gland makes of them Crown subjects, 
and gradually assimilates them to her civili- 
zation. We have no difficulty with our In- 
dians in the territory set apart for them. 
They have rapidly and cheerfully adopted 
the forms of our citizenship, and, while ac- 
cepting its privileges, have not complained of 
its penalties. The army 1s not needed there, 
and in the way of self-government they dre 
already farther advanced than some of their 
white brethren in the Southern States. 
When once brought under the law and made 
to feel that they will be punished for its vio- 
lation as white citizens are, and that they 
will have to labor and earn their living like 
white citizens, there will be no opportunity 
for the scoundrels of the Indian Ring to 
steal, and no need of the army to act as a 
police force.

THE TWO PLANS AGAINST OVERFLOWS 
OF THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER. 

Mr. ELLIs, of Louisiana, recently address- 

ed Congress in favor of the Mississippi Levee 


bill, which starts with a demand for an ap- 


propriation of about $4,500,000 on an em- 
bankment scheme, the ultimate cost of which 
is beyond all estimate. The Louisville 
Courier-Journal, in favor of this as well as 
all other schemes for the squandering of 
Government moneys for sectional advantage 
of ghe South, selects a passage from Mr. 
Epis’ speech which, as it evidently believes, 
presents the strongest argument in behalf of 
the embankment system. We subjoin this 
extract, thertfore, as a fair basis for examin- 
ing the relative merits of the ‘‘ embank- 
ment” and the outlet systems: 

I desire to appeal to the experience of every 
man who has traveled up and down the Mississippi 
River; I desire to appeal to the late reports of 
soundings by distinguished engineers, to show 
conclnsively that wherever an outlet occurs, wher- 
ever a crevasse occurs and the water is diverted 
from its channel, below that crevasse the river in- 
variably fils up and bars are formed. Nature is 
always conservative in her action; she does not use 
more room than she requires; and it stands to rea- 
son that in sedimentary streams, where the dense 
sediment is suspended and carried along by the 
current, 80 soon as you check that current or de- 
crease the volume and powerof the flow which sus- 
pends and carries the sediment, a deposit will oc- 
cur in exact proportion with the check and decrease 
of power. Divert one-sixth of the’ water at any 
given point, and it stands fo reason that one- 
sixth less room is required below that point, 
and therefore conservative Nature fillsit up. In 
support of this theory I cite the remarkable case of 
the Tone's Bayou, a little outlet, which occurred in 
the Red River some twenty or twenty-five yea rs 
ago. which in the beginning was oniy twenty or twen- 
ty-five feet wide, but which deepened and strength- 
ened until it absolutely threatened to close up the 
navigation of Red River below, so that Congress 
was obliged to appropriate money to close the 
bayou. You gentlemen who vBted for the last 
River and Harbor bill appropriated $25,000 for 
that purpose, and $25,000 had been appropriated 
before, making in all $50,000 appropriated for the 
purpose of saving the navigation of Red River by 
closing Tone's Bayou. Since it has been closed by 
a dam and the whole power of the river currents is 
confined to the channel, the water has washed out 
the bars below and navigation is restored as com- 
pletely as before.” 

As Mr. ELLAs appeals to the experience of 
every man who bas traveled up and down 
the Mississippi River, it is proper to cite 
that of Capt. Jonx Cowpzn, of Memphis, 
who, as boy and man, has spent forty years 
of his life in traveling up and down that 
river and its branches, and who may be said to 
be as familiar with it as any other man living. 
In a memorial presented by Capt. CowpEzn 
to the House Committee of Commerce, a few 
days ago, may be found a complete, scientific, 
and satisfactory answer to the point made 
by Mr. ELLIs on facts dawn mainly from the 
very report of the Army Eugineers, Hun- 
PHREYsS and ABBOTT, upon which the advo- 
cates of the embankment scheme are accus- 
tomed to rely. 

Mr. ELLAs asserts that a diversion of the 
waters throngh crevasses or outlets results 
in the formation of bars which impede navi- 
gation. The fact is proved to be the con- 
trary by the actual operation of the Bonnet 
Carre outlet, a short distance above New 
Orleans, which the rush of waters forced in 
spite of the embankment some five or six 
years ago. ‘This outlet into Lake Pontchar- 
train has reduced the water-mark four to 
five feet at New Orleans, where the rjse and 
fall was seventeen feet, and eight or nine 
feet as high up as Vicksburg, where the rise 
and fall was fifty feet. Iu spite of this re- 
duction, which Mr. Exi1s regards as threat- 
ening to fill up the river with bars, the Chief 
of Engineers found, upon examination, that 
„the velocity of the current below the 
Bonnet Carre break [outlet] is more than one 
Soot per second greater than above, and there 
is actually au increased velocity of 6 per cent 
in the river.” This fuct scarcely bears out 
the theory suggested by Mr. ELIIs. On the 
contrary, it demolishes it. 

Capt. CowpEN estimates on the basis of 
the actual operation of the Bonnet Carre 
outlet that a similar outlet below New Or- 
leans into Borgne Bay will increase the 
current of the river fully one-fourth while 
still further lowering the water-mark, and 
thus operate to prevent the formation of 
bars instead of assisting such formation ; 
for if a reduction of five feet from the high- 
water mark gives an increased velocity of 6 
per cent, then a reduction of six feet (the 
estimated reduction that will follow the 
opening of the Lake Borgne outlet) will give 
an increased velocity of 8 to 10 per cent, or 
one-tenth more than before. 

The theory of this coincident reduction of 


high-water mark and increase in the velocity 


of the current is thoroughly scientific, and 
yet so simple that every one can understand 
it upon a mere statement of the case. The 
increased velocity is the natural result of an 
increase in the angle of fall. Thus the fall 
through an outlet into Lake Borgne (which 
is really a part of the ocean) will be as large 


through a distance of five or six miles 


es the fall from New Orleans to the 
mouth of the river, which is a distance of 
120 miles. This steep fall will lower the 
flood- angle and necessarily produce a greater 
velocity of current, which operates at one 
and the same time to keep down the high- 
water mark and keep the channel clear of 
bars. In proof of this, Capt. CowDEN cites 
not only the Bonnet Carre outlet, but various 
facts from the Army Engineers’ report touch- 
ing the floods of different years that tend to 
corroborate this view of the case, which, for 
the rest, is the most natural and obvious. 
‘The case cited by Mr. ELLIs in regard to the 
Red River is not in point, even if correctly 
stated, because the two rivers are not at all 
comparable as to body of water or force of 
current. 

We have been accustomed to oppose the 
mud-embankment scheme on the ground 
that it involves an outlay of 50 to 100 mill- 
ions of dollars for an experiment not war- 
ranted by scientific deduction. As a matter 
of fact, however, there is more reason to 
treat the levee system as a demonstrated 
failure than as an experiment, and 
this renders the proposed expenditure 
still more outrageous. The history of the 
levee system dates back as far as 1818, when 
the first levee was constructed. The system 
was extended, first at the cost of planters, 
then under compulsion, then by a combina- 
tion of States, and finally under a Govern- 
ment subsidy of 26,772,379 acres of land 
(granted in 1850), until in 1858 the Chief 
Engineer of the Army reported. The river 
was lavied, with few exceptions, on both 
sides, averaging four feet in hight, from 
Cape Girardeau to New Orleans.” These 
„mud walls,” as Capt. CowpEn calls them, 
cost hundreds of millions of dollars, first and 
last. ‘Their operation, as long as they served 
any purpose, was not merely to raise the 
water but to lengthen the duration of the 
flood. High water lasted 199 days at New 
Orleans m 1858, and only 172 days in 1850, 
though the levee system was much more 
elaborate in the latter than in the former 
year. In spite of the vast expenditures 
made in the past, which bave failed to give 
the desired relief from the floods, but have 
given way to them generally, the United 
States Government is now asked to invest at 
least 50 to 100 millions, and probably much 
more, in order to repeat the error. 

If the outlet scheme be regarded simply as 
an experiment, then it is one which will 
cost only $250,000, for that sum alone is de- 
manded as a requisite for the opening of a 
channel ‘into Lake Borgne (or Mississippi 
Sound), which will serve to test the outlet 
system. But it must be admitted that, in 
the light of experience, the outlet system has 
more to commend it than the levee system, 
if either be regarded as experimental. The 
experience is that levees raise the water, 
overflow the country, and retard the current, 
while outlets lower the water, increase the 
velocity of the current by steeper falls and 
greater dynamic force, and thus avert the 
overflow. With this experience, it is ob- 
viously wiser for the Government to mek 

250,000 for thoroughly testing the outlet 
system than to risk 6100, 000.000 to test the 
levee system, which bas been found wanting 
in so far as it has been tried in the past. It is 
only those who want millions of public 
money scattered through the South to 
stimulate sectional prosperity who can seri- 
ously advocate the contrary. 


SECRETARY SHERMAN AND THE FABLE. 

The fable of the farmer who tried to dis- 
lodge the boy from his apple-tree (1) by en- 
treaties, (2) throwing tufts of grass, and 
(3) pelting him with stones, is applicable to 
the case of Secretary SuHenman against the 
New York Custom-House officials. Mr. 
SHERMAN, it is reported, now sees the futility 
of a warfare of words and tufts of grass, 
and proposes, at last, to try the virtue of 
stones. We hope it is not too late. Cover- 
ing up a crime and trifling with the perpe- 
trators of it is not only a political blunder in 
any Administration, but a grave offense 
against public decency. When Secretary 
SSERMAN discovered, through the Binenam 
and HIx DS Commission, that Collector An- 
rHun's chief deputy, Jonx R. Lrprczrn, had 
been found guilty of a heinous offense 
against the laws of which he was the sworn 
executor, it was his first duty to take 
the public into his confidence by pub. 
lishing the fact to the world. Con- 
cealing the results of investigation 
and playing detective about the people's 
business is no part of the duty of the Execu- 
tive branch of the Government. The peo- 
ple want to know, and they have a right to 
know, what their servants are doing. And 
if one servant finds out the crime of another 
it is his imperative duty not only to remove 
the guilty man if he bas the power, but to 


‘tell the country frankly the reasons for his 


summary action. Otherwise the public may 
conclude that no sufficient cause existed, and 
hence that the act of removal was arbitrary 
and unjust. In the case under considera- 


| tion there was the strongest possible ground 


for frankness, since Mr. SHzernman’s power of 
removal was not absolute. To purge the serv- 
ice of inefficient and corrupt servants, it 
was necessary that Mr. Suknuax should 
have the co-operation of the Senate. Had 
all the grounds of the suspension of 
Gen. Anrnun been published, the Senate 
would have been placed in possession of 
them without the formality of a special as- 
sigument of causes. Instead of pursuing 
this open course both with the Senate and 
the country, the reports of the Binenam and 
Hinps Commission were locked up im the 
pigeon-holes of the Treasury Department 
and securely guarded as State secrets. And 
when an enterprising newspaper correspond- 
ent unearthed and published them, a great 
outcry was made and an investigation insti- 
tuted to discover what particular Govern- 
ment official had “leaked.” It is now inti- 
mated that, through the secretiveness of the 
Treasury Department and the consequent 
ignorance of the Senate Commerce Commit- 
tee as to the grounds of the suspension of 
Gen. Anrnon, Senator Conxuine has been 
able to hoodwink his brother members and 
sO procure an adverse vote on the confirma- 
tion of Gen. Mennrrr and Maj. Burr. 

So much for the soft words ahd tufts of 
grass policy. Secretary Sunna has re- 
solved to try the virtue of stones none too 
soon. In a government of the peopie, by 
the people, for the people, there should be 
no such thing as a State secret. Mr. Joun 
R. Lypecker was dealt with too tenderly. 
He was permitted to retire as if of his own 
motion, when he ought to have been rndely 
kicked out and prosecuted after he was out. 
Such an act of justice would have shown to 
the country that the Administration can 
feel disgust at crimes and indigna- 
tion against criminals. But it is not 
too late. If Secretary Smenmwan has 
gall, he may compel Senator Coyxiixe 
to show his hand. And if we donot estimate 
Mr. Conxiixe too highly, he will hesitate 
before announcing himself to the country as 
the champion of gross inefficiency and gross 
corruption as illustrated, respectively, in the

Chief-Deputy Lrpzcxes. We assume now

THE FOUR PER CENTS A KIND OF CUR- 
RENCY 


The wonderful sale of the Government 4 
per cent bonds marks a revolution in Ameri- 
can finance and credit. The negotiation of 
this loan is unprecedented in the bistory of 
this country. Those who remember when 6 
per cent bonds—interest and principal paya- 
ble in gold—sold at less than par in depre- 
ciated paper will understand the wonderful 
change that has teken place in the national 
credit. On the ist of January specie-pay- 
ments were legally resumed. From the Ist 
to the 25th of January, both inclusive, the 
subscriptions to the 4 per cent loan amount- 
ed to #132,000,000. In the same time the 
Treasury had called in $130,000,000 of 6 per 
cent bonds. The demand for the new bonds 
continues undiminished (yesterday the sales 
exceeded $5,000,000), and will not probably 
decline so long as there are any such bonds 
to be issued. A year ago, on the Ist of Jan- 
uary, the outstanding bonds embraced : 


5 per cents 
4½ POF cents... 

There are now 8337, 000, 000 of 4 per cent 
bonds issued in exchange for an equal num- 
ber of 6 per cent bonds. There are still out- 
stauding and uncalled 6 percent twenty-year 
bonds to the sum of $282,736,350. These 
bonds are not subject to call, but fall due in 
1881. They may be purchased with the pro- 
ceeds of 4 per cent bonds, Of the 5-20 
bonds, $218,000,000 are yet uncalled. These 
comprise all the 6 per cent bonds of the 
Government, and amount to $500,000,000, 
bearing 830,000, 000 of interest. At the 
present rate of demand, or anything like it, 
for 4 per cent bonds, all of them subject to 
call will be converted before the expiration 
of the present year. After these have been 
disposed of, then the whole issue of old_5 
per cents may be converted into 4 per cents. 
This will leave the sixes of 1881 and the fives 
of 1881 to be changed into 4 percents. So 
that 218 millions of 5-20 and 194 millions of 
10-40 are all the bonds that can be called 
or fall due for two years and upwards. 
There is little doubt that they will all be 
called in long before that time. 

The issue of 4 per cent bonds, and their 


absorption by our own people, do not 


seem to have produced any contraction of 
the currency, nor any reduction of the 
money available for business. The 6 per 
cents have been sent back to this country in 
payment for American farm products, and 
the sale of the 4 per cent bonds has called 
out the millions of money hitherto hoarded 
and kept out of sight, and which has gone 
into general circulation again. Instead of 
the large investments in 4 per cents produc- 
ing any scarcity of money, they have in some 
measure produced an inflation. To the ex- 
tent that the indebtedness of the Govern- 
ment has been transferred from European to 
American hands, and this indebtedness has 
been put into 4 percent bonds, there has 
been that addition to our available active 

capital. These bonds have practically be- 

come an addition to our currency 
in making payments in large transactions. 

These bonds are at par, and likely to remain 

so, and, though not a legal-tender, they are 

taken as readily as bank notes in payment of 

any considerable sum. They are more con- 

venient than coin, and better even than the 

ordinary paper money. Any person intend- 
ing to hold his money for a time will prefer 
the 4 per cent bonds, and, as they are readily 

convertible, they answer all the purposes of 

currency. They are convenient also because 

they are all sufficient security. for loans, and 

the bondholder may thus, upon depositing 

the bond, employ an equal amount of cur- 

rency in business. Practically, then, the sale 

of the 4 per cents has added 337 millions 

to the available money means of the country 

to be used in transactions as may be needed 

in business. 


EFFECT OF THE FOUR PER CENTS ON 
INTEREST. 

The issue of the 4 per cent bonds has 
had the effect of reducing the current rate of 
interest in the country. Goveraoment bonds, 
because not subject to tax and for other 
reasons, will command par, though they 
bear a lower rate of interest than other bonds, 
When Government bonds cannot be sold at 
par for less than 6 per cent interest, money 
will command in other forms of investment 
from 8 to 10 per cent. The reduction of in- 
terest on Government bonds to 4 per cent 
reduces the value of money in other good 
bonds to 6 or7 per cent, according to the 
credit of the company issuing them. The 
withdrawal of all Government 6 per cent 
bonds renders it possible for State, munici- 
pal, and all other corporations that have main- 
tained their credit to refund all their 
indebtedness at a much lower rate of inter- 
est than they have been paying. Towns and 
counties all over the country which have 
been mercilessly punished by the exaction 
of 10, or 9, or 8 per cent interest, can now 
go upon the market when the Government 
is only paying 4 per cont, and find willing 
purchasers, even among their own people, 
for bonds at 5, 6, or 7 percent. The policy 
of issuing these local bonds in small denom- 
inations, rendering it possible for small de- 
positors to invest in them, is a most desira- 
ble one. That community which can dis- 
pose of its own bonds among its own mem- 
bers is most fortunate, and this can be ac- 
complished best by putting the new bonds 
within the reach of every householder who 
has #25 to $50 spare cash. The indebted 
municipslities who have suffered so long un- 
der the extortion of high rates of interest 
may find in the reduction of interest on the 
public debt to 4 per cent a favorable time to 
fund their present debts at 6 or 7 per cent, 
instead of the- 9 and 10 per cent they now 
pay. 

The burden of a debt is the amount of an- 
nual interest to be paid thereon. It has not 
been so long but it can readily be remem- 
bered when the annual interest on the na- 
tional debt was $146,000,000. Each reduc- 
tion of interest reduces the burden of annual 
taxation. Municipal debts, oontracted dur- 
ing the last fifteen years, have generally 
borne a high rate of interest. There are 
millions of these local bonds of Western 
counties and towns which call for 10 per 
cent interest. Under this enormous, confis- 
cating exaction it has been impossible for 
many municipalities and for thousands of 
persons to maintain their credit, and conse- 
quently they have been forced to protest, 
seeming repudiation, and loss by foreclos-

ure. The general reduction of the rate of 
interest consequent upon the with- 
drawal of all Government 6 per 
cents, and the successful negotiation 
of 4 percents, will be of even greater re- 
lief to the mass of the people in their per- 
sonal, corporate, and municipal debts. The 
average reduction of interest on the private 
and public debt of the country, even if the 
reduction be of only 2 per cent, would be a 
relief of great aggregate amount. It would 
be equal to nearly $200,000,000 a year. It 
would be leaving the products of labor to 
that amount in the hands of the producers. 
It would be equivalent to that much ad- 
ditional substance retained by the industrial 
labor of the land. The issue of 4 per cents 
has begun this work of the general reduction 
of the rates of interest; and as the work 
progresses, and the whole bonded debt shall 
be converted into 4 per cents or even bonds 
of leas interest, then the interest value of 
money will of necessity so decline that the 
whole personal, and municipal, and corpora- 
tion debt of the country will find ready in- 
vestment at 5, 6, or 7 per cent. No greater 
financial relief could be devised or accom- 
plished than this. 

In vulgar phrase, Senator Laman, of 
Mississippi, has taken the rag off the 
bush,” having given notice that at an early 
day he will introduce a bill providing that 
Senators shall be furnished at the public 
expense each with a private secretary. The 
gentleman from Mississippi is evidently 
ngthing if not high-toned and sumptuous, 
and is determined to add still more style 
and importance to his office. Having a pri- 
vate secretary, it will be necessary of course 
to have an office and a janitor for him. 
Then, to preserve the unities and not appear 
mean, the secretary should have a clerk, and 
the clerk should have an assistant, and there 
should be a messenger to do do the running. 
Thus each Senator would have a little court 
about him of which he would be the head, 
and would live in style and state like the old 
Knights with their squires and retainers. It 
does not seem to have occurred to Senator 
Lamar, however, that there are 300 gentle- 
men in the other House who already 
look upon the Senators as too airy and 
important; that these 300 gentlemen of 
the lower crust will have the voting of the 
appropriation for the gentlemen of the up- 
per crust; and that these 300 will see the 
seventy-six aristocratic gentlemen a good ways 
farther before they will vote them a penny 
for any such nonsense, unless they can have 
the same privilege. As they have sense 
enough to know that such a raid upon the 
Treasury would bring down a popular hurri- 
cane upon their heads, there need be no fear 
that they will ever vote a cent out of the 
Treasury for the payment of Mr. Laman’s 
retinue of scribblers. The only way for Mr. 
Lau to get his private secretary is to pay 
him out of his own pocket a small stipend, 
which we believe even then the hireling 
would find difficulty in earning. Mr. Laman, 
apart from his personal notions of the dig- 
nity of the office, evidently proceeds upon 
the basis that resumption has made money a 
drug, and that the Government cannot find 
ways of getting rid of it,+a fallacy which is 
not shared by the people who have to pay 


The recent increase in the bullion value of 
silver is pretty well maintained in the Lon- 
don market, in spite of the fact that Ameri- 
can mintage does not consume even the cur- 
rent American production. The quotation 
yesterday was 51 pence per ounce. Germany 
evinces no disposition to sell any more of its 
disused silver at present bullion rates; in 
fact, the Germans may conclude that, as 
silver thalers still discharge the function of 
legal-tender money, it will be wiser not to 
buy up and exclude any more of them from 
current monetary use. If the United States 
were now coining, or if Co shall 
without too much delay order coinage of, 
standard silver dollars freely, so that not 
merely the product of the American mines 
may find a market at home, but that there 
may be a demand on the European stock on 
hand, there will be a rapid approach to the 
former relations between gold and silver. 
In fact, if Secretary Saerman can be per- 
suaded to coin the full amount of silver 
dollars authorized by the present law 
($4,000,000 a month), there will be a steady 
increase in bullion value. Relatively, of 
course, the American silver coins contain 3 
per cent more bullion than the silver which 
circulates as legal-tender in Europe. 


During the past winter Mrs. Mack. at Janes 
ville, Wis., and Mrs. Coss, at Norwich, Conn., 
have been convicted of the murder of their hus- 
bands by the evidence of their guilty paramours. 
In both cases the women swore point blank that 
the men were liars, thus adding the sin of per- 
jury to the crime of murder, on the supposition 
that they were guilty as charged in the indict- 
ment and found bythe jury. But the trials 
seemed to show that women can keep a secret 
better than men, and that they are more con- 
stant than men in times of trouble. The two 
unfortunate women seemed to elicit considera- 
ble sympatby also because of the sneaking and 
cowardly conduct of their male associates who 
turned State's evidence, and upon whose testi- 
mony the two women were convicted. But here 
comes @ case where the man was faithful to the 
woman, and probably committed perjury to 
screen her. THomMas Dowp was bung 
in St. Andrews, N. B., last week 
the murder of Mr. Warp. Down 
and Mrs. Warp killed him (Wap), but Dowp 
maintained to the last that he alone was guilty. 
Although few believed his story, the Court gave 
ber the benefit of the doubt and her death 
sentence was commuted to imprisonment for 
life.

We are nothing if not royal. We step from 
Her Majesty’s Opera to the deck of Her Majes- 
ty’s Ship Pinafore, the occasion being the first 
performance of Sullivan’s sprightly little two- 
act operetta ‘‘ H. M. S. Pinafore,” at Hooley’s 
Theatre last eveving. The music is by Arthur 
Sullivan, one of the most promising and prolific 
of the English composers, and the libretto by 
W. 8. Gilbert, widely known as one of the best 
of the English dramatic writers. The plot of 
the opera has already been printed in Taz Tris- 
UNE, with extracts giving its most salient 
points. It is mainly of a bumorons character, 
and keenly satirical, the butt of its satire being 
the Euglish navy in the person of the igt 
Honorable Sir Joseph Porter, X. C. B.. 
who graduated from the position 
of a lawyer’s clerk to be ruler of “ the English 
vavee,“ with his long retinue of cousins and 
aunts, who forma very humorous element in 
the progression of the work. Tbough the story 
is local in its bearings, its fun and satire are ap- 
parent to Americans, and cannot fail to raise a 
hearty laugh. The chorus plays a very impor- 
tant part in it, and in the most ludicrous man- 
ner repeats the assertions of the principals in 
the third person. Whenever Capt. Corcoran, 
the commander of the Pinafore, or- Sir Joseph, 
the First Lord of the Admiralty, or D ck Dead- 
che, who is the aversion of the whole crew, 
make any assertion, the chorus calls the atten- 
tion of the audience to the fact in a manner 
that is irresistible. Though the situations 
are generally humorous, there are senti- 
mental songs scattered through the work that 
are beautifully written, especially the number, 
Sorry her lot who loves too well.” It is one 
of the principai charms of the story that it is en- 
tirely free from the coarse and vulgar element that 
usually characterizes works of this class. Its 
humor is always refined, though its satire is 
cutting; and it will be most heartily enjoved by 
people of culture, who will be the quickest to 
perceive the delicacy of its wit andthe keen 
shafts of its satire. As might be expected of 
such a composer as Sullivan, the music is admir- 
ably adapted to the story. wWords and music 
rarely go so well together as in this work. The 
sentimental songs are in his best style, and the 
humorous music is so brignt, fresh, sparkling, 
and taking, that it will be the rage of the day. 
Before the week is out, the song of Sir Joseph, 
Jam the Monarch of the Sea,” and its excru- 
ciating choral refrain, And so are his sisters 
and his cousins, and nis aunts, his sisters and 
his cousins, whom he reckons by ‘the dozens,”’ 
will be all over the city. 

So far as the cast is concerned, there is very 
little tosay. With one or two exceptions the 
singing of the soloists is very bad, but the cho- 
rus, though small, is prompt and spirited. Mr. 
Bell sings and acts the part of Sir /oseph admir- 
ably. His bumor is very quiet and quaint, his 
enunciation delightfully clear, and his singing 
very true and in consonance with the spirit of 
his music. Mr. Benitz also gives a very gro- 
tesque piece of character-acting in his persona- 
tion of Dick Deadeye, but beyond these two 
there is little to praise and a great deal to con- 
demn. Fortunately, however, the operetta is 
strong enough to carry itself, and lovers of 
humor will find the entertainment a very enjoy- 
able one, apart from the m@its of the perform- 
ers. It is well mounted, and the -sprightliness 
of the chorus and the rollicking humor of the 
piece will make amends for ali the shortcom- 
ings in the performance. One of the most seri- 
ous drawvacks is the want of librettos, as by 
the indistinctness of the general enunciation 
the bearér loses many of the best points in the 
humor of the story.

A large audience assembled last eveting to 
witness the first production of Mrs. Abby Sage 
Richardson’s new drama, “Two Women,“

„Within an Inch of His Life.“ The performance 
was watched with lively interest, and its best 
points were cheerfully recognized with frequent 
demonstrations of approval. The fair authoress 
occupied ove of the private boxes, and appeared 
to enjoy in a philosophic way the evident pleas- 
ure which her first dramatic production afforded. 

The present work is ove of three dramas 
founded upon Gaboriau’s story. Mr. McVicker, 
who had seen the version of it produced in 
New York, gave the preference to Mrs. Richard- 
son’s, regarding it as more concise and simple 
in its structure, and more telling in some of its 
situations. Strictly speaking, this is not a 
dramatization of the novel. Tbe main incidents

Especially is this 
apparent in the prison scene where Victor 
explains his secret to Alphonse, his coun- 
selor and friend. The triend interrupts 
bim ever and anon with useless remonstrance, 
and reminders that his actions have not been 
according to the strict code of honor, and the 
audienve naturally grows tired of the friend. 
Something of the same fault is percvived in all 
the acts, but in spite of the drawbacks in this 
respect the story is well told, and keeps the at- 
tention of the audience from first to last. The 
absence of a comedy element in the play is to be 
regretted, the only thing approaching to this 
being the acting of Roland Reed as Lr. Duver- 
nay, Who was accepted as the only substitute, 
and whose acting created an occasional! mile. 
The performance went quite smoothly for a 
first night of a new play, but we shall not at- 
tempt to pass a judgment upon the actors until 
they become alittle more familiar with their 
characters.

THE INDIANAPOLIS MAN-KILLERS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 27.—Gov. Williams re- 
turned from his farm in Knox County to-night. 
To-morrow the petitions in Achey’s case will be 
presented for his consideration. Semi-official au- 
thority is to the effect that Williams will decline to 
interfcre. He had has enough of adverse criticism 
for his course in the case of Greenley. Merrick’s 
attorney did not make any argument, but sub- 
mitted his cause on the record. ‘The decision of 
the Court will be made knowh to-morrow. The 
action of the Court in Guetig’s case has multi- 
plied sympathizers with Achey, and his petition 
has been pumerously signed this afternoon. 

The Supreme Court this evening reversed the 
decision in the case of Louis Guetig, under sen- 
tence of death for the murder of Mary McGlew, 
the Spencer House waitress, last September. 
The reversal is based upon the instruction by 
the Court that, where the evidence of insanity 
is interposed in a prosecution for murder, it 
must be cautiously viewed by the jury. If 
there is evidence that the defendant was subject 
to epileptic seizures, and there is expert testi- 
mony that such seizures tended to produce in- 
sanity, that would not be sufficient evidence to 
raise a doubt of the defendant’s sanity at the 
time of the commission of the alleged homicide. 
The Court held the charge to be too indefinite 
as to the time of the fits with respect to the 
time of the commission of the crime, and also 
that it is erroneous, in attempting to pass upon 
the weight of evidence after it bad gone to the 
jury, which province is exclusively with the 
jury. Ihe case is remanded for anew trial.

TENNESSEE BONDS. 


Bondholders Trying to Make a Rallroad 
Pay Some of the Bankrupt Common- 
wealth’s Indebtedness. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 27.—Louisville parties 

interested in the great suit pow in progress at 
Nashville against railroad property in Tennes- 
see by the bondholders give the following 
facts in relation to the suit. On the 
lith of February, 1852, an act 
was passed by the Tennessee Legis- 
lature providing for the loan of 
State bonds to tbe various railroads of the 
State. The payment of the value of these 
bonds was to be secured to the State by the 
railroad companies with liens on their respective 
roads. The debt of so much money and the 
bonds were only the means used by the State for 
raising the amount borrowed. ‘The bonds were 
taken by the railroads and sold, being thrown 
upon the market as avy ordinary State bonds 
would be. Being State funds, of course they 
were without other security than the name of 
the State itself, and they did not refer to any 
railroad whatever. The bonds passing into the 
hands of the public, the railroads had nothing 
more to do with them, though, as a matter of 
course, their debt to the State remain- 
ed the same, secured by the liens 
on their roads. The roads have paid 
their debts and settled their accounts 
with the State as far as is known, At the meet- 
ing of the Tennessee Legislature in 1865, Mr. 
James Guthrie, the President of the Louisville 
& Nasbvilie Railroad, went to Nashville and 
paid $560,000 in raiiroad bonds, and he then re- 
ceived a receipt in full for the debt. All the 
roads now known under the title of the Lonis- 
ville & Great Southern Kailroad have, in like 
manner, had settlements with the State, and havo 
given these receipts for their debt. The State 
of Tennessee is now insolvent, repudiation is 
imminent, and the bolders of these bonds, see- 
ing their probable losses, bring suit against the 
railroads for the principal or face of the bond, 
and for the interest which the State has not paid 
since 1860.. The State has, however, funded the 
interest on two occasions—in 1865 and 1871— 
when new bonds were issued, paying the in- 
terest on the old. The suit involves a gigantic 
sum, and Will be fought ably and long on both 
sides. The points that will be contended by the 
prosecution will not be the fact of the railroads 
having settled, but the legality of a settlement 
either on the vart of the State or railroads 
which left the bonds originally issued without 
security.

THE COMPTKOLLER’S ESTIMATES. 

The following commutitation was received 
from the Comptroller: 

To the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of 
Ciitcaao. in Council assembled: submit herewith 
my estimate of monevs required to defray the ex- 
penses of the City Government during the current 
sca! year; also a statement showing the income 
of the 8 fiscal] year from all sources, the 
amount of habilities outstanding upon which in- 
terest ia to be paid, and the debts payable during 


year. 
The experience of the past three years has 


demonstrated that the City Government can be 


maintained ana a fair amount of improvemeuts be 
mace annusliy without oppressive appropriations. 
and I believe ovr citizens expect and fee! that tney 


' gre entitied to rralize the lowést pos-ible tax levy 


consistent with the actual requirements of the 


city. 4 : 

Jo that end I have deemed it necessary to make 
materia reductions in the estimates as made in de- 
tall by some of the Departments, 

We wre now beginning to fee: the practical bene- 
Ats of keeping the expenditures of the city reason- 
ably below the appropriatioas, there being at pres- 
ent quite a surpius of cash in the Treasury, —saved 
from the appropriations of 1876 ana 1877, —which 
can de applied at the discretion of your honorable 
body, either towards tne licuidating of outstand- 
ing claims against the city made prior to 1876, or 
to the reduction of the tax levy for the current 
year. 

. GAS. ; 
In the estimates for cost of lighting the streets 
for the current year, Iam unadle to make as accu- 
rate an estimate as I should if a settiement nad 


deen made with the gas companies for lighting 


during the past year. I am also in doubt as to 
whether the streets, for the current year, will be 
lighten with gas or other illumination. I have, 
therefore, estimated an amount sufficientin my 

t to meet the cost in case gas snould be 
used, The appropriations for several years prior 
pe Pais have been insenficient to pay the actual cost 
of lighting our streets, and. as a result, this detic- 


- Jency, if carried forward and charged to the appro- 


ations for 1877 and 1578, may leave a deficiency 
finai settlement. 
CITY-HALL. 


I have included an item towards the restoration 
of tae Canal Redemption Fund, to be used in the 
construction of the new building for a City-Hall, 
in with the resolution passed by your 
honorable body Sept. 3, 1877. 

CITY FUNDS. 

In regard to the City Treasury. I recommend the 
city adopt the method pursued by the National 
Government, i. e., be the depository of ite own 

and that the Coancil authorize and instruct 
the Treasurer to provide suitable and sufticient 
sales or vaults in which to protect the city's cash. 
With that view I have estimated for a salarv for 
that officer more commensurate with his responsi- 
bility than that heretofore allowed, as well as for 
— in his office who have never been paid by the 
city. : 

- ‘TREASURY WARRANTS. 

In view of the latest decision of the Supreme 
Court of this State in reference to the power of 
the city to borrow money, the constitutional limit 
having been reached, your honorabie body is wel! 
aware that the Executive Departmeut of the City 
Government found itself last spring compellea to 
meet ite current expenses by issuing warrants on 
the Treasurer, assigning ench portions of its rev- 
enue in advance of its actual collection. Some 
dissatisfaction has been expressed with this course 
by those who do not understand our condition, but 
it is the only practicabie method of carrying op the 
City Government in advance of the receipt of its 
revenue. 

MARGIN ON APPROPRIATIONS. 


The Mayor and Comptroller being the officers 
desuzpated bv the charter to draw all warrants on 
the Treasurer. and past experience having shown 
that the .axes are never collected in full. we viedgea 
ourselves and the public last season before any of 
these warrants were issued —and it is so expressed 
on the face thereof—that the amount issucd against 
any appropriation for 1878 should not exceed 85 
per cent of said appropriation. This pledge has 
been faithfally adhered to. and its wisdom cannot 
be too strongly urged for future guidance. In fact, 
with the necessity now apparent of keeping each 
year’s expenditures within the appropriations and 
tax-levy for said year. taere seems to be no other 
safc course, for snould the entire amount appro- 
priated be drawn against. with the certainty of a 
Geficit in the collection of a portion of the taxes. it 

mes at once evident that some of the warrant< 
would then mevitably prove to be worthless, the 
legal decisions being that they are not a claim 
against the ¢ity, but only upon the tux-'evy or par- 
tienlar fund agamst which they are drawn. 

In making my estimates for the current year I 
have been guided by the amounts expended during 
the past vear. with an addition in most cases of 10 
per cent to meet cetimate! loss in collection. My 
estimates for 187) aggregate 83. 277. 673. 36. De- 
agucting therefrom the estimated micellaneous re- 
ceibts and cash in the Treasury applicable thereto, 
‘in all amounting to say $400,000, would leave 
$2, 877. 673. 36. 

These calculations are made on the assumption 
that tae margins of unexpended appropriations fer 
1576, 1877, and 1878 yet uncoliected will be ap- 
1 far as may be required, and I should 

ope that whatever excess of receipts migat be 
realized tuis year over and above the unfuifilied 
purposes of the origina! appropriations could ve 
Drougat durward and used in cash during the nex: 
Jan and winter. thus suving to that extent the 
Yssuing Of Warrants asainst the appropriations for

CANADA. 


Clendenning—Atlantic & Northwest Rall 
way—Alleged Rinderpest in the United 
States—Division of the Fishery-Award— 
Prohibition of the Admission of American 
Vessels to Canadian Registry.

MONTREAL, Jan. 27.—Ald. Clendenning, who 
has returned to the city, has been called upon 
by a number of his friends, who gave him the 
most kindly assurances of sympathy and assist- 
ance, if necessary. He states that he will meet 
bis creditors sbortly, that bis business v. ould 
receive more of his attention than formerly, and 
that the reports in circulation in regard to him 
are false in general. A meeting of his creditors 
has been called for to-morrow. It is stated that 
he will be asked to run as Alderman for St. 
Antoine Ward. The proceedings in insolvency, 
it is expected, will be withdrawn. 

The House of Bishops met this morning, when 
his Lerdship the Bishop of Fredericton was 
chosen Metropolitan of Canada.

Orrawa,Jan. 27.— Tait, Wotherspoon & Abbott, 
of Montreal, attorneys for applicants, give 
notice that application. will be made to the 
Parliament of Canada, at its next session, for 
au act to incorporate the Atlantic & Northwest 
Railway Company, with power to construct a 
line of railroad from a point on the Atlantic 
coast within the Dominion of Canada to a point 
on Lake Superior, by way of Lake Megantic, 
Sherbrooke, Montreal, Ottawa, and French 
River; and to acquire by purchase, perpetual 
lease, or ama!gamation, any railway or portion 
of railway already constructed that may be use- 
ful as part of the line of railway to be author- 
ized by such act. 

The Superintendent of Insurance gives notice 
that the British & Foreign Marine Insurance 
Company bas applied to the Government for 
the release, on the Ist of June, 1879, of its 
securities forming the deposit in the hands of 
the Reveiver-General. Holders of Canadian 
inland- navigation policies in the above Com- 
pany, opposing such release, are required to file 
their opposition at his office or on before the 
day named. 

The English Live- Stock Journa’, and the 
Farmers’ Advocate of London, Ont., besides 
other English and Canadian journals, have 
called attention to the alleged existence of rin- 
derpest in the United States. As this disease is 
contagious, and is the common rinderpest, or 
pleuro-pneumonia, the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Ottawa has sent an expert to examine 
into the condition of the United States cattle at 
the point of export and ju the neighborhood of 
infected localities, who will report as speedily 
as possibie to his superiors, who will at once 
take the most effective steps to prevent any in- 
jury being done to Canada. Itis said there is 
no sign in Canada of the disease. 

Prof. Bell was last summer instructed by the 
Dominion Government to examine the Valley 
of the Nelson River; and it is said he will re- 
port in favor of the construction of a railway 


‘from Hudson's Bay to Lake Wiunipeg. 


The amount, $5,500,000, of the fishery-award 
paid by the United States to Great Britain, has 
been Landed over, it is understood, as follows: 
10 Canada, $4,387,500; Newfoundland, 8975. 000; 
the remainder, $137,500, being retained by the 
Imperial Government pending the settlement of 
the question of expenses. The Government of 
Prince Edward Island is  prevaring a 
case to lay before the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, in which it will demand 
a proportion of the award much larger tnan it 
is entitled to. The Island expectsto receive 
at least $1,000,000, and will claim one-half of 
the $4,387,500 received by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment. The argument used on this claim is, 
that it was proven, on sworn testimony before 
the Fishery Commission at Halifax, and admit- 
ted by the United States Commissioner, that 
the Island fisheries are more valuable than those 
of any other Province,—indeed, more valuable 
than the whole of the remaining Provinces 
grouped. There is a nice quarrel abead over 
the distribution of the fuad, and it will be im- 
vossible to divide the indewnity without dis- 
pleasing one of the interested Provinces. 
it has been suggested to the Do- 
minion Government that the award 
be distributed to each Province 
according to the estimated value of its exporta- 
tion of fish. Should such a proposition be eu- 
tertained, Nova Scotia will receive the principal 
share of the award, and Quebec the second. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune 

QuEBEC, Jan. 27.—The Chronicle says: We 
understand that it is the intention of a number 
of shipbuilders, steamboat-owners, and others 
interested in shipping, to petition the Dominion 
Parliament to prohibit American vessels being 
admitted to English registry in Canada. It is 
considered an enormous injustice that every- 
thing entering into the composition of 
steamers and vessels—such as iron, 
brass, boiler-plate, rivets, copper, crockery, 
bedding, etc., should be subject to duty, 
when. the vessels themselves, ali equipped and 
complete, can be admitted es of duty. Our 
ship-y ards and machine-shops are shut up, and 
mechanics by the hundred are wandering about 
idie, while dozens of American yessels are 
brought into the country without paying one 
cent revenue. It is caicutated that there are at 
least 200 American-built steamboats in the Do- 
minion, which cost about $3,000,000, and which 
do not return, on the whole, 1 per cent to the 
owners; and it is hich time such a ruinous busi- 
ness should be put an end to, or, at all events, 
till such time as the admit 
sels on eqaal terms.“

THE COUNTY BOARD. 


The Usual Wrangle with Contract- 
ors ·L Court-Fees Too 
Low. 


Some of the Members Hanker After Badges 
—Charges Against an 
Engineer. 


The regular weekly meeting of the County 
Board was held yesterday afternoon, all of the 
members present except Mr. Lenzen. 

Under the head of unfinished business, the 
resolution of Mr. Spofford looking to facilitating 
the trial of criminal causes and the reduction of 
expenses in the Criminal Court, and calling for 
information as to the cost of the Ciark-St. Peter 
case, was taken up and adopted. 

P. J. SEXTON 

sent in a communication protesting against the 
allowance of an estimate of $56,000 to the Hins- 
dale-Dovle Granite Company, and giving notice 
that he had a prior claim for damages on account 
of delays for which the Company was responst- 
ble, and would hold the county for damages, 
etc., if the allowance was made. 

Mr. Wheeler moved that the communication 
be placed on file, and the action of the Board in 
vot ing the 856.000 be reconsicered. 

Mr. Fitzgerald wanted the whole matter re- 
ferred to the County-Attorney for an opinion as 
to the liability of the county to Sexton for dam- 
ages after Hinsdale bad been paid. Sexton 
claimed damages for delays in the progress of 
the work, and his contract read that all such 
claims should be settled between the con- 
tractors; hence he thought it would be unsafe 
to make a final setttlement with Hinsdale at 


this time. 

Mr. Burling aid not see how the county could 
lose anything. He thought that Hinsdale’s 
claim was a just one, and now due, and ought 
to be paid; yet he was willing that the County- 
Attorney should pass upon the subject before 
any money was paid out. 

Mr. Wheeler said Sexton proposed to hold 
the county for damages, and, since the county 
had required Hinsdale to give bonds to hold it 
harmless, it was injudicious to settle with 
Hinsdale in full. Sexton would never look to 
the other contractors for damages, but to the 
county, and a mistake had been made in orig- 
inally voting the $56,000. 

Other members spoke on the subject, as did 
also Architect Egan, who took the position that 
the 856.000 shou!d be paid, inasmuch as Hins- 
dale’s contract had been made subsequent to 
Sexton’s, and be had finished his work. 

The motion to refer the commupication to 
the County-Attorney was put and lost by avote 
of 5 to 8, and it was placed on file. 

The motion of Mr. Weeler to rescind the ac- 
tion of the Board in voting Hinsdale the $56,000 
was then put and lost, and the lengthy wrangle 
came to an end. 

A communication was read from the Clerk of 
the Circuit Court, calling attention to the un- 
safe condition of the floor of his office. Re- 
ferred. 

A large number of bills were read and re- 
ferred, among them being charges for turkeys 
for Christmas dinner at the county institu- 
tions. 

BIDS FOR BUILDING THE ROTUNDA 

for the county’s haif of the Court-House were 
then opened. The bids were put iu iu such a 
mixed condition that it is impossible to present 
them so that an intelligent comparison can be 
made. The bids for the stone-work ranged be- 
tween $28,500 and $14,500; the masonry between 
$10,300 and $7,500; and the iron between $7,500 
and $7,000. All of the bids were referred. The 
bidders were A. J. Streeter, Tomlinson & Reed, 
Pat Fanning, P. J. Sexton, Union Foundry, 
Clark & Raffen, Dinier & Robinson, E Walker, 
and McNeil & Son. 

The bids for printing and stationery were then 
opened and read. The bidders were Clark & 

‘dwards, Cameron, Amberg & Co., J. M. W. 
Jones, Lega! News Company, G. H. Fergus, and 
Western News Company. The bids were re- 
ferred to the Printing Committee, and, since 
each bid covers several hundred items, it is im- 
possible to give the figures. 

Mr. Coburn moved that, inasmuch as very few 
persons except practical printers would be able 
Lo pass upon the bids for printing and stationery, 
the Printing Committee, in the consideration of 
the bids, be empowered to callin an expert to 
assist them. ‘The motion prevailed. 

The Hospital Committee reported on bills ag- 
gregating $828; Public Charities, $9,999; Jail 
and Jail Accounts, 35.226, including the Sheriff's 
pay-roll for December; and Printing and Sta- 
tionery, $739. All were approved. 

The Committee on Public Service reported 
favorably on the pav-roll of the county em- 
vioves for the current month, amounting to 
$4,926, but, it being a little premature, was laid 
over for one week. 

A CHARITABLE TRIP. 

The Joint Committee on Public Charities and 
Public Builaings reported, recommending that 
an appropriation of $250 be made to defray the 
expeases of a committee of two members of the 
Board to visit the Institutions of other States 
and report as tothe care and education of pauper 
children, with aview to having their observa- 
tions utilized in this county. The report was 
signed by Messrs. Spofford, Burling, Meyer, and 
Miller. 

A minority report on the same subject was 
presented, signed by Messrs. Wood and Wheel- 
er, recommending that the information gought 
be obtained by correspondence, etc. 

The two reports elicited a lengthy discussion, 


and finally the minority report was adopted. 


AN INVESTIGATION. 


Mr. Fitzgerald introduced a resolution recit- 
ing that there were reports current against the 
engineer at the Insane Asylum, to the effect 
that he was in the habit of getting drunk and 
neglecting his work, and that the late explosion 
there was the result of bis negligence, and that 
he had soid material there which was the prop- 
erty of the county, etc., from which the county 
had not derived any benefit, and asking the ap- 
poiptment of a special committee to investigate 
his conduct, with a view to removing him if he 
was found guilty. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said he had received five letters 
in reference to the charges, and if the resolution 
was adopted he would give them to the Com- 


‘mittee that might be appointed. 


Mr. Wood was in favor of an investigation be- 
ing made, but wansed it made by the Committee 
on Public Charities. 

Mr. Senne said he, too, had received a letter 
touching the charges, but it was anonymous; 
and, furthermore, Mr. Spofford and bimself 
were now investigating reports which had come 
to them from other sources. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was opposed to the reference 
to the Committee on Public Charities, because 
he believed the result would be a whitewash. 
A year ago that Committee was authorized to 
make certain expenditures at the Asylum, and 
they had not been made satisfactorily, for he 
had proof in his pocket that a boiler had been 
taken away which contained à large coil of 
brass tubing, of which there bad never been 
any account given. Besides this, several hun- 
dred pounds of lead were removed and two bar- 
reis of old brass, and the Committee bad sub- 
mitted to it aud the county had been defrauded. 
He had co contidence in the Committee, and for 
this reason had asked a special committee. 

Mr. Spofford reviewed the action of the Com- 
mittee in repairing the boilers at the Asylum a 
vear or so ago, saying that Carlisle Mason had 
done the work, and as cheaply as it could have 
been done by any one else. He bad never heard 
of anything wrong in connection with the work 
until last Saturday, when he was shown the 
letter spoken of by Mr. Senne. Until then he 
had not known that anything had been removed 
from the Asylum, and be at once ordered an in- 
vestigation to be made. He had never seen the 
boiler spoken of, and, as to the other missing 
article, he had never heard of them. He was 
anxious to get at the bottom facts, however, and 
hoped a thorough and rigid investigation would 
be made at once. 

Some further discussion followed, in the 
midst of which Mr. Bradley witudrew his second 
to Mr. Wood’s amendment. The motion of Mr. 
Fitzgerald agg and Messrs. Fitzgerald, 
Boese, Burling, Coburn, and Wood were ap- 
pointed to investigate. 

INCREASING COURT-FEES. 

Mr. Sende introduced the following, which 
was adopted: 

WHEREAS, By Sec. 33, of the Fees and Salary 
act. it is provided that at the time of commence- 
ment of every suit of jaw, or in equity in any 
court Sof record in counties having a popula- 
tion exceeding 70,000 inhabitants, the parties to 
the suit, plaintiff and defendant, shall each pay a 
— sum of money as costs in the proceeding; 

WHEREAS, Said sum of money is not suffidient 
lo cover the expenses of the Court; and 

WHEREAS, It is the sense of this Board that in 
Civil proceedings the costs collected shouid be suf - 
ficient to pay the salaries of principal clerks and 
their assistants, as also the J udge’s salary and 
jurors fees; therefore, be it 

Kesolved, That the Committee on Judieia de. 
and hereby is, directed to confer with the j 
and Judges of the several Courts of Record in this 
city to ascertain and report to this Board what 
legislation is necessary to harmonize the expenses 
of the courts in this county in civil cases, with the 
cod collected, so as to relieve the taxpayers from 


the burden of paying the costs in legal proceed- 
ings to which they are not parties. 
BADGES WANTED. 

Mr. Fitzgerald introduced a resolution pro- 
viding that the members of the Board be pro- 
vided with some suitable badge by which thev

mittee on Public to pro 

Mr. Meyer said he wanted a badge, that the 
employes at the county iustitution would know 
that he was a Commissioner when che came 
around. He was at the Hospital in the fore- 
noon and found difficulty in getting in, and it 
would have been all right if he haa had a badge. 

Mr. Coburn wanted a badge also, and bis 
official life had been a burden to him without 
on«. He tried to get in the jail a few davs ago, 
but, haying no badge nor anything to show who 
he was, admittance was refused him. 

Mr. Ayars did not want a badge, but thought 
something of the kind would be convenient dur- 
ing the circus season, and save such members as 
patronized such places a great many half dollars. 

Mr. Wheeler aid not want a badge either, but 
he put his objection on the ground that be did 
not want to be recognized. 

After some farther discussion the resolution 
was dcfeated by a vote of 5 to 9. 

Mr. Wood introduced a resolution calling up- 
on the County Attorney to take the necessary 
steps in the Harms suit to indemnify the plain- 
tiff—Mr. Fitzgerald—from any future loss on 
account of the county in pushing the suit.

THE RAILROADS. 
THE EAST-BOUND POOL. 

The resolution passed by the Indianapolis 
shippers. that the rates of the tariff of Nov. 25 
be resumed on and after last Saturday, but that 
existing contracts at cut rates be recognized 
if reported to the General Agent on or before 
Jan. 31 inclusive, has caused much bad biood 
among the managers in this city. This action, it 
is claimed, is a clear violation of the pooling 
agreement, as by it the Indianapolis roads are 
enabled to make all the contracts they want 
until the end of this month. at any rates they 
choose, aud there is no doubt that they will 
take advantage of the matter and make enough 
contracts to last them until the end of next 
summer. Underthese circumstances itis use- 
less for the Indianapolis and St. Louis roads to 
clamor for the formation of the Chi- 
cago pool. The way matters now stand 
the Chicago roads cannot form a pool, as, if 
they did, they would be badly left out in the 
cold. The Chicago roads made no new contracts 
at less than tariff rates until forced to do so by 
the Indianapolis and St. Louis roads, and the 
latter ought not to complain when the Chicago 
roads meet their rates. The scheme to pool the 
East- bound business on an apportionment basis 
from Western poiuts bas tbus far proved en- 
tirely impracticable, and further attempts to 
have it carried out might better be abandoned 
at once. 

The New York Tribune of last Saturday, in 
speaking of this matter, states that the rumers 
that the East-bound freight-pool had been 
broken are confirmed by grain and provision 
dealers and brokers. It was stated that free 
offers were made and accepted on grain and 
provisions from Chicagoto New York at 25 
cents a hundred, the schedule rate being 35 and 
40 cents a hundred: and on through 
freight from Chicago by way of Baltimore at 53 
cents, or about 22 cents below the regular 
rates. It was added that the railroads to Balti- 
more would be willing to make more favorable 
terms, but there was a scarcity of cars at pres- 
ent because of the recent snow-biockade. 

It may be stated in this counection that the 
Chicago roads did not begin to cut the regular 
rates until the Indianapolis and St. Louis roads 
broke the agreement and began to make con- 
traets at greatiy reduced rates. The East- 
bound freight business is now in a worse mud- 
dle than ever before, and the complications will 
still further iocrease when navigation opens. It 
is claimed that nothiug less than Congressional 
legislation can bring about peace and harmony 
among the various competing roads and lead to 
the establishment and maintenance of uniform 
and equitable rates.

STRUGGLING TO BE FREE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Prrrsgond, Pa. Jan., 27.—Ourfnew outlet, the 
Pittsburg & Lake Erie Railroad, has at last tri- 
umphed over its big stumbling-block,the wash- 
out and slide opposite Edgeworth. Last week 
the rails were placed in position and construc- 
tion-trains run over the rebuilt portion, which is 
2,000 feet long, and rests on solid rock. On Mon- 
day next, or possibly a few days later, regular 
passenger trains will be placed on the new road, 
to run between the South Side and Beaver Falls 
and Yougstown. There will be five trains per 
day each way. Two of these will run 
through to Youngstown, where western and 
northwestern connections will be made, and 
three trains per day run as far as Beaver Falls 
only. A rumor has been current for several 
davs to the effect that the newly-appointed of- 
ficers of the Pittsburg & Lake Erie Railroad 
were men with a leaning towards the Peunsyl- 
vania Company and its interests. Tbis rumor 
was strenuously denied by an officer of the new 
road to-day, and is generally discredited by our 
citizens. who are strongly opposed to Tom 
Scottism.

THE WAR IN PASSENGER- RATES. 

The troubles in regard to the east-bound 
passenger business are getting more compli- 
cated daily, and tickets were sold yesterday 
openly at the Grand Trunk office, via the 
Michigan Central and Grand Trank Railroad, 
at $3 less than regular rates. The Grand 
Trunk officials say they were compelled to take 
this step because Mr. Sam Shields, a ticket- 
scalper, had been supplied by the Lake Shore 
& Michigan Southern with a large amount of 
tickets, which are being sold at a discount of 
$3 each. Mr. H. C. Wentworth, General 
Ticket and Passenger Agent of the Michigan 
88 — one ro, hon to consult with 
the Gener anager of his road regarding the 
difficulty. Gen. FR. Myers, General Ticket and 
Passenger Agent of the Pennsylvania Company, 
has also gone to Pittsburg to consult with the 
managers of his road, and it is understood that 
he advocates the reduction of the rates to $15 in 
order to bring the matter to a focus. Mr. 
Wadsworth of the Erie has also gone East for 
the alleged purpose of getting the advice of 
the Erie managers. There is a probability that 
a meeting of Eastern managers will be called in 
a few days to settle the troubles. If no imme- 
diate action is taken to stop the disturbance, 
there will be a big passenger war. 


MILWAUKEE & Sr. PAUL. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 27,—The Chicago, 
Miiwaukee & St. Paul Railway Company has 
decided to begin at once the erection of perma- 
nent machine, boiler, and blacksmith shops on 
an extensive scale near the western limits of 
the city. The Company owns a tract of sixty- 
five acres cf land in the Menomonee Valley, 
just west of the cattle-yards, extending from 
the track of the Prairie du Chien Division on 
the north to the track of the LaCrosse Division 
on the south. The plans drawn embrace 
a machine-sbop 400 feet long by 100 or more 
feet wide, near the north live of the tract, a 
blacksmith shop 300 feet long by seventy feet 
wide, extending south trom the west end of the 
machine-shop in the form of aun L,“ a round- 
house, with stalls for forty-five locomotives, cir- 
cular in form and 310 feet in diameter, a boiler- 
shop. brass-foundry, etc. The buildings are all 
to be of brick, with substantial stone founda- 
tions and fireproof roofs. The total cost of the 


important improvement is estimated at $150, Q00.

The Marquis and the Princess About to 
Open the Winter Merrily—Viceregal State 
at the Residence and Loyal Masques and 
Mummeries Coming.

Orrawa, Ont., Jan. 20.—The period for 
mourning for the death ot the Princess Alice 
having expired, Rideau Hall has resumed its 
routine of festivities and receptions. On Satur- 
day the Princess gave an At Home,” which, in 
spite of the Arctic cold, was largely attended. 

Tobogganing and skating parties are held al- 

most every day. A young lady at Ottawa, who 

s rep uted the most graceful skater in Canada, 

has been engaged for some dars giving 

lessons to the Princess, who is an apt 
and enthusiastic pupil. Several of the 

members of the suite are away on a 

moose-hunting expedition at the Schyan, fifty 

miles north of Pembroke. His Excellency, who 
is au accomplished deer-stalker, will head au- 
other expedition next week. The severe weather 
has driven both deer and moose far to the 

South, and they are more plentiful in the Upper 

Ottawa and Gatineau regions this winter than 

thev have been for many years. . 

Rideau Hall is now enlivened by a permanent 
guard from the Governor-General’s . Foot- 


Guards, each relief consisting of a Sergeant and 
six strapping privates arrayed in the scarlet 
tunics and huge bearskins that are worn by the 
Household ‘Troops in the Imperial service. 
They parade at 8 a. m. at their armory in the 
city, and after being reviewed by the officer of 
the day are marched to the hall, relieving the 
nent guard. Each guard is on duty for 
twenty-four hours and furnishes two sentries, 
one at the Rideau Hall guard-room apd the 
other in the main vestibule of the principal eu- 
trance. A subaltern visits the sentries and re- 
lieves them every two hours. The procedure, 
in tact, is a perfect imitation of that in vogue at 
the Royal palaces, except thatthe number of 
sentries is much smaller, and that there isa 
democratic free and easy air about the Capadian 
guardsman that would hardly be tolerated in 
his confrere at Buckingham or St. James’ Pal- 
ace. Thisthe Duke of Kent discovered on his 
arrival at Quebec in 1791, for, having reviewed a 
volunteer company of voltigeurs that had been 
raised by the second De Salaberry, he was so 
shocked at the loosencss of the aiscipline that 
be sentenced the whole company to receive 
twenty lashes per man, and was sorely disap- 
pointed on learning that ther were volunteers, 
and therefore out of his jurisdiction. The Prin- 
cess, however, seems to inherit none of her 
grandfather’s sternness in this respect, and is 
extremely popular with the men. They meas in 
the guard oom adjoining the Hall, and she fre- 
quently sends them ber regards, accompanied 
with a hot dinner. 

The masque of welcome which should have 
come off before Christmas, but was postponed 
owing to the death of the Grand Duchess of 
Hesse Darmstadt, is fixed for Friday evening, 
and will be held in the Upera-House.

Panis, Jan. 3.—The vice of gambling, like 
most other pleasant vices wherewith the cloven- 
hoofed gentleman tempts us to destruction, has 
atrick of communicating itself from one person 
to another with great rapidity. It has been so 
in the case of the huge mania for the unlawful 
—though no longer illegai—speculation awak- 
ened in France by the invention of that melan- 
choly piece of official humbug known as the 
National Exhibition Lottery. Introduced to the 
world as a benevolent scheme for the assistance 
of exhibitors and workingmen,—the former of 
whom it was to help by the stimulus it would 
give to the sale of their wares, while it was to 
help the workingmen by free admission to the 
wonders of the Champ de Mars and Trocadero, 
this lottery-project soon threw off the 
sollow pretense of benevolence, and 
showed itself in its real character, as 
a gigantic sop offered to the unhealthy national 
craving for excitement. The original issue of 
one million tickets was, as every one knows, 
gradually increased. From one it swelled 
quickly to two, four, eigbt, ten, and finally to

TWO LOVES AND A LIFE. 

A Recent Pardon by the Queen Revives an 
Old Story of Dublin Love and Crime. 
Correspondence New York World. 

DonL, Jan. 8.—The Queen has very recently 
pardoned Heury Kirwan, whose trial for the 
murder of his wife Maria, twenty-six yealp ago, 
created an interest almost world-wide. Few, 
perhaps, of the present generation of newspa- 
per-readers, busily as it has kept pace with the 
strides of crime at bome, will recall the circum- 
stances of a tragedy which convulsed Dublin so- 
ciety in 1852 and threw Kirwan into Spike Island 
Prison, near Queenstown, with the shadow ofa 
halter around his neck; but the story is one 
having many dramatic features, and is well 
worth a second telling. 

Kirwan was an artist of rising fame, a man of 
wealth, highly esteemed in Dublin society, and 
prominent in the Freemasonry of that city. It 
was supposed that his domestic relations were 
of the pleasantest kind, and it only became 
known after the death of the wife, whom it was 
alleged he murdered, that he had been for sev- 
eral years bearing the expense of another 
establishment at Ring End, on the outskirts of 
Dublin, which was presided over by a second. 
Mrs. Kirwan, also named Maria,—Maria Teresa 
Kenney,—and the mother by him of eight 


children. Each wife was ignorant of the exist- 
ence of the other: but the murdered woman in 


, April, 1852, accidentally discovered the circum- 


stances. These complications served to fur- 
nish one and, perbaps, the strongest of . the 
three elements which in all murder cases must 
be considered,—motive. If*motive to instigate 
and opportunity to accomplish can be proven, 
the physical act of murder is easily and some— 
times too rashly inferred. 

The artist with his rigbtfal wife—the one with 
whose murder he was charged—were in the habit 
of spending a portion of theirsummers at Howth, 
a very popular seaside resort about seven miles 
from Dublin. Here at the time of the tragedy 
they were established, Just a mile from Howth 
is a small island known as Irelaud's Eye, which 
in those days, as at the present time, was given 
over to ‘a few untamabhle goats and the pictur- 
esque ruins of what was once a monastery. To 
the sea it presents a rugged frontof pverpendicu- 
lar rocks into which the waves have eaten queer 
little nooks and caves. It was the babit of the 
artist frequently to visit this lonely place, whose 
picturesqueness and commanding position fur- 
nished themes for his sketch-book. Mrs. Kir- 
wan, it was said, often accompanied her hus- 
band, and while he worked she amused herself 
by bathing in some one of the little pools 
made by this singular hovey-combed sea-wall. 
The water in none of them was decp, but it was 
peculiarly limpid and pleasant to bathe in. Ou 
the Gth of September, 1552, the artist and his 
wife were rowed over to this island by 
boatmen who were instructed to return for them 
early in the eyening. At the time appointed 
they did return and were met at the beach by 
Kirwan, who, in a word, told them that his wife 
had strangely disappeared, and bade them pull 
him back to Howth. The boatmen, aware that 


there was no way by which the lady could have 


left the island, urged a further search for her, 
to which her husband indifferentiy—so they af- 
terwards were allowed to testify—consented. 
Exploring one by one the many caves of the 
coast, they at last came upon the unfortunate 
woman lying in her bathing-dress in the rocky 
ledge of a shallow pool, her feet alone in the 
water. Upon her face and body were super- 
ficial cute and bruises, and blood had issued 
from her nose and ears. The body was takento 
the mainland, where, a Coroner’s jury having 
returned a verdict. of ** accidental death,“ it 
was buried in the eemetery, the ground of which 
was so wet that rapid decomposition was found 
to have rendered it incapable of furnishing any 
proof when at last a suspicion of foul play was 
aroused. The suspicion arose firstin the mind 
of a shrewd detective, who, noticing at the 
fuveral an unknown woman, was impelled by 
that strange fate which seems to go hand in 
hand with the craft, to follow her to Dublin, 
and thus learned the secret of Kirwan’s double 
life. 

Here was the needed motive; the rest was 
eastiv added. Kirwan was indicted for murder 
in November, 1552, and brought to trial on the 
9th of the ensuing December. N 

Upon the trial a yacting party were found who 
refpembered while tacking close in under the 
jisiamd on the evening of the 6th of September 
to have heard a woman sbrick; four other per- 
sons who were on the main land testified simi- 
larly. The boatmen recalied Kirwan’s iudiffer- 
ence as to any search for bis wife, and also the 
ugiy circumstance of the lady's clothes having 
been found in a spot previously searched and 
after Kirwan bad been ashort time away from 
the searchers. It wes also shown that the 
knowledge of her husband’s relations with the 
woman at Ring’s End had only come to the lady 
a few montbs before the fatal afternoon. It was 
proved that the artist went to the island with a 
sword stick in bis hand. These facts,with some 
others of similar import, were pimbie shuttles 
in winding a fatal web about the man. The 
trial lasted two days and was ably conducted. 
Some physicians for the defense testified that 
she might have died of epilepsy. AI 
that wealth could do was done for the accused. 
On the 10th of December, however, he was 
found guilty and sentenced by Mr. Justice 
Crampton to death. This rest was unexpected 
by either the accused or his friends. ‘The latter 
were numerous; wealthy, and influential. Then, 
as still continues the policy of the law in Great 
Britain, and was once the case in New York, ac- 
cused persons were prohibited from giving tes- 
timony. His own story, however, was com- 
municatedto the Home Secretary, who in that 
vear — Lord Palmerston, and it was 80 
straightforward an one that, while the Minister 
did not feel justified in recommending a full 
pardon to the Crown, he did sanction a commu- 
tation to imprisonment for lite. Kirwan’s 
story substantially was that, although his wife 
had nominally forgiven him, and for the sake of 
society appearances had made beiter a family 
nor a public complaint, se was jealous. White 
she and himself were in the place of 
the alleged murder— which he 
bad gone for ske 1g purposes. 
as was natural, and indee produced two 
sketches made at the time,—a tiff arose. 
She separated from him and strolled away rather 
sulkily, and said she would bathe; but what oc- 
curred he knew not, and could. only suppose 
that she fell from rocke or was taken with con- 
gestion of the head. He denied the inferences 
of the boatmen,—against the introduction of 
which as evidence his counsel had vainly striv- 
ep,—and said that, although dazed by her dis- 
appearance, and for a time overwhelmed at the 
sudden thought of the complications which 
must publicly ensue, and that would bring Mrs. 
Kirwap number two to a full knowledge of af- 
fairs,—nevertheless he intended to, and sup- 
posed that by his conduct he did, give every dis- 
position and effort to the search for ber. He 
contended that if he had been disposed to mur- 
der her be could more easily have designed an 
accidental overturning of a boat,—for he was a 
good swimmer,—or have caused the tide to take 
away her body. Moreover, that he could have 
then stated the disappearance in his own Way. 

For several years the matter diviaed Dublin 
society and Irieb gossip into partisans of guilt 
and innocence. Perhaps the majority might be 
quoted as believing in tlie latter. He was, as is 
to be readily observed from the accounts of the 
trial, convicted solely upon circumstancial evi- 
donce. And it was argued that since wife num- 
ber one knew of wife number two, and had not 
in any wise divulged her knowledge or displayed 
any disposition to use it asa sword, there was 
no real motive for the killing. Especiaily not, 


‘when even her natural death, if published in 


Dublin papers, would acquaint number two and 
her children of the compligation. No one ac- 
cused him of living unhappily with either. The 
discussion unfolded the theory of a duality in 
love, and thata person might love two of dif- 
ferent diapositions and different physical and 
mental characteristics with equal zest and ap- 
parent fidelity; aud that ip short, there were 
often love cases where not only ignorance made 
bliss, but rendered applicable another saying 
that ** concerning things not apparent they were 
as good as if they did not exist.”

INDIANA. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 27.—Further investiga- 
tion of the affairs of the Soldiers’ Orphans’ 
Home shows that Ellison Williams, resident 
Lrustee at Kuichtstown, is a principal partner 
in a dry goods firm there, and has sold to the 
Home goods to the amount of $2,049.32 during 
the three last years, in defiance of the law, 
which says that no Trustee shall be interested 
inany contracts connected with, or purchase 
for, the Home during his term of office. This 
particular institution seems to have been man- 
aged by the Trustees with the most sublime dis- 
regard of law, and it is not improbable that such 
would be found to be the case with other 
institutions if subjected to rigorous search. Eb 
Henderson, Auditor of State, vacated his office 
to-day, and was succeeded by Gen. M. D. Man- 
son, Auditor elect. A proposition will be intro- 
duced authorizing the State-House Commis- 
sioners to make a loan of 51, 000, 000 and com- 
plete the State-House as soon as possible. This 
will meet with general support among the Dem- 
ocrats, who claim that the accommodations af- 
forded at the Court-House are not sufficient, 
and that the ventilation is sufficient to kill olf 
half the members every session, which is true. 
Every county officer who has been in the build- 
ing for a year is sick now. 

Inthe House to-day, Maj. Gordon, of this 
county, introduced a bill to repea) the Criminal 
Court and transfer its duties and docket to the 
Circuit Court. 

Mr. Willard, of Floyd, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Fees and Salaries, introduced a bill 
fixing the fees of county officers and grading 
them on the basis of county population. For 
the County of Marion the fees are: Clerk, 
$2,100; Sheriff, $2,100; Auditor, $2,800; Treas- 
urer, $2,000: Recorder, $1,000. They are 
now given Deputies, from five to ten each, 
at salaries of $600; the Deputies are not half 
enough to do the business of the office. Such 
legislation can only. spring from utter ignorance, 
or from a. corrupt desire to bring the whole 
matter of reform in the matter of fees and sala- 
ries into disrepute, and defeat every effort in 
that direction. The pomivations by the Governor 
of Timothy Nicholson, John T. Scott, of Vigo 
County, and Murray Briggs, of Sullivan, as 
Trustees of the State Norma! School, were con- 
firmed by the Senate. 


ILLINOIS.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 27.—Both branches of 

the General Assembly met this evening at 5 
o’clock, and adjourned, there being no quorum 
present in either House, 
The effect of the fire causing the partial de- 
struction of Armour & Co.’s packing-house at 
the Stock-Yards has caused a feeling of uneasi- 
ness iu regard to the water-supply, which is to 
result in a little legislation. Mr. Hopkins has 
prepared a bill to authorize the Stock-Yards 
Company, situated in the Town of Lake, out- 
side the corporate limits of Chicago, to 
contract with the city for a water-supply. 
The water from the Hyde Park Holly 
Works, coming so longa distance, is pot con- 
sidered sufficient, notwithstanding the proposed 
improvements. The proposed legislation will 
be pushed through by Mr. Hopkins as soon as 
practicable. There is the appearance of a smal! 
lobby oa the ground this evening, and there is a 
prospect of some pretty lively work in the 
future in the interest of corporations. 

An important measure is prepared and will 
be presented to the Senate to-morrow, which 
will have the effect of shortening the present 
session of the General Assembiv very materially 
if carried. The measure in question is a joint 
resolution looking to the establishment of a 
Commission, consisting of thirteen members, to 
devise a new Revenue law for the State. Three 
of these Commissioners are to be appointed 
from the Senate, five .from the House, 
and five dy the Governor. The joint 
resolution has deen carefully prepared 
by Senator Hamilton, a young lawyer of 
ability from Bloomington, after consultation 
with a number of prominent gentiemen 
throughout the State, who advise the plan 
proposed as the best one under the circum- 
stances to reach the end desired. The Com- 
mission will sit during the recess of the Leg- 
islature, and report to an adjourned session 
in January next. The members of the Com- 
mission are to draw thé same pay and mileage 
as members of the Legislature, and the body 
is to sit wherever the members sce fit, com- 
mencing in September next. The resolution 
also provides that all the measures on reve- 
nue introduced during the present General As- 
sembly shall be referred to this Commission. 

The adjourned session of the Legislature is to 
meet for no other purpose than to consider the 
report of the Commission. Members of the 
previous General Assemblies say that it has 
been impossible amid the excitement and inter- 
ruptions of legislation to devise a proper 
Revenue law during a session of the Legislature. 
They think that the subject of revenue, the 
Appropriation bill, and a few other matters are 
all that really need their consideration at this 
session, and that the establishment of the Com- 
mission proposed will close up the necessary 
work of the present Assembly in a very short 
time. They claim that the people will really be 


saved the eXpense of a long session now, and 
will have a good sound Revenue law in the end 
which will meet the requirements of the times.

A CALIFORNIA MARVEL. 


The Recent Discovery in Tuolumne County 
— What Came of Resenting a Squirrel's 
Challenge. 

. Tuolumne (Hal.) Independent. 

A. Gardver has discovered a mammoth cave 
in the dividing ridge between the South Branch 
and main Stanislaus Rivers, two miles above 
the junction and one mile northerly from Pine 
Log, at an elevation of about 1,800 feet above 
the river. The discovery was made under the 
following very peculiar circumstances, in which 
an insignificant squirrel figures verv conspicu- 
ousiy. Ou the Ist of December, 1878, Gardner 
says he was engaged in working bis placer claim, 
which is distant! feet from the entrance of 
the cave. A squirrel perched itself upon a tree 
near by and commenced to chatter and spit 
acorn-shucks at bim. This he considered a chal- 
lenge to fight it out on that line. So he re- 
paired to bis cabin and armed himself with a 
double-barreled shot-guo, marched out and 
faced his diminutive antagonist. The fleht 
opened with a spirited skirmish of both parties, 
and ended after Gardner had fired seven rounds 
at his squirrelship—the seventh just as his little 
tormentor was disappearing in the dark re- 
cesses of a crevice in the ledge above his claim. 
He pursued it to its retreat, and then com- 
menced searching in the crevice, to discover, if 
— 9 the hiding-place of his vanquisbed foe, 
mut failed. The search, however, resulted in the 
discovery ‘of the greatest natural wonder in the 
county, and, perhaps, in the State, as future 
developments in that direction may prove, in its 
class. So closes the historv of its discovery. 

It is adorned with decorations of dazzling 
beauty, uusurpassed in character on the Pacific 
slope. The entrance to the cave is situated at 
the base of a bluff, and eighty feet above the 
guich, and access is had through acrevice in 
the ledge, three feet in width by six feet in 
length. Descending by ladder ten feet, you 
reach the floor of an inelined archway, dipping 
at au angie of thircy-five degrees, trom twenty 
to th'rty feet in hight, by thirty feet in width. 
Descending the incline, which is 100 feet in 
length, we reach the floor of the grand arch- 
way, from forty to sixty feetin hight, varving 
in width from twenty to thirty feet, from which 
radiate ecores of similar archways leading to 
spacious chambers, with their lofty ceilings 
draped with brilliant stalactites, that glitter and 
sparkle in the light of a lamp like gems of ocvan 
waves of which we read. ‘lhe floors and walls 
of this subterraneous ball are entirely coated 
with stalaginites, pure crystalMzation. We can 
best describe this crystal formation in this wise: 
For instance, it resembles in makeup, and ap- 
pears to the vision, like a sheet of snow lying 
loosely in large flakes on @ pane of glass. We 
visited, uuder guidance of the discoverer, many 
large chambers, of which the grandeur and 
brifliancy baffle description. Our rambles 
through the subterraneous archways were cov- 
tinued for four hours. To give the most minute 
details of what we witnessed during our ram- 
bles in the eave would fill every page of the 
Tuolumne Iudependent. The Bridal Chamber“ 
is sixty feet in length, twenty tert in width, 
with slightly arcbed ceiling ten to fifteen feet; 
floor and walls crysta lized; from the ceiling de- 
pic hundreds of stalactites [rom one to six feet 


length. This chamber far surpasses the won- 

ous beauties of the Cave City ” of Calaveras 
County. So says R. Bostwick, who, in 1859, 
visited that cave. “The Crystal Palace,“ 
though not so spacious as the first-mentioned 
room, is equally as attractive; its crystal forma- 
tions are of rare beauty. 

Explorations made of the cave extend over an 
area Of one-half a mille. In no direction already 
explored has there been found auy terminating 
point to the cavern. Gardner says he will con- 
tinue to explore till every recess of the cave is 
Giscovered and its extent Known, Through 
some system of exp: rimental surveys of the 
surface, he determined the extent of the cave to 
be tour miles.

IN A RUBBER SUIT. 


Perilous Voyage of Capt. Boyton 
and a Herald Reporter. 


A Nieht of Thrilling Adventare---The Two Navi- 
gators Imprisoned by Fields of Ice. 


New York Herald. Jan. 2%. 

Thank the Lord that I am once more on dry 
land and sufficiently thawed out to give the fol- 
lowing account of my voyage with Capt. Paul 
Boyton down the bay and to the Narrows on 
Friday night, in a rubber life-saving suit. It 
may be a matter of interest to know that I can- 
not swim a stroke or pull an oar, and never had 
on 4 life-saving suit before in my lite. 

I confess that before entering the water at 
Castle Garden I felt slightly apprehensive as to 
whether we should be able te make our way 
through the floating ice and snow that covered 
the shore waters, but no sooner had I touched 
water and reclined comfortably at full length 
than confidence returned to me, and it did not 
require the encouraging words of that veteran 
voyager, mM¥ companion, to reassure me. The 
buoyancy of the rubber dress is something 
wonderful, and, although the air chambers were 
but indifferently inflated, the slightest motion 
of the double-biaded paddle was sufficient to 
propel me along at will. 

Nov, then,“ cried the Captain, as we turned 
our faces toward the Sound, cross your legs 
and brace up in the water. Grasp your paddle 
firmly, and don’t try to throw upa bushel of 
water at every stroke. Let your movements be 


around in the water you are liable to turn over 
ou your face and drown. Now, bid yourjfriends 
goud-by, lor our voyage has begun.’ 

THE START. 


A rocket was sent up by the jovial Captain, 
and amid many epcouraging words and consid- 
erable waving of handkerchiefs we pulled out 
into the stream. ‘The situation was impres- 
sive in the extreme. Stretching out before 
us were the great black waters of the 
bay, with here and there a-light twink- 
ling in the distance, which lent a sinister and 
weird aspect to the scene. However, this was 
no time to contemplate the peculiarities of New 
York Bay, as seen at night, so we humored the 
ebb current and headed for Governor's Island, 
where one little flickering light could be seen 
shedding a dingy sheen upon the waters at the 
foot of Castle William. 

When fairly out in the river the Captain 
placed his bugle to bis lips and blewa shrill 
blast that was echoed back from the Long 
Island shore, and startled the sentries in the 
tort. ‘Then the notes of a military bugle-call 
were sounded ina jaunty manner, and as its 
cadences reached the ears of the sentry pacing 
lonelily up and down, we were faintly hailed by 
the listening watchman. At the point of the 
island a iarge field of ice was encountered, and, 
summoning all our strength for the purpose, 
we drove straight ahead, right into the midst of 
the grating, seething mass. 

Suddenty I was surprised by Boyton crying 
out, Hold the Baby while I go after that large 
case of ice.” An instant afterward it flashed 
upon me that the name of the boat was Baby 
Mine.“ and I took hold of the slender line that 
held the little provision boat, while the Captain 
nviselessly darted off and disappeared in the 
surrounding darkness, leaving me to my own 
reflections, which, I may as well confess, were not 
of the most cheerful nature. Halloo, bailoo,” 
came the Captain’s voice, followed by a cavalry 
charge upon the bugle, which led me toward a 
point in the middle of the river, where Bovton 
was towing a large cake of ice in my direction. 
“Clamber up on top.“ said my companion, 
panting from his exertions, “and pull up the 
boat after you; we're going to take lunch.“

the water, his two hands grasping the whirling 
mass of ice and a good-natured smile upon his 
dripping countenance. Scized with a desire to 
do likewise I also attempted to assume an up- 
right position, but made a ludicrous failure, and 
succeeded only in getting a mouthful of briny 
water and an all but dislocated shoulder. I am 
inclined to believe that Capt. Boyton is the only 
man living who can master this difficult feat. 

Piacing one hand on the drifting cake and the 
other on my attentive comrade’s shoulder I man- 
aged to clamber to the surface of the ice, where 
I sat with my feet in the freezing water, all 
numb and stiff from tne effects of my icy bath. 
The boat soon occupied a position alongside of 
me, and a tolerably good lunch was indulged in. 
Capt. Boyton remained in the water and partook 
ol the wine and other good things with a zest 
that betokened a well-developed appetite, which 
was no doubt sharpened by the salt 
sca breeze. We then lit cigars, and. slip- 
ping frum the ice, I once more joined the 
Captain, and we paddled on in silence. By this 
time the current was hurrying us rapidly in the 
direction of Bedloe's Island, which looked like 
the back of some buge black sea monster, not a 
light or sign of buman life being visible. Just 
as the stillness was growing oppressive the Cap- 
tain sang, in a clear baritone voice, Sbenado 
Love Your Daughter,” and My Boy and 1.’ 

MEMORIES OF OTHER NIGHTS. 

Tais,“ said Boyton, is how I bave passed 
many a night on the European rivers, when I 
dare not sleep nor even close myeves. Sce how 
the lights drop out one by one as we leave New 
York behind us. Imagine yourself floating out 
here in the bay and not a light to be seen on 
shore and you have but a faint idea of what my 
nights on the French River Loire were. I have 
often passed a whole night in such completo 
isolation from the sounds of civilization and life 
that [ played incessantly upon my bugle to keep 
up my courage. At midnight I would strain my 
ears to cateh the sound of convent bells, and 
alter the monotonous quietude they seemed like 
music to me.“ 

We were now within hailing distance of Bedloe's 
Island, and the Captain attached oneof his large 
torpedo rockets to a stick, and, directing the 
course of the missile toward the centre of the 
island, the bomb exploded with a crash and a 
shower of colored liguts that were seen and 
heard all over the bar. The watchmen on the 
island were either off duty or asleep, as no re- 
sponse was made, even when Boyton added in- 
sult to injury by blowing a triumphant flourish 
upon his bugle. It was then a quarter to 2 
o’clock, and the stars, which were previously 
hidden by light clouds, now came out bright 
and clear overhead while the wind became pierc- 
ingly cold. 

BOYTON’S MISTAKE. 

We had just left Bedloe's Island and were by 
dint of terrific paddling getting out from among 
the floating ice when Boyton exclaimed, ‘‘ My 
God, here's a dead mau!“ at the same time 
pointing in the direction of the object. For a 
moment my unpracticed eye was unable to see 
anything, but soon a floating mass came into 
view, and I felt a chill of horror seize me, and 1 
grew faint and sick as the ghastliness of the 
situation presented itself to my mind. I 
would have stopped Bovton from bringing me 
any nearer to the spot, but in an instant he was 
gone from my side and pulled toward the corpse 
with startling velocity. A closer examination 
of the object, however, dispeiled all such feel- 
ings, as it turned out to be simply an old 
mattress of cork shavings. 

IN DANGER OF FREEZING TO DEATH. 

By this time we were in the middle of the bay 
and making for the Robbin’s Reef light. The 
temperature in my suit grew lower each mo- 
ment, and soon ‘a peculiar sensation began to 
take possession of me. Ihe clothing worn un- 
derueath the rubber suit was necessarily warm, 
and, at the outset, a considerable perspiration 
was induced. As the cold began to increase in 
ms limbs this sweat gathered iu large beads, so 
chilly that 1 could not get rid of the idea that 
my dress had sprung aleak, and the water was 
entering at the waist. Several times I| reached 
mv band around to the fastenings at the back in 
order to feel a possible bole or opening, without 
result. At last I mentioned this fact to Boyton, 
who laughed loudly, and said that it was an et- 
fect of the imagination-which occurred to him 
frequently, even thougu he knew there was no 
danger. The suffering. through cold and numb- 
ness, was increasing, and my hands were becom- 
ing too stiff to bold the paddle; the Captain 
begap to notice my slow and labored motions. 
Just as we were opposite RKobbin’s Reef light 
and witbout a word of explanation, he paddied 
up cluse to my side and began aseries of pound- 
ings and thumpings which, be afterward said, 
were done to get up a healthy circulation of the 
blood. I. very naturally, remonstrated, but was 
consoled by Om, that’s nothing» wait till we 
get out further.” 4 make me feel more com- 
fortable several shaf stories were related, Boy- 
ton at the same time — 42 me that the part 
of the bay we were floating was frequented 
by sharks of a dangerous species. The entire 
stretch to Stapleton was a series of similar en- 
tertainments. My companion told me tbat I 
was the only person who had ever made such a 
voyage With bim, and the first reporter who had 
ever floated in a rubber suit. This was proba- 
bly done to cheer me up, for I was making des- 
perate efforts to shake off the numbness by 
using my paddle ata racing vace. 

1 uess we'll strike across to Stapleton,” 
said Boyton,.as the lights on the f slip 
flashed in view.

Large cakes of ice, bei 
rapidly borne toward the Narrows by the swift 
current, came lurching in on all sides. 

Halt!“ screamed Boyton. “If you value

o are between two immense fields of ice, which 
are closing in on us. Never mind the cold now 
but clear the floe if you pull your arms from 
their sockets.” For the first time in 
the trip the great swimmer began to 
show signs of uneasiness, and we went against 
the tide with a significant energy. But it was 
useless. In less than ten minutes we were 
hemmed in by floating masses of ice that ground 
against each other witwa harsh, vicious noise, 
unpleasantly suggestive of our possible fate. 
The paddle became temporarily caught among 
the cakes, and on attempting to release it my 
hand was drawn between two pie: es, and, despite 
the protection afforded by the rubber glove, the 
skin was scraped off the back. Nothing couid 
be seen, as the ice rose in tue water around us 
and obscured our vision, Added to this was my 
separation from my aquatic chaperon, an im- 
mense cake of ice having floated in between us. 
But Paul Boyton is not the kind of a man who 
deserts a friend in distress. 

„Can you get hold of the cake of ice to your 
right,’’ he cried. 

„Puy.“ 

SIGNALS OF DISTRESS UNNEEDED. 

And in another moment I saw bim looming 
above me in his dripping suit with one hand out- 
stretched to assist me to a place of salety. 
No you're all rigut,“ said be, “and Pll try 
and wake up the folks on shore.“ So saying be 
drew a marine signal licht of distress and set it 
off. ‘The effect was indeseribable. The power- 
ful blue light lit up the whole bay and revealed 
a large fiela of ice all around us, 
which glittered and sparkled, assuming 
all manner of radiant hues under 
the illumination of the signal lignt, 
The light also sbowed that we had drifted past 
Stapleton and were being carried down through 
the Narrows. Nota response was made to our 
signal, except where a white light was flashed 
in answer, but go assistance was offered, al- 
thouch, in addition to the blue flambeau, rocket 
after rocket was sert up in appeal. Finally, as 
the situation was growing momentarily more 
desperate, Boyton gave the order to fignt our 
wayout. Then began a journey over ice and 
through water until I was sore in every part of 
my body. ‘The Captain still bears the scratches 
ofthe ice on his face, while 1 was more for- 
tunate, and was simply pounded and squeezed 
about the body. 

In our way out we would mount one cake, 
walk two or three steps, and then suddenly be 
p'unged into the icy stream, the sea water be- 
ginning to freeze upon our faces. Baby 
Mine“ had a hard time of it, and was alter- 
nately tossed on the heavy sea going out or car- 
ried under the arm of ber owner. But at last a 
huge cake of the floe cut the zine deck so that 
it leaked. Boynton produced some beeswax 
and attempted to repair her, with but partial 
success. 

When opposite Fort Hamilton a rocket was 
sent up, and we crossed over to the east shore 
to catch the up-current of the flood-tide. The 
slack water allowed the ice to be separated with- 
out much trouble, and after a short struggle we 
found ourselves in clear water, witha fair run- 
ning flood-tide. 

TIRRD OUT. 

Up to this time 1 bad“ paddied my own 
canoe,’”’ but I began to feel very sore and ex- 
hausted from the effects of the continued 
strain in paddling and the struggle in the ice. 
It was at this point that Capt. Boyton began to 
show his mettie. Placing my head between his 
feet he drove me ahead of him toward Staple- 
ton, his paddle moving with the regularity and 
time of the screw of a propeller, whiie I did my 
feeble best to belp him. Aswe neared the 
landing some of my strength returned, and I 
took the paddle again independent of Boyton. 
Suddenly I heard a cry of Baby's gone to the 
bottom!“ and looking around I found that the 
boat had sunk with the lantern, leaving us in 
perfect darkness and liahle to be cut down at 
any moment by passing boats. Fortunately, 
Boyton bad hola of the line to 
which the little craft was attached. An 
effort was made to raise ber to the surface, as 
she contained money, a valuable gold watch, 
rockets, etc., and, most important of all, the 
brandy flask. Boyton soon succeed in bringing 
the sunken boat to the surface. The thermom- 
eter was missing and a fine revolver. The boat 
was then placed on Boyton’s breast and towed 
into a private dock. e had to climb up the 
side of the pier in our suits, and the boat was 
also lifted to the wharf. The landing was 
made at 6 o'clock, when we had been seven 
bours in the water. 

THE SWIMMERS GET A WARM RECEPTION. 


Stiff and sore, We were making our way along 
the pier to the main shore when we found our 
way suddenly blocked by the watchman at the 
dock. On seeing us he jumped back for a mo- 
ment, unable to anderstand the situation. On 
explaining his rand to the officer the latter 
said, referring to the Hera’d reporter, What 
in blazes is that thing there? 

“Oh. it’s only a friend | brought along with 
me for a little trip down the bay. Wil you be 
kind enough to direct us to Stapleton Vil- 
lage! 

I've a good mind to show you to the station- 
house ;, Jees have villanous- looking faces, both 
of ye. 

A judicous amount of cajoling induced the 
suspicious watchman to show us the way to 
Stapieton, which we found in complete dark- 
ness. Our teeth were chattering in our heads, 
however, and we were determined to find 
some accommodations. Accordingly the 
Captain took up a position in front of 
Bay View House and blew bis bugle 
lustily, bat without any effect, and we went 
away disgusted. A small coffee-saloon was 
found open, but the proprietor viewed us with 
evident saspicion, and informed us that be had 
no coffee or other eatable or drinkable articles. 
Grown desperate by our exposed position, we 
sat down in the plave and took forcible posses- 
sion. 

As the suits were inflated we presented a 
gigantic appearance, and were left in undis- 
turbed possession until 9 o’clock, when we took 
the Staten Island ferryboat for New York. At 
the Battery thousandsof persons had assembled 
to witness us sail down the bay on our return, 
but as the ice prevented us from availing our- 
selves of the flood-tide they were disappointed. 
A large crowd followed our carriage when we 
drove from the ferry to Boyton’s hotel in Uni- 
versity place.

THE VATICAN. 


The Policy of Lee XIII. 
Correspondence London Times. 
Roms, Dec. 31.—In every utterance of Leo 
XIII., whether spoken from the Pontifical 
throne to those assembled before him, or writ- 


ten to members of the Episcopate, there is the 


evidence of a distinctly defined, well-thought- 
out line of policy, upon which his Holiness re- 
turns with most gentle but most inflexible in- 
sistence. His aim is, without doubt, substan- 
tially the same as that which influenced the 
words of Pius IX., but the course he 
follows is essentially different and is 
far more likely to lead to the result 
be desires. Whatever may be the quality of 
the wisdom the Pope possesses, his gentleness 
in its application is untiring, and, were he speak- 
ing as simply the great pastor of the most 
widelv-extended branch of the Christian Church, 
were all possibility of the ambitious aims of the 
Sovereign Pontiff and King excluded, his words 
would—as indeed they must for their great pru- 
cence—command the attention and considera- 
tion of all thinking men. Of course the Pope 
speaks, as all Popes must, from the conviction 
this Pope has most uncompromisingly declared, 
that there neither is por can be any other Church 
but the Roman. So far as that goes, it mav be 
said other ministers of God, speaking from 
other pulpits, do the same; but it is the 
acuteness of the political insight shown by 
Leo XIII. in the choice of the road by which to 
accomplish bis purpose, the skill with which he 
seizs the opportunities the actual condition of 
things affords him, which make his ut terauces 
this Christmas especially worthy of attention: 
aud more particularly again, inasmuch as the 
immediate publication of that in the form of a 
letter written to the Archbishop of Cologne on 
Christmas-Eve shows that it was addressed first 
to the German nation, and then to the world at 
large, Simultaneous with this letter we have the 
discourses delivered by the Pope ir reply to the 
felicitations of the College of Cardinais on 
Christmas-Day and those those of the Prelature 
on the 28th. 

In addressing the Cardinals, the Pope, having 
reminded them that the Son of God, in His in- 
—＋ ee oo mercy, appeared upon earth to ful- 
fill the Divine misston of restoring the world by 
raising it from the depths of corruption into 
which it had fallen to a new life, said that invas- 
much as Christ's spirit governs the Church 
founded by Him, so, whenever in past centuries 
society by its own fault fell from the noble dig- 
pity to which Christ had elevated it, the Church 
raised it once more from the mire and misery 
through the superhuman virtue of the Redeem- 
er. As it was in the past, so even iv this mis- 
live society can 
have no other escape from the evils existing but 
by turning to Christ and becoming reconciled 
to His Church; it can find no remedy so effica- 
cious as that of bumble submission and docile 
Christian obedience. It is impossible to hope 
for the return of order in society if authority 
and the laws by which it governs are not in all 
things in conformity with the immutable and 
eternal principles of truth and justice, of which 
the Church is the custodian and guardian. But, 
while Leo XIII. expressed in this wise his opin- 
ious—perbaps I ought to say his convictions—to

Senate, his tone in 
speaking to the Prelature—‘ his venerable 
brethren who, endowed with the episcopal! office, 
had the hien honor of 
to his footstool -was that of kindly but most 
distinct as to the means to be em- 
ployed in seconding his desires. He nourished 
the tirm hope that the oo show rs and 
more respleudently before people ight 
of sacerdotal virture.

In these difficult moments, in which efforts 
are made to oppress and weaken the Chureh and 
to throw discredit upon her sacred ministers, it 
becomes uty of those who by the Divine 
mercy have been called to serve her to u d 
the hono? of her institutions, to make wis- 
dom shine in the eyes of the world, and to show 
themselves, for doctrine, for spotless purity of 
life, and for industry, the true light of the world 
and the true salt of the earth. Wedo not doubt 
that all ot you, convinced of the important ad- 
vantages of which our rual solicitude for 
you will be fruitful, will fall into our views and 
second our desires in all things.” 

In the letter addressed by Leo XIII. to the 
Archbishop of Cologne we have the substance 
of these discourses communicated for direct 
application in the German Empire, and accom- 
panied, or rather prefaced, by a distinct affirma- 
tion of the unity of ty — existing through- 
out the Episcopate. You bave already published 
the text of this letter. It sets forth so Jistinctly 
the views the Pope eutertains, aud the course he 
has made up his mind to follow for their fulfill- 
ment, that it would appear at the same time 
that his negotiations with the German Govern- 
ment have proved ineffectual.

Under existing arrangements between 
this country and Canada, the exchange of mer- 
chandise by mail is limited to bona-fide trade-pat- 
terns, samples or specimens, weighing not to ex- 
ceed eight ounces per packetor parcel. Articles of 
merchandise other than these are not transmis- 
sible, and should be returned to the office from 
which‘'they were sent. According to the regu- 
latious, sample packets above the weight pre- 
scribed above should be similarlv treated.

The Health Officer’s report for last week 
shows that ninety-one notices were served to 
abate nuisances and sixty-nine nuisances abated.

The Committee on Streets and Alleys, North 
Division, having gotten the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel that astreet cannot be vacated 
when the property-owners object, decided to 
recommend that the petition for vacating Stone 
street be placed on file. 


Supt. Seavey issued a general order requiring 
all policemen, when on duty or in the streets, 
to appear in full uniform, and under no circum- 
stances to wear citizen’s clothes unless detailed 
for detective service or permitted so tu do by 
their commanding officers.

DECISIONS IN CITY CASES. 

The Corporation Counsel received notice 
yesterday of the filing at Ottawa of decisions in 
the following cases: 

— et al. vs. Gage. for the use of the 
This suit was against the sureties on a 
bond given to Gage, when City 
Treasurer, by the Manufacturers’ National 
Bank as security for the city monev on deposit. 
Judgment for 818.000 was obtained in the 
lower court, that being the amount on deposit, 
with interest, at the time the bank closed. The 
judgment was affirmed. Mattox & Mason rep- 


Chicago City Railway vs. The City. This 
was an appeal from the judgment for the 
assessment for the widening of State street, 
from Jackson street to Twelfth. The Company 
claimed that their interests were not realty, 
and, therefore, not subject to special assess- 
ment for an improvement. Ihe Supreme 
Court, however, did not agree with them, sns- 
taining Judge Jameson. This decision makes 
the street railway companies liable for assess- 
ments for street improvements. 

Wadskier vs. The City and Bigelow vs. The 
City. These were appeais from the State street

William Spellacy, a saloon-keeper on Archer 
avenue, who was (arrested while playing pool 
on State street a week ago last Saturday nigut.

appeared before Commtssioner Horne yesterday 
for a final hearing. A doctor and several other 
witnesses were brought forward, who testified 
that the prisoner was out of his head“ in con- 
sequence of a fall from ascaffold which he re- 
ceived in Galena some time ago. Spellacy 
claimed that he received the bogus money (four- 
teen pieces of which were found upon his per- 
son at the time ot his arrest) from a man who 16 
known as a counterfeiter by the officers in ex- 
change for some rope. He was released upon 
his own recognizance, with the recommendation 
that be be brought before the County Court 
and tried for insanity. 


Charles H. Taylor. Joseph Walsh, and Dancan 
Forbes, the proprietors of the illicit still at No. 
99 West Madison street which was seized by 
the revenue officers last Satueday, were brought 
before Commissioner Hoyne yesterday, and 
their examination was postponed until 10 o’clock 
this morning. The prisoners were placed 
under bail, Taylor $1,200, Waish $600, 
and Forbes 52.000. The two former 
furnished the requisite bonds and were 
released, but Forbes, failing to do this, was re- 
manded to jail. He was arrested Suoday morn- 
ing by Deputy-Marshal Jones, assisted by Chief 
Deputy Collector Springer, who went over to 
the piace at about 4o’clock. They sat about 
until about 7, when Forbes came in, and the 
warrant for bis arrest was read to him. His in- 
terest deepened as the reading progressed, and 
at its close he exeiaimed. Tou have got it 
pretty strong, baven’t you!“ He had in his 
hand a bydrometer, a thermometer, and a test- 
tube, all glass; apd. seeing these articles, Mr. 
Springer was convinced that he bad been out 
during the night working some other il 
licit distillery. Taking him to ane 
side, the officer questioned him closely, 
but he denied the charge emphatically. 
His attention was called to the tools which Mr. 
Springer at that time beld in his hands, where- 
upou Forbes snatched them and attempted to 
crush them in his hands; the thermometer and 
the hydromecer yielded to the pressure, but the 
test-tube, being composed of stronger materi- 
als, resisted his efforts. In the scuffle Forbes 
took from his pocket a bottle, wrapped in @ ba- 
per, which he let fall to the floor, evidently 
witu the intention of breaking it, but in this he 
did not succeed. Mrs. Taylor, however, made a 
rush fur it, seized it, and dashea it in pieces 
upon the floor. It contained spirits,—probaply 
a sample, or something of the sort. The other 
instruments had the appearance of having been 
used the night before.

ALLEGED ABORTION. 


Another unfortunate woman is hovering be- 
tween life and death, as the result of the bune- 
ling criminal work of some doctor. Yesterday 
morning James Ricketts reported at the Harri- 
son Street Police Station thata young woman 
who gave the name of May Brown called at his 
place, No. 377 State street, about a week ago, 
and rented a room. Last Saturday she com- 
plained of being unwell, and Sunday night or 
very early vestegday morning a very premature 
birth ensued. Officers Stewart and Steele 
were detailed to investigate the 
ease, and on going to the room — * 
by the woman discovered that sbe was in a 
dangerous condition. They immediately called 
in a doctor, who informed them that an abortion 
had been committed. While the officers were 
there a man called to see the woman, and was 
identified by persons living in the building as 
the same individual who had been there before. 
He was arrested and taken to the Armory, 
where he gave the name of O. F. Cbubbuck, of 
24 North Clark strect. Dr. James Ward was 
also arrested and accused of being the 
person who performed the criminal opera- 
tion. He asserted that be had not been in at- 
tendance on the woman since last October, when 
she was suffering from some ditease, and he 
had called on her to get his pay for the services 
rendered when he was arrested. When he first 
attended her she was an inmate of a house of 
ill-lame on Polk street, and he knew her by the 
name of Mionie Watkins or Atkios. The ac- 
cused claimed to be a graduate of the California 
Medical Institute (Eclectic), and said he had 
practiced in Chicago for the past fourteen years, 
but was about to go out of practice. He was 
not an abortionist, he said, and was inclined to 
the belief that some other person had committed 
the act for which he had been arrested. He was 
in the Armor last night awaiting the result of 
the woman’s confinement. - Dr. M. Jones at- 
tended the woman later, and informed a report- 
er that there was a probability of her recovery. 
The Coroner was notified to hold an inquest on 
the dead child. 

* THE PADRONES. 


The Humane Society has taken up the case of 
Frank Nels, the little violinist, who claims to 


have been abducted two years ago from Italy by 


the Padrone Charles Di Luca, and will prosecute 
the latter. The boy.informed the oflicers that 
the padrone occupied rooms in the stone-front 
building, No. 141 Adams street, oppo- 
site the City-Hall, and that he had 
eight persons iu all working for him. Officer 
Dudley, of the Society, and Detectives Healey 
and Hoffman visited the place last evening, and 
found, as the boy had stated, that Di Luca had 
been living there with awoman not his wife. 
There are two rooms, the second of which is 
divided by a partition. The first is a living 
room, and also contains a bed, and the 
other apartments contain beds in which 
the children are huddled. Contrary to 
expectation, the place was fairly clean and tidy. 
A hali-dozen Italians were sitting about the 
room, engaged in consulting Di Luca’s lawyer. 
and presumably all of them are engaged in the 
padrone business. While there a party of three 
came iu, having had a bad day of it, and gathered 
in only 18 cents. These the officers placed 
under arrest, and at the station they 
gave the names of Joseph Chinchiola, 
aged 22 years; Mikolas, his brother, aged 
12 years; and Marie Antonia Fernandina, aged 
9 years. The boys claimed to be brothers, and 
said they came from Italy two years ago. They 
only boarded with Di Luca, and paid him $5 a 
month each for their board, and all over that 
they had to themselves.

SPECIAL ASSESSMENTS. 
THE GUESS OF ALD. STAUBER, 
that there were from $300,000 to $700,000 in re- 
bates on special assessments in the City Treas- 
ury, was somewhat wild, the sum to the credit 
of the fund Jan. 1 being $189,000.

they would drop in and get it. He told a IR- 
UNE reporter yesterday that it was impossible 
to tell (be having uo way to find out) how much 
of the $189,000 was due to property-owners who 
had been overassessed for imorovements, and 
bow much was chargeable to improve- 
ments for which the assessments had been, or 
were being, collected. Assessment Clerk 
Jones was apoealed to for information, and said 
he could find out the exact amount of rebates 
by going over bis books, but that would take 
him three weeks. The amounts ranged from 
10 cents to $50. He thought about $50,000 
would cover them. The accumulation of these 
rebates in the Treasury is doubtless due to the 
fact that no notice of their existence is given 
to property-ommers. Previous to the 
fire notice as Fiven. Under the 
system then in vogue the authorities 
waited until all the money was collected before 
paying a rebate, but since 1870 the contractors 
have been required to do the waiting, and two 
weeks after tne completion of an improvement 
the rebate, if any, could be had on application. 
Ald. Stauber has dug out of the records the re- 
bates due on improvements in his ward (the 
Fifteenth), and he said last evening that he 
wouldan’i stop until be bad brought them all tothe 
surface and had them published in the Council 
proceed. nes for the information of those inter- 
ested. The publication in THs 1 RIBUNS, several 
months ago, that there was in the Treasury a 
large amount of money due property-owners on 
rebates, resultcd in numerous calis on the As- 
sessment Clerk, and he paid out several thou- 
sand dollars to people-who were ignorant that 
they were eatitled to anything. Over $50,000 
still remains uncalled for, and as it will be 
months, perhaps, before Ald. Stauber is able to 
carry out bis intention, those who have been 
assessed for improvements within ten years 
may be agreeably surprised. by paying a visit to 
the City-Hall. Some will doubtiess get noth- 
ing, others small sums, but not a few amounts 
ranging from $10 to 850.

TELLER’S COMMITTEE. 


Democratic Testimony Taken in cherte 


ton. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Jan. N. — The Teller Com- 
mittee was occupied mainly to-day in hearing 
Democratic testimony as to the conduct of the 
canvass and election in Williamsburg and 
Sumter Counties. State Senator Maurice testt- 
fied to lukewarmness and divisions of the Re- 
publicans in Williamsburg, and to the general 
bad character of Swails, the Republican leader. 
It was in consequence of Swails’ threats that be 
was notified that he would be held responsible 
for any bioodshed or house-buruing, and bad 
better leave the county circuit. 

Solicitor Hirsh, a Republican until 1877, said 
he had investigated, by Hampton's direction, 
the different charges made by Swails, and found 
that while the Oak mecting was not beld to ad- 
voca ey, that Swails was not arrested by 
Red — that no threats had been made 
against Swails except he would be held to ac 
count for any bloodsbeu or iucendiarism. 

Jack E. Epps, colored preacher, testified that 
he abstained from voting at the election, and is 
in consequence debarred by colored Republicans 
from ministering in the Baptist churches he had 


reculariy served. 

J. I. Heiward’ (white) testified that an iuvita- 
tion to Swails to ride into Kings Tree with the 
Red Shirts was freely accepted by Swails when 
he had been assured no harm would be done 


bim. 
J. B. Chandler (white) testifiea that armed 
negroes surreunded Cedar Swamp Precinct, say- 
ing the ballots should pot be counted. The 
bailot-box was sent off on a by-path, while ne- 
groes lay in wait for it on the usual road. It 
was the intention of the negroes to murder the 
managers and seize the box. 

The first Democratic witness from Richland 
County was Paul Ludwig, who testified as to 
the peacefulness of the election. This witness 
went to sumter with a cannon Oct. 12, and tes- 
tified that only biank cartridges were taken, 
and that one guo was ran up to the Court- 
House without orders because a riot was going 


on.

“NEMO” HEDGES. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 

New York, Jan. 26.—Now that they have a 
little time for rest, and are not engaged from 
early morpving until late at night estimating 
losses, attending meetings to appoint Commit- 
tees to adjust them, and otherwise laboring 
with the details of losses caused. by the two 
great fires of last week, our insurance men 
must or ought to be heartily ashamed of them- 
selves for the absolutely ludicrous attitude they 
have assumed for four or five days past. They 
have been as excited as a parcel of cats on a 
back fence by a newcomer, and, with elongated 
countenances, tearful eyes, and panic-stricken 
ways, they have helped cach other to imagine 
and believe that downright ruin and bankruptcy 
were hovering over them with drawn sword. 
With a pitiful supply of backbone and 


moral; courage, they have viewed until 
’ to-day the recent fires as the 
lorerunners of insolvency if not 


annihilation, but the feellug is changing toa 
more cheerful tone, and officers of companies 
are regainiug courage, and with it a little of a 
= which has been very scarce since last 

turday morning, viz.: common sense. It is 
well. if the record of the past four days be 
3 in Mercy’s name what is discredit- 
able 

NOBODY BADLY HURT. 

The two fires of Tuesday and Friday nights 
burned up property worth $4,000,000. That is 
true. One building was burned in the first, two 
in the second, beside two others badly damaged. 
This is the sum total of the entire loss, and it is 
not the first nor the second t'me that such heavy 
losses have occurred in this city, nor wili it, in 
all human probapility,-be the last. But while 
this was the outside extent of the damage, it is 
felt that these two losses actually wiped out the 
entire premium receipts of the past year. If 
this aggregate experience had been equally 
scattered, it might bave been less disastrous, 
but some companies lost twice as much by these 
fires as their receipts on city business for 1878, 
and of course they set up a yell like a dog with 
a tin-pail attachment. Then the people saw the 
apparent enormous losses ef the Engiish com- 
panies. The Liverpool & London & Globe had 
$145,000, the Imperial & Northern . $150,000, 
Commercial Union $75,000, Royal $50,000, etc., 
but they didn’t think that these sums are mere 
flea-bites for those mammoth institutions, and 
that the $145,000 for he rst named isa much 
smaller sum proportionately than $40,000 to a 
city company of $200,000 capital and as much 
more surplus. In fact, in looking over the list 
there are ouly three companies whose surplus 
funds are affected sufficiently to bring them to 
grief, while in every other instance the losses 
can be paid without imperiling the losers even 
in a remote degree. It is simply a case of no- 
body hurt.“ 

THE CITY NOT ENDANGERED. 

This ridiculous panic is of such small dimen- 
sions that it ie difficult to treat it soberly. The 
idea which went forth the day succeeding the 
fire, and which has been harped upon with in- 
creasing clamor ever since, and which doubtless 
produced the saiue impression elsewhere, was 
that the City of New York bad narrowly escaped 


flag ration. This is too punv and contemptibie 
to require much consideration. The fast is that 
the first fire was confined by the firemen to the 
four walls of one building. The second fire 
burned through two party walls of one building 
running from Worth to Thomas street, but was 
confined by two independent walls as soon as it 
metthem. The firemen were able to prevent its 
crossing Thomas street, which is only thirty- 
Jour feet wide between buildings! They easily 
held it in check from crossing Worth street, 
aud thus this great, threatening conflagration 
actually burnt over less territory than your big 
Field, Leiter & Co. fire in the Singer Building 
many months ago. ‘There might have been a 
wind, and there might have been frozen hy- 
drants. There might have been a shower of 
gold, but there wasn’t, and thatis just all that 
can be said. Toget up a scare on two little 
fires idvolving 84, 000.000 loss is about the thin- 
nest fraud of the season. 
HOW IT WAS CREATED. 

This panic among the insurance companies 
and the public was created by the newspapers, 
egged on by the frightened companies them- 
selves. The papers interviewed various insur- 
ance officials and got exaggerated statements of 
the losses and the effect upon the business, and 
printed them. Then the merchants desiring insur- 
ance seut out orders for increased lines at a mo- 
ment when the companies wtre disposed to re- 
strict lines to minimum sums. The supply being 
partially cut off and the demand increased. still 
turther hightened the small panic. It was urged 
that merchants were unabie to obtain insurance, 
and on the surface it appeared as if the business 
of fire-insurance had been affected by the blind- 
staggers. The brokers were iufected, and the 
contagion spread, but a little judicious blood- 
letting by afew bold and determined fellows 
broke the spell. Io-day the situation is calm 
and serene, and, excepting upon certein risks 
which demand upwards of a million each, any- 
body with a respectable risk willing to pay a 
reasonable rate can get all the msurance re- 
quired. 

JUMPING THE RATES. 

The first effect of this scare was to raise rates 
in the dry-goods district (which it is proper here 
to say takes in that part of the city bounded by 
Grand, Elm, and Reade streets and West Broad- 
way) to the gross tariff, which means the tariff 
rates as they stood prior to 1875, when a 20-per- 
cent deduction was permitted. This was cone 
so universally that merchants were taken aback. 
They had been paying 50, 60, or 75 cents on risks 
adjudged to be desirable, and now were con- 
fronted with the alternative of paying 70, 50, or 
100 cents on the same property. But they paid 
it rather than not to have the insurance, and 
the companies soon regained courage enough to 
haul in the premiums iv a manner unequaled 
since the days succeeding the Chicago and Bos- 
ton fires. This lasted until yesterday, when 
there was a visible yielding to the demand for 
concessions, and to-day the gross tariff is the ex- 
ception instead of the rule. 

HOW MERCHANTS WERE HUMBUGGED. 

The prime movers in this little game were the 
great companies who control large lines of in- 
surance inthe dry-goods district. When their 
customers sent orders for increased insurance 
they returned them With the information that 
they could not fill them excepting et an ad- 
vanced rate. The brokers caught the same idea. 
One merchant who on Monday got $200,000 at 
45 cents, on Saturday was glad to pay 8. An- 
other who had for three years been insured at 50 
cents, had hard work to get any policies on 
Monday last at 1 percent. The Liverpool, London 
& Globe broker was on the street trying to re- 
iusure a line on II. B. Claflin & Co.’s establish- 
ment at 95 cents fer which they only received a 
few weeks ago 75 cents, until the firm heard of 
it and evaded the issue by canceling the policy 
to prevent the agitation. Stories are told and 
enjoyed with great unction now how merchants 
were bamboozled into paying double rates for a 
few days, and in many an offic? it is remarked, 
„Well, the game isn’t all onesided: we've been 
cutting down rates at the behest of the assured 
tor four years; it is our turn to put em up 
again now.“ 
WHAT THE COOL HEADS DESIRE. 

The foolishness of some of the companies in 
allowing their panicky fear to crowd them into 
an excessive advance in rates in the heat of the 
excitement, threatens to defeat a reform which 
for vears bas been needed to sirengthen the 
fire-insurance business here and elsewhere. 
What was demanded before these fires might 
have been put into execution after the fires, if 
wisdom instead of fright bad prevailed. It was 
simply a reasonable advance, say of 25 per cent 
all around. That would have stood the test of 
time; customers would have been satisfied;

GOING FOR THE JOHN BULL COMPANIES. 

The evidence thickens that there will bea 
lively contest in the Legislature over the impo- 
sition of further restraints upon English fire-in- 
surance companies doiug business in this Stata. 
The local companies are jealous to the last de- 
gree, and when they see their business slowly 
but surely going year by year off their books on 
to the books of English companies, they are the 
mad, madder, maddest lot of fellows lu the busi- 
ness. What thev would have rejoiced to see in 
the late fires would have been the English losses 
trebled and their own lessened, but alas! for 
human calculation: when the big toe of an En- 
foint of is pinched the whole foot and enkle-

n the meantime, don’t you believe in any more 
insurance panics unless fires destroy property 
worth $20,000,000 in one day. Nothing short of 
that will bankrupt fire companies of recognized 
respectability. 
THE SCOTTISH COMMERCIAL. 

In a recent letter to Tue Tripuns I printed a 
paragraph from the Jnswrance Times of this city, 
relating to the Scottish Commercial insurance 
Company. The Hon. John F. Smyth, Insurance 
Superintendent, speaking of the Times attack 
on the Scottish Commercial, says: “ I have not 
seen the statement in the Jnsurance Times 
touching the Scottish Commercial Insurance 
Compauy. Neither it or any other newspaper 
is authorized to speak for this department.” 
It will thus be seen that the rumors started by 
the Times have nothing to stand upon; that 
Mr. Smyth has expressed no misgivings about 
the Company. NEMO.

LIFE- INSURANCE. 
To the Hdttor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaao, Jan. 25.—In their letter of the 19th 
of November, 1878, which has been published as 
an advertisement in nearly every newspaper in 
the United States, the 14 officers of the 
largest life company in the N orld state: 

lu view of the possible depreciation below 
the vital standard, by reason of the unusual 
number of retiring members during the last 
three years, it was incumbent on the manage- 
ment to check this dpcrease by such means as 
would be efficient to the end sought and least 
burdensome to the existing policy-holders of 
the Company.” 

Of candor and accuracy the managers of this 
Company appear to be quite destitute, but of 
evasion and concealment they have au unlimit- 
ed supply. 

Prior to 1475 their reports to policy-holders 
contained statistics showing the percentage of 
the amount of actual death losses tothe amount 
expected by the mortality tables, as follows:

Since 1874 this important information has 
been carefully. omitted from all reports, pre- 
sumably because the percentage of actual 
losses to expected losses increased to a poiut 
which would make an odious comparison with 
previous years, or with the ratios of other com- 
panies. Possibly because some inquisitive Iu- 
surance Commissioner made calculations and 
found the Company's figures incorrect. Cer- 
tainly the suppression of this information was 


not prompted by praiseworthy motives. 

But the — cause ol impaired vitality 
has never been acknowiedged or even alluded to 
by the officers. 

The first and plainest oh ge mg of the busi- 
nes is that insurance should be written only 
upon the lives of persons in good health. 

For over thirty years the officers of the Mutual 
Life have appropriated all the dividends to the 
purchase of additional insurances upon the lives 
of its members without any medical examina- 
tion, except that made at the issue of the 
original policy, and without knowing whether 
the subjects of this insurance were, when the 
additional insurances were granted, in good 
health or at the polut of death. 

The most superficial consideration is enough 
to convince any person of ordinary intelligence 
that of 75,000 lives of which might have been 
sound five, ten, twenty, and thirty years ago, a 
large proportion would become in these periods 
more or less impaired and uninsurable in any 
respectable company. 

‘Lhe amounts of insurance issued by this Com- 
papy in violation of this fundamental principle 
may be judged of by the fact that in the last 
seven years alone it excceded the enormous 
sum of fifty millions of dollars. 

As to how much of this 650,000, 000 has since 
been surrendered, the reports are silent, and no 
one outside the active mangers of the Company 
can know. 

While the Mutual’s lead in this monstrous 
blunder (undoubtedly one of the greatest ever 
made in the business) was readily followed by 


adopted by the old companies of New England 
and New Jersey: hence the latter are pot pow 
found engaged in frantic efforis to bring in 
“Dew blood to restore an impaired vitai- 
ity. 

The damaging effects of this false step nec- 
essarily — with the age of the Company 
and its polié-holders, and, if not abaudoned 
before, many years, its resuit will most serious- 
ly affect the Company. 

In their thirty-third report, page 39, the ofti- 
cers state: In a Mutual Company the utmost 
attainable equality of right and privilege 
should exist among its members, and every 
practice inconsistent with this should be aban- 
doned.”’ 

It is the very opposite of the “‘ utmost at- 
tainable equality of privilege,” to write up, 
without any medical scrutiny, from six to nine 
millions zof insurance annually upon the lives 
of old members, some of whom are in good 
health, and some of whom must be impaired 
and uninsurable. 

The Mutual Life-Insurance Company proba- 
bly needs new blood.” It certainly needs a 
reformation in its management. R. W. H. 


SPELLING REFORM. 


United States 


An Open Petition to the 
Congress. 

Honorable Gentlemen: Permit your humble 
petitioner to urge upon your attention the de- 
sirableness of putting in course of early adop- 
tion a simple and practical system of spelling. 

While our language is conceded to be the 
most expressive and logical, as well as simple, 
of any in the civilized world, its etymology is so 
utterly devoid of system that the spelling of 
each and every word has to be separately 
learned, requiring an average of at least five 
years of study to become a passable speller, and 
very many more to master the art. Indeed, I 
question whether the champion pedestrian of 
this fast age would be able to get over ground 
enough to find an average of two persons per 
day who, even though he met numbers who 
had devoted themselves to literary pursuits 
for half a century, could promptly and uner- 
ringly spell every common word in our language 
without consulting a dictionary. 

And vet the whole difficulty, necessitating 
years to acquire that which might be learned in 
as many weeks, lies in the lack of the Moption 
of asimple system that would give to every 
consonant and vowel adefinite and universal 
office to perform,—a system which would spell 
every word exactly as pronounced, and pro- 
nounce every word exactly as spelled. 

For instance, if beau, dough, go, khow, low, 
sew, toe, and all syllables and words of like 
pronunciation, were spciled with the simple 
consonant and vowel, like go, the moment the 
simple alphabet, and the method of putting the 
censonant and vowel sounds together to spell 
one of those words, was learned, the learner 
would be able to spell all of them. But vow, 
having been instructed how to spell dough, 
and being asked to spell toe, the new 
beginner would be apt to respond t-o-u-g-b, toe 
which would be a tough way of spelling toe | 
or if asked to spell go, would respond, g-o-u-g-h, 
go, which might raise a loud goughphaugh at 
said new beginner’s expense, and tend to throw 
co d water on his ambition to learn to spell all 
the thousands of words in our language! 

While admitting that there has been some 
progress ju this matter,—tbat it is less laborious 
to spell labor to-day than it was to spell the 
labour of a hundred years ago; that the fogge 
ot then was dense compared to the fog of to- 
day; and, also, that at the same rate of 

rogress. our descendants of a hundred years 
— may dispeuse with the ominous grunt 
(uch!) after spelling tho, and probably with 
many silent letters and double consonants, yet 
why permit the oceans of time and money to be 
wasted, if by timely and judicious action it is 
practicable to adopt and speedily inaugurate a 
system that, though making but very trifling 
— in our present alobabet, will enable 


and in the end harmony would have prevalled. 


learned only the simple alphabet and the 
method of joining the consonants with the 
vowels to unerringly spell every common word 
he hears — and pronounce 
every common word he sees 8 by that sys~ 
tem! (Proper names will of Course be an ex- 
ception, at least to some extent.) 

bo can estimate the saving that would result 
from the adoption of such asystem! Say only 
three years’ time each to a people already num- 
bering 45,000,000 and rapidly increasing, and 
what measure ever engaged the attention of 
your, honorable body approaching it iu magnui- 
ude 

But the above does not cover the extent of 
the saying. Suchasystem, by expunging all 
such monstrously tortuous combinations of | let- 
ters as w-e-i-gh, wa, all silent letters, doubie 
consonants, etc, would economize at least 25 per 
cent of all the space of "y matter, papers 
books, etc. Nor yet is this all. It would 
economize writing,—save at least one-fourth of 
all the time — by the thousands of literary 
writers, clerks, copyists, etc., Constantly em- 
ployed in writing, avd more or less time to the 
millions besides who thus employ only a portion 
of their time. 

How to adopt and inaugurate a 1518 is the 
problem. The people are awake to the im por- 
tance of this matter. The State Legislatures of 
Connecticut, Pennsylvania, and Wisconsin, and 
numerous School Boards throughout the coun- 
try, including that of Chicago, have taken do- 
cided action in favor of Spelling Reform, Even 
iu slow-going old England, hundreds of School 
Boards and Educational Associations have peti- 
tionea their Government to act upon this ques- 
tion of simplifying the spelling of the English 
language. 

Tun Cnicado SuNDAY TRIBUNE ot Dec. 29 
last contained an admirable editorial on this 
subject, concluding as follows: 

„ Euough bas been written to show the im- 

rtance and reasonableness of spelling-reform. 
Ine strongest opposition to it comes, after all, 
not from knowledge or rational con- 
servatism, but from orance, prejudiee, and 
the unwillipgness of men to exchange what 
they know for what they don’t know. It is the 
duty of intelligent men everywhere to assist in 
the movement; and a State so far in advance in 
constitutional reform as Illinois is should not 
lag behind in a great educational work. The 
resolution of our Board of Education is timely. 
We hope it will receive the attention it deserves 
ja the Legislature.“ 

Now, your petitioner humbly contends that 
this is a national matter, and should be acted 
upon by the National Legislature. Pardon the 
presumption (incited by an ardent desire 
to sce our idolized American Nation 
lead in this stupendous reform, as well as in 
other great measures of human progress) of 
suggesting that your {honorable body create 
a capable Commission, empowered to offer a 
suitable reward for the best system furnished 
within a brief specified time, all systems sub- 
mitted to become the property of the American 
public. The Commission to select the best, im- 
prove itif they see opportunity to do so, and 
send it forth with a Congressional recom menda- 
tion of, or enactment for, its general adoption. 

This would warrant publishers in issuing re- 
form school-books and schools in adopting 
them; would lead to its use among newspapers 
and jouruals; and speedily and successiully ac- 
complish the work. The reward offered would 
draw out the best possible system, and Con- 
gresstonal sanction would inaugurate its adop- 
tion. 

Your petitioner would urge, in behalf of at 
once adopting a radical aud thorough system, 
that this speiling-reform is not well adapted to 
gradual and piecemeal adoption, correcting one 
class of words this year and another a few years 
hence, for the reason that every little change, 
to become adopted ready for the taking of an- 
other step, requires the issuance of an entire 
new set of school-books, including dictionary. 
which is a stupendous undertaking, and were 
much better done at once for all. There can 
hardly be doubt that there is wisdom and fore- 
sight sufliment in this American Nation, repre- 
sented in yuur honorable body, to produce a 
system that will meet the requirements and 
stand the test of ages, aud be so easy of acquire- 
ment that not only wilevery American citizen 
become a proficient speller and reader, but will 
be the means of extending our language abroad 
until it shall become the grand medium of in- 
tercourse of the whole civilized world,

An ingenious chess-playing figure of novel 
construction is now being exhibited in London 
at the Royal Aquarium under the titie of 
“* Mephisto,” and will shortly leave this city for 
Paris.

** Mephisto” d upon another principle. 
He is actuated without by a buman iv- 
telligence, aud the problem is to ascertain how 
the moves ww the board become known to his 
director, and how the counter- moves are com- 
municated to the figure. The new chess-player, 
who had been exhibited at the inventor’s house 
for some time before his introduction to the 
public, is a Mephistopheles seated in a chair, the 
Chair aved at an ordinary chess-table. 
Ihe piece of furniture ou which he sits contains 
u deep seat, but this, as well as the body of the 
figure, may be investigated while play is going 
on, and it is clear that there is no person con- 
cealed in either. Mephisto“ raises his arm, 
grasps the piece with his hand, and moves 
t to its proper square. He moves from 
the board the pieces he captures, and 
signifies check by touching the opponent's 
king. Sometimes he moves very quickly, 
sometimes takes time to deliberate. Ovcasion- 
aliy he lifts his face to his opponent and looks 
up withasmile. These are little tricks to in- 
crease the effect of bis skill as a scientific chess- 
plaver,—which is, indeed, considerable. Ordi- 
narily the board is uncovered, but occasionally 
a newspaper is placed over it, so that the moves 
could not be reflected by a mirror in the ceiling, 
and Mephisto“ plays a move in spite of the 
obstruction. The mystery of ‘* Mephisto’s”’ 
action is to be explained by the use of clever 
mechanism. The ‘movements of the arm are 
very free and varied; more so, for instance, 
than those of Mr. Maskelyne’s automaton whist- 
player. But although Mr. Babbage held it to 
ble so to calculate beforehand the 
changes which could be rung upon the 
squares of the chess-board by the pieces placed 
upon it and to construct mechanism to provide 
for all, the merit is not claimed for Mephisto“ 
of being entirely automatic. The inventor says, 
by way of au apology for id part supplying the 
deficiencies of mechanism by human intelli- 
gence, that life is too short to construct a chess- 
player who should be entirely automatic. He 
is also the inventor of a permutating lock, the 
key of which is provided with nineteen pins, 
each of which admits of three positions, and it 
has been calculated that even for the minor 
number of permutations resulting from these 
figures a man would be engaged 130 lifetimes, . 
ten hours a day, 300 days a year, fifty years of 
his life, to work them through. The thirty-two 
ieces on the sixty-four squares of the chess- 
oard with the varying powers of some, would 
give a still larger number of combinations, and, 
as Mephisto“ was perfected in six or seven 
years, itis not surprising to learn that he is not 
entirely automatic, but is a medium for the ex- 
ercise of human intelligence manifested only in 
a novel and at present an occult way.

How the Hespital Expenses Are Run Up--Seme

Many complimentary things are being spoken 
concerning the management of the County Hos- 
pital since the advent of the new Warden and 
Matron, and, if the reports of all visitors be 
true, decided reformation in that institution is 
being worked. Warden Mills has commenced 
his duties by attempting to correct some of the 
evils and abuses which have been prevalent since 
the new Hospital building wae completed, and, 
in doing this, he has discovered many things 
which tend to show that the institution has here- 
tofore been run at loose ends,“ so to speak, 
Among the most common of these abuses is 
one which, perhaps, it would be difficult to rem- 
vdy, at lcast immediately, and one for which no 
special blame can be attached to the officers of 
the Hospital, although they might by a little 
extra effor! have mitigated the evil.

When Warden Mills took his 
pusition he found many of the cots occupied by 
two patients, and the wards filled to overilow- 
ing. He at once set about discovering who 
reallv had a claim upon the charity of this 
county and who had not, with a view of 
weeding out the latter as fast as 
practicable. He found upon the list persons 
from adjacent counties, from distant counties 
in I}iinois, and from one or two neighboring 
States. One woman in particular was found to 
hail from Council! Bluffs, Ia., she having been 
shipped on here by the authorities of that 
place, who put m her pocket about $3, with 
which to take care of herself the night of her 
arrival. They have been notified that they 
must take her back and provide for her. There 
“ts searceiv a day passes that ope 
cannot find one or more paupers 
luiterine about the Northwestern 
Gepot, who have reached their destination on 
‘he incoming trains. Of course they must be 
‘urnisbed with temporary relief, or they may 
lie in the streets, and, as they have no moneys, 
the Only place to take them to is the Countv 
Hospital or some other charitable institution, 
and there they go. If by subsequent inquiries 
they are found to be the poor of some other 
sounty or State, the authorities are notified, but 
if they are transported back, the burden of 
sransportation necessarily falls upon Cook 
‘County. é : 
THIS IS AN IMPOSITION 
which is practiced upon Chicago and Cook 
County almost dailv by the officers ot other 
counties and States, who doubtless think that 
ler have done a creditable thing, and receive 
‘he commendation of their own people. along 
vith the curses of the community thus imposed 
aun. 
Chicago is great, and Chicago is generous. 
This is a well-known fact, and it is also known 
“thet her charitable institutions are not ex- 
celled by any city on the continent: so when 
un Overseer of the Poor in a county wherein 
ao alms-house or public bospital exists finds 
two or three paupers thrust upon him, ne 
anceremoviously rids himself of the burden ol 
tis ir support by giving them a pass and chanve 
. suough, perhaps, for a night’s Jodging, and ships 
lem to Chicago. His annual reports show 
economy, and be is bighly commended by his 
people, at the expense of Cook County. Cbi- 
cago has enough to do to take care of its own 
sick and poor, and this importation should be 
stopped, which can probably only be accom- 
polished by promptly shipping the foreign paupers 
back, to their starting point upon their 
being discovered in our depots. Perhaps, also, 
tie officers of the different railways centering 
in this city might be incaced to co-operate with. 
the authorities aud refuse to furnish any pau- 
‘per outside of the county with a pass to Chi- 
cago. 
ONE OTHER THING ‘ 
might de said in counection with this subject, 
atut it is done at the suggestion of some of the 
olficers of the public charitable institutions of 
the city. There are enough of these here to 
cover all the ground that it is necessary to cov- 
er, and most of them are weil supported; yet 
many ladies. with benevolence in their hearts, 
avbear to think it their heayen-called duty to 
start new objects of charity under the 
Stute law. at the rate of about 
oue or two a year. They 
elect (after a great deal of trouble and some i- 
Jeclipg) a resident, a Recording Secretary, a 
‘Corresponding Secretary, a Treasurer, an As- 
sistant Treasurer, and a score or so of Vice 
Presidents, each with a supposed duty to per- 
‘form. This generally consumes about one year, 
during which time the “Society”? has been dis- 
banded and resurrected once or twice and has 
thanged officers an indetinite number of times, 
and then the Association is ready for business. 
Regular weekly meetings are held, full reports 
oi which deluge the newspaper offices; commit- 
tees are duly appointed, and work is commenc- 
td. This consists principally in begging, under 
different guises, such as organizing strawberry 
festivals, balis, lawn parties, fairs, bazars, and 
carniva!s,—for all of which tickets are 
sald amoug business-men by ladies who will not 
be put down any more than would Banquo’s 
3 Counting-rooms and offices are invaded 
these charityespectres daily; they will not 
take no for au answer, and the unfortunate man 
Who has not succeeded in making his escape is 
obiiged to purchase a ticket, which immediately 
fincs its way to the waste basket, in order to get 
rid of the solicitor, who is unanimously voted a 
nuisapce by the victim. 
3 ONE OF THE OFFICERS 
of the County Hospital yesterday gave vent to 
dis feelings upon this subjest to a reporter sub- 
stantially asioliows. Said he: “If the be- 
nevolent apd public-spirited women’ of this 
city would confine their attention to personally 
supervisiog the work of running the Hospital 
and the other charitable institutions here, and 
sce that the money which is furnisbed tor that 
purpose is judicionsiy expended, they would re- 
ecive more thanks and less curses from the 
business portion of the community. There is 
no necessity for raising contributions for 
these institutions; there have been barrels of 
money appropriated for the purpose, and 
it is only necessary-to see that it is judiciously 
te-portioned so as to give the greatest possible 
benelit to the community. It would, I think, 
be a great idea to coustruct a separate building 
In connection with the County Hospital for a 
| lying-iIn department, Over this the ladies could 
preside. we would fit them up a room in which 
_. they could organize, elect as many officers as 
they pleased, hold meetings, and vet their names 
| 4u Lhe papers every day, and be as bappv as their 
could wish. This would accommodate

In order to 
save enough silver in this country for change, it 
was found necessary in 1853 to reduce the value 
of all our silver coins of less dcoomination than 
$1.

ited legal-tender, and the only reasou that gold 
and silver differ in value to-day is because guld 
has . on account of the great demand 
eaused)by the new position given it in the mon- 
etary system. That silver has not depreciated 
is susceptible of the plainest proof. For in- 
stance, take the bullion in a silver dollar to-day, 
and go into the market and offer to buy any of 
the necessaries of life, or of the products of la- 
‘bor. and vou will find when your purchases are 
completed that you have more goods than the 
same bullion would have bought in 1873. 
wher that same amount ot bullion 
was worth three or four cents more than 
the gold dollar. Then, if this is the case, silver 
has not depreciated, but gold has appreciated, 
and how shall we remedy it? I say. lessen the 
demand for it. by free and unlimited coinage 
and use of silver. When silver was the highest 
gold was in general circulation; now that gold 
is the highest let silver take its place and the 
demand for gold will cease, and as a matter of 
course it will lose its speculative price and 
geek its level. 

Look at the British and Germanic Empires, 
which save adopted the gold standard, and you 
will see a sickening illustration of what dear 
nroney has done tor once prosperous and bappy 
people. Bankruptcy, starvation, corruption, 
and suicide are the rule instead of the exception. 

While France, with her six or seven hundred 
millions ot iu!) legal-tender silver, circulating 
aloneside as much more gold, is prosperous and 
her people happy, and in our «wn grand Re- 
public (where all our indebtedness was con- 
tracted on the basis of the silver dollar). just in 
proportion as we have discredited that standard 
and restricted the circulation, just to that ex- 
tent has our commercial interests suffered and 
our people been wrongfuily oppressed; and our 
ouly true way out is to open our Mints to the 
free coinage of both gold and silver, and use 
the cheaper of the twoto such an extent that 
the dearer will be negiected and uncalled for 
until it appears on an equal footing with its 
neighbor aud co-workerin the general commerce 
of the world.

CANADIAN RECIPROCITY. 


The Bill Introduced by Mr. Cox, of New 


York. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 

* Wasmineton, D. C., Jan. 25.—Mr. Cox, of 
New York, has introduced a new plan fora 
Reciprocity Treaty with Canada, which is con- 
tained in the following biil, entitled A bill to 
regulate commerce between the United States 
and the Dominion of Canada in articles the 
growth, production, or manufacture of said 
countries, and to provide for reciprocal naviga- 
tion: 

Be it Enacted, etc., That, so soon as this act 
shall beco.ne law and be put in. operation in 
manner hereinafter provided, all articles the 
growth, production, or manufacture of the in- 
babitapts af the Dominion of Canada, not men- 
tioned and specified in the schedules hereunto 


-anpnexed, marked respectively A, B, and C, when 


entered or withdrawn from bond for consump- 
tion in the United States, shall be admitted free 
of duty or other charge. 

Sze. 2. On all articles: 
production, or manufacture of the mhab- 
itants of the Dominion of Canada, men- 
tioned in schedules marked A and B. when eu- 
tered or withdrawn from bond for consumption 
as aforesaid, there shall be levied, collected, and 
paid the several rates of duty mentioned in said 
scnedules so marked. 

Sec. 3. All articles manufactured from mate- 
rials which have undergone the process of man- 
ufacture in countries foreign to the Dominion 
of Canada or the United States, or either of 
them, and all such as are mentioned in Sched- 
ule C, are hereby excluded from the operation 
of this act; and that duties chargeable on the 
same shall not be affected or changed bv any of 
its provisions, vor shall this act in any manner 
affect or change the laws providing for the 
transportation in bond of goods through the 
United States to or from said Dominion. 

Sec. 4. the value of all such articles as are 
mentioned in such schedule marked A shal! be 
taken to be their usual market value at the 
place of growth, production, or manufacture in 
said Dominion of Canada, and said value shall 
be ascertained in the same manner as in respect 
to 8 imported from other countries. 

Sec. 5. The origin of all articles imported in- 
to the United States under the provisions of this 
act shall be ascertained and established by the 
oath of the person or persons growing, produc- 
ing, or manufacturing the same, or of some person 
or agent cognizant thereo!; and the bill of lading 
or invoice of such articles sball be accompanied by 
said oath aud by a certificate of a Consul or Con- 
sular or commercial agent of the United States, 
that he is satisfied with and believes the ‘allega- 
tions coutaiped in said oath are true: Provded 
always, That in cases where the value of such 
articles does not exceed 850, the examining of- 
ficer may admit them en tbe declaration or oath 
of the person importing the same, as to their 
value and origin. 

Sec. 6. The inhabitants of said Dominion of 
Canada shall have, possess, and enjoy the same 
privileges and rights, aud be subject to the same 
regulatiens aud tolls, in respect to the use and 
navigation of the inland waters. lakes, rivers, 
aud canals of the United States, with their ves- 
seis and boats, as the inhabitants of the United 
States. 

Sec. 7. All acts, parts of acts, and laws incon- 
sigsteat or in conflict with this uct, so far as they 
relate to or include the Dominion of Canada, 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. S. This act shall take effect and become 
law as soon as the President of the United States 
shall, by his proclamation, declare thst it has 
beer certified to bis satisfaction that the Legis- 
lature of the Dominion of Canada has passed an 
act similar in terms to this act. establishing like 
duties on the articles mentioned in said Sched- 
ules A and B, being the growth, produc- 
tion, or manufacture of the United States. 
when entered or withdrawn from bond for 
cousumption mn said Dominion, excluding or not 
the articles mentioned in Schedule C; asd that 
said Dominion act provides for the admission 
to Canaia of all articles the growth, produc- 
Lion, or manufacture of the inhabitants of the 
United States vot mentioned in any of said 
Svbedules A, B. and C, and also that said Do- 
minion act contains a clause conferring on tbe 
inhabitants of the United States the same rights 
and privileges in respect to the navigation of 
the inland waters, lakes, rivers, and canals of 
said Dominion of Canada, with their vessels and 
boats, ain! OD the same terms, as. are conierred 
on the inhabitants of said Dominion by this act 
ip respect to Navigating the inland waters, lakes, 
rivers, aud cabals of the United States.

CUSTOMS. 

Receipts and Collection-Expenses at All the 
Ports of the United States fer the Last 
Fiscal Year. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasninoaton, D. C., Jan. 25.—The following 
tables show the receipts and collection-expenses 
of customs at all the ports of the United States 
for the last fiscal year. It will be seen that 
some of these ports show an extraordinary 
amount of expenditures and a mioimum of re- 
ceipts; but the Treasury has always maivtained 
that it would be unwise to abolish the smaller 
ports, which, although they yield no revenue, 
are very serviceabie to the revenue as preventive 
agencies. It is claimed that, were they abolish- 
ed, the cost to the Government to prevent 
smuggling at these ports would be vastly great- 
er than the present cost of supporting them. 

The large amount of collection-expense at Chi- 

cago, as compared with St. Louis, is due to the 

fact that the duties at St. Louis are mainly col- 
lected on one article, sugar, and the expense is 
copsequentiy very much less than at Chicago, 

where the duties cover a great variety of im-

Inter-State Commerce. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Burrato, N. V., Jan. 24.—It stands the West 
in band to use its powerful influence in favor of 
the most judicious Inter-State Commerce law; 
more sweeping in its effect than the now pend- 
jog bill before Congress. The law should sweep 
away at once—now and ferever—the barbarous 
canal-tolls and tributes levied upon the proper- 
ty of one State seeking the markets of the 
world passing through another State, especially 
Western products passing through the State of 
New York. The Western producers have the 
richt to the free use of the Erie Canal after 
contributing directly in canal tolls more than 
one hundred millions of dollars. There are to 
be added to this the enormous port charges at 
the Citv of New York, that are régulated dy 
the State Legislature, which now is and has 
taken untold millions of dollars out of the 
pockets of the Western producers. It is 
enough for the people of this State to receive 
the benefits that acerue to them from the trans- 
portation, storing, haudliug, etc., of the West’s 
vast productions. without imposing all 
sorts of exactions, which is a curse to 
the people ‘of the State as weil a8 a 
high-handed outrage on the West. If Congress 
pow uses its vested power to regulate cominerce 
between States, canals can be made free of tolls 
at once, without Lewisiative action on the part 
of this State. No fear need be entertained of 
the abandonment of the Eneand other State 
canals for lack of funds to keep thein in repair, 
even if the State Constitution does read that no 
more shall be expended on any canal than the 
receipts from tolls the prevjous year. For there 
are millions already paid into the State Treasury 
from tolls which can be made available for canal 
purposes if Congress demands that the canals 
Shall be made free for Western productions. 
Another thing: ‘There are a majority of citizens 
of this State who would be only too well pleased 
if the embargo were removed [rom off the canals, 
and commerce allowed to flow free through this 
great State of ours. Besides, there is no ques- 
tion, if the Legislature bad the powerjto remove 
the tolls and thereby make the canals free, it 
would be done before the close of 
the present session. By all means, it 
should be insisted upon that Congress add 
another clause to the Inter-State Commerce law 
now pending, to this end, that all canal-tolls, 
wharfage, compulsory pilotage, quarantine dues, 
and other State port charges now levied upon 
the products or shipping of another State shall 
hereafter de abolished,’’ as there is no doubt 
all State port charges, anal tolls as well, are 
unconstitutional,—tve laws fostering a few in- 
dividuals at the expense of overtaxed com- 
merce. At the same time it would doaway with 
all State Legislative quibbling, and thereby al- 
low trade to seek the cheaper water route, thus 
securing to producers of the West, and the con- 
sumers of the East every advantage of our great 
natural and artificial waterways. which could 
not fail to bring permanent prosperity to the 
whole Union.

LINCOLN’S PARENTAGE. 


New Facts About His Family—Letters and 
Decuments, Now First Published, Which 
Prove the Legal Marriage of Lincoin's 
Father and Mother—Fiat Contradiction 
of the Story Teld in Lamon’s “Life of 
Lincoln.“ 

New York Tribune, Jan. 25. 

Recent developments promise to settle -the 
long-disputed question whether the father and 
mother of Abraham Lincoln ever were legally 
married. Shortly before Ward H. Lamoa bub- 
lished his ** Life of Lincoln,” in 1872, it became 
known to some of those who had been the warm- 
est friends of the dead President that Lamon in- 
tended to publish the statement that on account 
of their extreme poverty the parents of Lincoln 
never were legally married, as according to the 
laws of the State of Kentucky it would have 
been necessary to file a bond to guard the 
State evainst an over-supply of vaupers. 
Much other matter bearing upon the 
same point was also intended to be in- 
cluded in the book, and the Lincoin 
family desired to have it suppressed. The fam- 
ily and its most intimate friends were positive 
that there was not the least ground for a charge 
of illegitimacy against Lincoln. Accordingly 


Judge David Davis and Leonara Swett, a promi- 


nent lawyer living in lilinois, who nad been a 


firm friend of Linveln, exerted themselves suc- 
cessfully te have much of this matter sup- 
pressed. 

It appears, however, from Lamon’s book that 
in his own wind the author had grave doubts as 
to whether Lincoln’s parents were ever married, 
aud he seems to wish to render the home of 
Lincoln’s pareuts as nuattractive as possible in 
order tu make the contrast between Lincoln’s 
varly and later surroundings as strong as pos- 
Sible. Lamon speaks ef Thomas, Abraham’s 
father, as ** waoting in character,’’ and savs that 
this was one reason Why Sally“ Bush, “a 
modest and pious girl, m all things pure and 
decent, refused to marry him. on refers 
tu the marriage of Thomas Lin@®in to Naacy 
Hanks as (ollows: 

Some time in the year 1806 he married Nancy 
llauxs. It was u the shop of her ancie, Joseph 
Hanks, at hlizabethtown. in Hardin County, that 
he had essayed to learn the trade. eo te ate 
adinitted by all the vid residents of the place tbat 
they were houestly married, but precisely when or 
how, no one can tell. Diligent and thorough 
searches by the most competent persons have failed 
to discover any trace of the fact in the public 
records of Hardin and the adjoining counties. The 
license aud the minister's return in the case of 
Lincoln and Sarah Johnson, hi- second wife, were 
easily found inthe place where the law required 
them to be; but of Nancy Hanks’ marriage there 
exists no evidence bul that of mutual acknowledg- 
ment and cohabiiation. At the time of their 
un on, Thomas was 28 years of age and Nancy 
about 23. 

Again, on page 17, is found the following: 

The lives of his (Abraham's) father and mother, 
and the history and character of the family beture 
their settlement in Indiana, were topics upon which 
Mr. Lincoln never spoke büt with great reluctance 
and significant reserve. In his family Bible he 
kept a register of births, matriages, and deaths, 
every eniry being carefully made in his own hand- 
writing. . It has not a word about the 
Hankses or the Sparrows. It shows the marriage 
of sally Bush, Urst with Daniel Johnston, and then 
with Thomas Lincoln, bat itis entirely silent as to 
the marriage of his own mother. It dues not even 
give the date of her birth, but bareiv recognizes 
her existence and demise, to make the vacancy 
which was speedily filled by Sarah Johnston. 

To show Mr. Liucolu's reticence about his 
parentage, Lamon gives several extremely brief 
replies Which were sent to applicants for bio- 
graphical sketches. “Mr. Lincoln, writes voe 
of the applicanis, communcated some facts to 
me about his ancestry which he did pot wish 
published, and which | have never spoken of or 
alluded to before.“ 

While ip Kentucky last fall, ex-Secretary 
Bristuw met a lawyer of high reputation, J. KR. 
Browne. Mr. Browue lives in Springticld, Waab- 


_ingtoo County, isa man of wealth, a Kepublie- 


au, and one who takes great pride in guarding 
the memory of, the dead President. He heard 
of the reports relerred to above, and 
caused a diligent search to be made for 
ihe record of the marriage of Lin- 
coln’s parents. The search was success- 
ful, und Mr. Browne mentioned the fact to Mr. 
Bristow, who urged him to make the result 
public iu order to remove the doubt in the 
minds Of many on te subject. Mr. Browne 
promised to seud copies of the bond and certifi- 
cate to Gev. Bristow, and recently he did so. 
Mr. Browne’s letter and the accompanying 
copies of documents were as follows: 

SYRINGFYIELD, Ky., Dee. 16. 1878.—@en. B. HW. 
Bristow, New York Cuban Sin: When I last 
saw you in Louisville I promised to sevd vou a 
copy of the record of President Lincoln's father’s 
marriage. I now send it to yon. The record 
Ought torever to silence the charge of the Presi- 
dent's Ulegitimacy. I have taiked with men of the 
highest veracity who have told we that they at- 
tended the wedding. With a sincere wish. ete., J 
am truly yours. Row xEz. 

The following is a copy of the bond: 

Know all meu by these presents, That we. Thom- 
as Lincoln and Richard Berry. are held and firmly 
bonnd unto bis Excellency. the Governor of Ken- 
tucky, in the just and full sum of £50 current 
money, to the payment of which well and truly tor 
be made to the said Governor and his successors 
we bind ourselves, our heirs. etc., jomtiy and 
severaily firmly by these pre-ente, sealed with our 
seals, and dated this 10th day of June, 1806. The 
condition of the above obligation is such that. 
whereas, there is a marriage shortly intended be- 
tween the above-bound Thomas Lincoln aud Nancy 
Hanks, for which a license has issued, now if 
there be no lawful cause to obstruct the said mar- 
riage, then this obligation to de void, else to re- 
main in full force and virtue in law.

New york Herald, Jan. 25. 

At an early hour yesterday morving, while yet 
Manager Max Strakosch was preparing to dis- 
cuss his matutinal repast, a represeutative of 
the Herald called upon him to learn his views 
of the statement published by Signor Rosnati 
regarding the differences between the tenor and 
the manager. “In the first place,“ said the 
manager, **I wish it understood that I am not 
the instrument of Miss Kellogg that Rossati 
tries to make me out. Miss Keilogg does not 
interfere with my business, as Kosuati very well 
knows. ‘The trouble is, he wants to be man- 
age. I have been in the habit of dealiug with 
tenors who sing what I ask them to, not what 


they elect to do.” 
„What have you to say regarding the charges 


of impecuniosit y! 

„Well, I have always paid for services ren- 
dered, not otherwise. If I bad wished to get 
rid of paying Rosnati why should I have tried 
three times to get him to sing bere? Why 
should I have tried at all after bis action in re- 
fusing to help me out in La Favorita’? On 
Friday, the 10th inst., ne came to me and said 
he was well. I announced bim for Il Trova- 
tore,’ and then, when the day of the perform- 
ance came, he sent me another doctor’s certifi- 
cate that be had not yet recovered. Bah! Dur- 
ing the time of his pretended illness ne was 
seen in public places with lady friends. I don’t 
believe he was sick at all. Nosooner had the 

sriormance of ‘Il Trovatore’ taken place than 

received a note from him that he was well. 
‘All rigit,’ I said, I will bring vou out in 
„Aida on Monday next. as that is now adver- 
tised.’ On the Friday preceding the 17th he 
came to me und refused point blauk to sing in 
any other opera than Un Ballo im Maschera.’

Tribe 
is the easiest and pork the hardest to digest 
Amoug vegetables, rive and boiled cabbage se 
ine extremes. Any thing that is fried im fats 
extremel, iodiestibie. Milk contains the five 
ingredients reterred to above, and so is really 
*all-satiicieut.”” Mothers make a great mistake 
in trying to induce infants uuder two years 
age to eat starch food, for there is po al 
fluid in the stomach of an infant by which we 
Ssiarch can be changed to sugar, and se infused 
into the system.
